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PROCEEDINGS 



ANNUAL MEETING, 

TUESDAY, MAY 25th, 1886. 



The Annual Meeting of the New York Produce Exchange 
was held in accordance with the By-Laws, on Tuesday, the 25th 
day of May, 1886, at a quarter past two o'clock P. M., in the 
Call Koom. 

The President, Chasles M. Vail, Esq., called the meeting to 
order, and addressied the members as follows : 

Gentlemen — Another year in the history of our Exchange is 
drawing to a close, and it becomes my duty under the By-Laws 
to present to you a statement of its affairs, and to offer such sug- 
gestions as may seem pertinent and proper. 

The year just closed has been one in which the rewards of 
enterprise have been meagre, yet it is very gratifying to be able 
to record that our institution is in all respects prosperous, and 
growing in importance and prominence. 

Of its past history there is very little left for me to record, as 
my predecessors have faithfully performed their duties in this 
direction. 

Our financial exhibit — details of which will be shown by the 
Treasurer's report, and the statements from the books of the Ex- 
change presented herewith — ^is very satisfactory. Early in the 
year the Board of Managers gave instructions to have the ac- 
counts of the Corporation written up to April 30th of each year, 
so that a definite point might be had for comparison. 

At the beginning of the present year our mortgage indebted- 
ness was $1,635,000 and our floating debt $55,000. Since that 
our mortgage debt has been reduced $235,000 and our floating

debt has been cancelled — ^leaving today our mortgage debt 
$1,400,000 on the new building. This reduction has mainly been 
accomplished by the receipt of $241,000 net from the sale of the 
old Exchange to the Government ; which was applied to the pay- 
ment of the mortgage of $125,000 on the old building, and the 
mortgage of $50,000 on the Popham property, and $50,000 ap- 
plied on the mortgage of the new building. The mortgage of 
$10,000 on the Stone street property was also paid. 

In examining the details, however, it should be borne in mind 
that many items of income as well as expenditure are not yet on 
a basis which can be relied on for the future, and that as this is 
the first attempt at comparative statements, some of the items 
need explanation : 

The enormous increase in our assessed valuation for taxation, 
from $800,000 to $1,500,000, has added over $18,000 to our ex- 
penses and lessened our surplus income correspondingly. We 
need hardly look for any relief from this direction in the future, 
as it is certain that real estate will, under the present system of 
assessments, have to bear the greater portion of these increased 
burdens. 

The item of "Fixtures and Kepairs," which is $7,599.35 
larger than the previous year, is swelled by bills amounting to 
$3,061.95, which should have been charged to Building Account the 
previous year, but which had not been presented, including $1,200 
for the Cutler Letter Box System, $783.90 for covering steam 
pipes in the Safe Deposit Company's premises, $127.00 balance 
on bill due Albert Boote for tiles, mason work and other items 
amounting to $951.05 — making a total of $3,061.95 — which 
shows an actual increase in " Kepairs and Fixtures " of $4,225.55. 
The larger items under "Kepairs and Fixtures" during the 
present year are : Electric light fixtures, $486.00, and Otis 
Brothers, new cables for elevators, $318.00. 

Incidental expenses, which are increased $1,342.83, include 
the expenditure of $1,209.33 for the Grant funeral decorations. 

The amount of $304.38 was also paid for services of an expert 
accountant, who investigated the accounts of the entire period 
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during the erection of the new building, and who certified to 
their entire correctness. 

The increase in " Salaries and Wages " of $4,520.07 is partly 
accounted for by the necessity of paying, in some instances, 
double salaries where changes have been made in the employees ; 
but it must also be kept in mind that as the period of service of 
our employees increases, they become entitled to larger remunera- 
tion, and that as the work of the Exchange enlarges there must 
be additional hands to perform the labor, so that no very large 
saving can be looked for in this line. 

In the sale of Call Room seats it will be noticed that rents and 
premiums show a decrease from the previous year of $940.00. 
During the previous year we reahzed $4,947.00 from premiums 
on stand rents, which, of course, was final, they not being resold 
annually. 

On the other hand, there has been an increase of the rents 
amounting to $14,431.71, and a decrease of interest amounting to 
$3,348.30, whilst the very handsome sum of $7,660.60 has been 
saved in the Engineer's department, in steam, coal and wood — 
thus justifying the policy of having our own boiler system. It 
will be observed that if the amount received for steam rents be 
taken from the expenditure for coal and wood, that our net outlay 
has been only $1,693.93. We paid from July 1st, 1884, to Jan- 
uary 1st, 1885, to the New York Steam Co., for the six months, 
$6,567.41. Further comment is unnecessary. 

Other savings have been : " Cleaning and Materials," $3,152.26 ; 
Gas, $1,003.97; Printing and Stationery, $1,690.43. 

And a comparison of the two years shows a decrease in ex- 
penditures other than taxes of $8,057.50, and an increase in 
income of $9,589.40. This has been the result of the strictest 
economy consistent with efficient service. 

In detail our income from all sources has been $269,991.29 as 
follows : 

From rents $177,546 19 

Annual dues 75,000 00 

From other sources 17,445 10

Showing (after deducting a bad debt of $11.00) a net income 
of $45,367.06. 

Taking a conservative view, with a saving of interest and taxes 
on the old building of from $12,000 to $15,000 per annum, it 
seems safe to assume, unless unforeseen and extraordinary expen- 
ditures occur, that hereafter at least $50,000 per annum may be 
' paid on our indebtedness, and our capital consequently be increased 
a like amount. 

Every office in the building is rented except the one vacated by 
the Postal Telegraph and Cable Co., which corporation is now in 
the hands of a receiver. The office and floor privilege was 
originally leased to that company at $8,000 per annum. After 
their insolvency we arranged with the receiver to allow them to 
have the floor privilege at $400 per month, which they have paid 
promptly. 

The labors of your Board of Managers and its different com- 
mittees, as well as the other standing committees, have materially 
increased since our advent into the new building, and the demands 
upon their time and services have been very exacting. It is, how- 
ever, a pleasure to state that they have cheerfully and faithfully 
performed every duty assigned them, and at no time during the 
past year has a meeting of the Board been delayed for the want 
of a quorum, which indicates the zeal and promptness with which 
every summons has been obeyed. They have without exception 
earned your grateful acknowledgments. 

To select any committee for especial mention is difficult, yet in 
connection with important reforms, the labors of the Committee 
on Information and Statistics have been exceptionally severe. 
After a long and patient investigation and careful deliberation, 
they decided to recommend a radical change in the department 
under their charge. Mr. E. H. Walker, who for seventeen years 
has faithfully served the Exchange as Statistician, was retired, and 
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Mr. J. C. Brown, from the office of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency at Washington, was appointed as his successor. Several 
minor changes have also been made in this department, all of 
which have been approved by the Board. 

A new standing committee has been created, namely : The 
Committee on Kailway Affairs. 

To the faithfulness and efficiency of Superintendent William 
E. Fletcher, and Assistant Superintendent Lester B. Howe, I am 
pleased to bear testimony ; their labors are continually increasing. 

Articles of agreement as to grading and bulking grain, similar 
to tliose already existing with other lines, have been signed 
between the Exchange and the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Kailroad Co. and the Lehigh Valley Railroad Co., making a 
complete system of all trunk lines centering here. 

In this connection it is gratifying to note that our banks and 
financial institutions have learned to value our elevator and ware- 
house receipts for grain, flour, provisions, petroleum, etc.,- as 
among the best and most desirable collateral they can hold. This 
fact should stimulate every member to encourage and foster any 
enterprise to extend the facilities for the handling and storage of 
produce and provisions here at the seaboard. 

The United States National Bank and the National Bank of 
the Republic have been added to the number of designated 
depositories for margins, upon petitions of prominent members, 
and the recommendation of the Finance Committee. Over 
$23,000,000 in margins have been deposited and withdrawn 
during the past year by members of the Exchange. 

Petitions have been presented to the Post Office Department 
asking that the branch office located in our building be made a 
distributive office, deliveries now being confined to the occupants 
of the building. Numerous firms and individuals occupying 
stores and offices in other neighboring buildings have asked that 
the original idea of locating a branch office here be carried out. 
I think this portion of our city is entitled to these advantages, and 
with the location of the Army Headquarters in the old Exchange 
building, and the probable acquisition of other property by the 
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Government in this locality, increased postal facilities will be a 
necessity. 

The treatment of the Popham and Stone street properties has 
been a subject of much discussion. Several suggestions have 
been made, but no definite plan has been submitted. I think 
now that some steps should be taken to make these properties a 
source of revenue instead of expense. In view of the improve- 
ments to property in this section I believe that the Exchange 
should under no circumstances let these properties go out of its 
possession. 

The Exchange, at a special meeting held January 28th, renewed 
its opposition to the continued coinage of the silver dollar, 
believing that the enforced purchase of silver bullion by the Gov- 
ernment to coin into dollars not wanted by the people is a dan- 
gerous course to be pursued. 

Delegations have been asked from this Exchange to assist in 
the opening of new Boards of Trade at Duluth, Denver and 
Memphis, and the Mercantile Exchange in this city. The tend- 
ency to organization in all branches of trade has never been so 
great as at the present time, and this growing power will no 
doubt result in good. 

The standard form of International S. S. Bill of Lading, 
reported by our Special Committee, was somewhat amended after 
protracted negotiations with the Liverpool Steamship Owners' 
Association. It was finally approved by the Board of Managers, 
on April 24th, 1885, and has since been adopted by all our 
Transatlantic and most other S. S. lines, with approval of our 
Committee as to the special clauses required by such particular 
line. The reform thus satisfactorily established at this port has 
been followed by the adoption of the same form of Bill of Lading 
by various S. S. lines running to Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Boston, and the Coastwise S. S. Association are actively engaged 
in perfecting a uniform Bill of Lading based on the same prin- 
ciples. The Board of Trade at Chicago has likewise adopted the 
Produce Exchange Bill of Lading as the basis of a uniform 
through Bill of Lading to European ports, and are preparing to 
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embody its principles in all contracts for the carriage of inland 
freight on the Lakes as well as by rail. All that remains to be 
done to secure permanence to the reform is to obtain legislative 
sanction for the exemption from certain liabilities which the 
Produce Exchange Bill of Lading has granted to shipowners, and 
to which the law, so far, holds them as common carriers. To this 
end the National Committee on Uniform Bills of Lading, organ- 
ized last year in Philadelphia (with whom our Committee have 
acted in this matter), have framed a Bill intended to legalize all 
conditions of freight contracts on which such Commercial Asso- 
ciations as the New York Produce Exchange and the Board of 
Trade of Chicago may agree with the carriers. The Bill was 
introduced into Congress at an early stage of the session, and has 
received the attention of the Committee of Commerce of both 
Houses. The antagonism resulting from the re-introduction of a 
Bill having the same object in view, which has previously been 
brought before Congress by a Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, has been removed by an amalgamation of both bills into 
one, and the Special Committee entertain the confident hope that 
this important measure will be passed by both Houses at the pres- 
ent session. 

Our disciplinary powers have been again tested in the courts, 
and our right to summon members before us on complaint has 
been sustained by the Court of Appeals. It will be remembered, 
that in November, 1883, the case of G. W. Carhart against F. 
W. J. Hurst was referred by the Complaint Committee to the 
Board of Managers for their decision. Both parties were notified 
to appear. Mr. Hurst refused to answer the summons, and ob- 
tained an injunction preventing the Board from hearing the case. 
The matter was carried through the courts to the highest tribunal 
of our State, where the injunction was dissolved with costs, thus 
forever establishing our jurisdiction over our members under our 
Charter and By-Laws. 

From among our membership death has taken thirty-eight, all 
members of the Gratuity Fund. Among them were Leander B. 
Shaw, John S. Ward and Charles Spear, for many years promi- 
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nent in your counsels, wliose faithful services in former years we 
are pleased to record. 

Death has also been active among our public men, soldiers and 
statesmen. During the past year Generals Grant, Hancock and 
McClellan, Vice-President Hendricks and Horatio Seymour 
have passed away. 

Our Gratuity Fund has entered on its fifth year with a surplus 
of $821,678.33 invested in first bonds and mortgage on real estate 
in this city and Brooklyn, and cash in banks and trust companies, 
details of which will l)e found in the report of the Trustees. 
The number of non-participating memberships has been reduced 
to ninety-four, of which nine are in the names of deceased mem- 
bers. The Trustees of this Fund have earned your sincere thanks 
for the careful attention they have given to the administration of 
this trust. 

Now, gentlemen, we are pleased to be able to say, that we re- 
turn to you the trusts committed to us, strengthened for the 
continuance of the great work for which the Exchange was 
created, and we gladly welcome relief from the anxietie*^ which 
surround the administration of the afiaii^ of so great and im^xir- 
tant an institution. A quarter of a century has passed since its 
incorporation, during which its glories have continually expanded, 
until the prophecy of years ago has l)een fulfilled, that it is some- 
thing more than a place in which to buy and sell and get gain. 
I have no solicitude for the future, so long as the same watchful 
care exists which has characterized its past. 



The Treasurer read his Annual Report, showing the ivceipti^ 
and disbursements of the Exchange during the past year, includ- 
ing those of the Grain Inspection Fund and of the Flour 
Inspection Fund, which was received and ordered on file. 

The Reports of the Arbitration Committee, Complaint Com- 
mittee and Committee on Charities were received and ordered 
on file. 

On motion adjourned.

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To the President and Board of Managers: 

Gentlemen — I herewith respectfully submit a report of the 
official proceedings of the Exchange for the past year, ending 
June 30, 1886. 

The Exchange was open for business 301 days, and closed 
64r, namely, 52 Sundays, Fourth of July, Election day. Thanks- 
giving day, Christmas, New Year's, Washington's Birthday, 
Decoration day, August 8th, upon the funeral of Gen. II. S. 
Grant, half a day upon the death of Gen. II. S. Grant, and half a 
day upon the funeral of Yice-President T. A. Hendricks, also 
by vote of the Exchange, July 3d, Good Friday, and December 
26th. 

During the year 766 meetings have been held as follows: 
Exchange, 11 ; Board of Managers, 61 ; Arbitration Committee, 
28; Complaint, 125; Finance, 36; House 25; Law, 19; Kooms 
and Fixtures, 40 ; Information and Statistics, 55 ; Charities, 8 ; 
Trade, 15; Admissions, 25; Trustees of Gratuity Fund, 14; 
Grain, 129; Flour, 20; Lard, 11; Provisions, 11; Butter, 4; 
Cheese, 10; Maritime Affairs, 17; Oil, 12; Petroleum, 8; 
National Transit Co. Certificates, 3 ; Canals, 5 ; Railway Affairs, 
3 ; Distilled Spirits, 3 ; Floor, 2 ; Grain Trade, 2 ; Cheese Trade, 
2 ; Lard Trade, 1 ; Provision Trade, 1 ; Private Arbitration, 2 ; 
Special, 58. 

Two hundred and seventy-nine members have been elected 
during the year, qualifying by the transfer to themselves of out- 
standing certificates of membership. 
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Nine applicants for membership were not approved by the 
Committee on Admissions. 

Thirty-six members have died, all of whom were members of 
the Gratuity Fund, against 47 last year, making the total num- 
ber of deaths 156 since the organization of the fund. 

Twenty-nine hundred and ten members, out of the total of 
3,000, are now members of the Gratuity Fund ; an increase of 
19 since Jime 30th, 1885. Of the 91 who are not subscribers 
9 are deceased, leaving a total of 81 living members who are 
not subscribers. Twenty-four members have been suspended; 
seventeen of the same have since been reinstated. One member 
has been expelled. 

One firm ; and two individual members have been posted as 
unable to meet their mercantile obligations — one individual by the 
Board of Managers and one firm, and one individual upon their 
own notice. 

$24,552,675 were deposited as margins during the past year, 
ending June 30, 1886, against $24,398,215 last year. 

The sales on call during the same period were: 58,560,000 
bushels wheat, 22,272,000 bushels corn, 3,847,000 bushels oats, 
and 90,250 tierces lard, against 60,384,000 bushels wheat, 32,597,- 
000 bushels com, 5,360,000 bushels oats, and 130,250 tierces lard 
last year. No pork was sold on call last year or this year. 

Seventy-seven complaints have been brought before the Com- 
plaint Committee, of which the following disposition was 
made : Referred to the Board of Managers 11, to the Arbitra- 
tion Committee 8, to Private Arbitration 11, to the Committee 
on Grain 3, on Maritime Affairs 3, Lard 1, Oils 1, to the Pre- 
sident 2, settled 5, withdrawn 19, dismissed 13. 

The number of cases adjudicated during this time was: By 
the Board of Managers 17, Arbitration Committee 17, Committee 
on Grain 100, on Flour 44, on Maritime Affairs, 10, on Lard 8, 
on Oils 6. 

The annual election for the choice of officers for the year 1886 
and '87 was held on June 7th, and resulted in the election of 
Mr. James McGee, as President, Mr. William D. Morgan, as 
Vice-President, Mr. Samuel Jacoby, as Treasurer, and the f oUow- 
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ing-named Managers to serve two years: David S. Jones, 
William Coverly, John H. Hodgson, Thomas P. White, H. C. 
Cooke, George Milmine ; succeeding William Ware, Daniel A. 
Eldredge, Milton Knapp, Kichard C. Veit, Daniel Barnes and 
Adolph Goepel, who were elected at the last election to serve 
for a term of one year, in accordance with the By-laws. 

One of the-above named officers, Mr. James McGee, previous 
year Yice-President, was elected President. The Board upon 
organization, June 10th, elected Mr. Thomas P. White, Secretary. 

The Lard Trade held a meeting to consider a proposed amend- 
ment to Rule 6 of the Lard Eules, providing for the manner and 
place at which deliveries shall be made. After considerable dis- 
cussion the amendment as proposed was laid upon the table. 

The Cheese Trade held a meeting to take suitable action rela- 
tive to the death of Mr. Alexander Macadam. Resolutions were 
adopted and a Committee appointed to take suitable action rela- 
tive to the engrossing of the same for presentation to the family. 

The Grain Trade held a meeting to take action upon proposed 
amendments to the Grain Rules and Regulations of Inspection, 
which were adopted, with the exception of Section Y, Rule 5. 

A meeting of the Cheese Trade was held to consider a report 
of the Committee on Cheese relative to the matter of the keeping 
of qualities of New York State Cheese. The report of the Com- 
mittee was adopted, and a thousand copies ordered printed and 
distributed under direction of the Committee on Cheese. 

A meeting of the Grain Trade was held to consider a proposed 
amendment to the Rules of Inspection, providing that all Wheat 
to be graded into store or vessel shall be examined before being 
elevated, and the Inspector-in-Chief and •all persons inspecting 
Wheat under his direction be forbidding to assist, advise or 
superintend the mixing together of different grades or qualities 
of Wheat. The amendment as proposed was adopted. 

A meeting of the Grain Trade was held to consider proposed 
amendments to Regulations of Inspection, viz. : When sufficient 
documentary evidence is submitted to the Inspector of original 
Western inspection, together with proof that the identity of the 
Grain has been preserved while in transit, he be authorized to 
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certify to the same in the following form : " Sufficient evidence 

has been shown that the Grain covered by certificate No , 

was originally inspected at 

The subject-matter of the change as proposed was, after discus- 
sion, laid upon the table. 

A meeting of the Provision Trade was held, and a new Kule 
Ko. 13 was adopted, reading as follows : " Contents of each 
package of pickled meats must show a reasonable uniformity in 
weight according to its class." 

The Grain Trade met and requested the President to appoint 
a Conference Committee of Five to ex)nsult with the new Com- 
mittee on Grain, with the view of fixing a system for the grading 
of Corn. In accordance with the above request the President 
appointed the Committee. 

The annual meeting of the Exchange was held on May 25th. 
The President delivered his annual address, and the Treasurer 
presented his annual report, showing the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the Exchange for the year, also those of the Grain and 
Flour Inspection Departments. 

During the year the Exchange has been called upon to mouni 
the loss of a number of its most prominent members : Mr. John 
S. Ward, Mr. Alexander Mackenzie, Mr. Charles Spear, formerly 
Vice-President, and Mr. Charles S. Kennedy. Meetings of the 
Exchange were held, at which resolutions were adopted express- 
ing sorrow at their decease, and committees were appointed to 
attend their funerals. 

In consequence of the death of General U. S. Grant a meet- 
ing of the Exchange was held to take suitable action thereon. A 
resolution was adopted that the Exchange adjourn and a com- 
mittee be appointed to frame proper resolutions expressing the 
sentiments of the members of the Exchange. A committee of 
fifteen was appointed, who reported resolutions at a future meet- 
ing, which were unanimously adopted, testifying to his many 
virtues and expressing sympathy with his bereaved loved ones. 
A copy of the same was handsomely engrossed and forwarded to 
his family. Remarks at the meeting were made eulogistic of the 
deceased by Mr. James McGee and Hon. Franklin Edson. A 
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further resolution was adopted that the Board of Managers be 
requested to take the necessary steps to close the Exchange upon 
the day of the funeral, and to appoint a committee of fifty to 
represent the Exchange at the obsequies taking place in this city. 
In accordance therewith the committee was appointed. 

Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks, Vice-President of the United 
States, liaving deceased, a meeting of the Exchange was held, at 
which resolutions were adopted expressive of sorrow at his death 
and appreciative of the long and faithful service of the deceased 
in positions of honor and trust, which services were always per- 
formed conscientiously and with wisdom and ability. Assurance 
of the sincerest sympathy was tendered to his family in the hour of 
their grief. A copy of the resolutions, suitably engrossed, was 
forwarded to his family, also to the President of the United 
States. As a mark of respect the Exchange adjourned at 
1 o'clock P. M. on the day of the funeral. 

A meeting of the membei*s of the Exchange was held, and 
resolutions were adopted commemorative of the character of 
Majbr-General Winfield Scott Hancock, deceased, as a soldier, 
citizen and Christian ; the same were suitably engrossed, and a 
committee of one hundred appointed to attend the funeral. 

Hon. Horatio Seymour, ex-Governor of the State of New 
York, a long and steadfast friend of the Exchange, having 
departed this life, and as an appreciation of his interest taken 
therein, a meeting of the Exchange was held, at which Mr. 
Forrest H. Parker offered resolutions, which were seconded by 
Mr. Edward Hincken, relative to the wise counsel and valuable 
assistance he always gave when the Exchange endeavored td 
procure favorable legislation on behalf of the Erie Canal. . 

It wafi resolved that an engrossed copy of the resolutions, 
attested by the President and Secretary, be forwarded to his 
revered widow, and upon the day of the funeral the Exchange 
suspend business between the hours of 2 and 3 o'clock, P. M., 
and a committee be appointed to attend the funeral. 

A meeting of the Exchange was held to take action upon the 
important question of silver coinage, and the following preamble 
and resolutions were adopted :

Amendments to the By-Laws, prepared after long and careful 
attention upon the part of the committee appointed for the pur- 
pose of revising the same, were submitted to the members for 
their approval by ballot on May 18, 1886, but were rejected by 
a vote of 719 against, to 410 in favor. There were 57 scattering 
votes and 1 blank, making a total of 1,177 votes cast. 

For the first time since the organization of the Exchange a 
certificate of membership was spld at public auction by order of 
the Board of Managers, in accordance with the provisions of the 
By-Laws, for unpaid assessments. 

$2,689.45 has been received as committee fees by the various 
'committees of the Exchange. 

639,816 bushels No. 2 Eed Winter Wheat, 2,082 bushels No. 3 
Red Winter Wheat, 5,608 bushels No. 1 Eed Winter Wheat, 
2,969 bushels No. 2 Spring Wheat, 1,002 bushels No. 2 Northwest 
Spring Wheat, 341,338 bushels No. 2 Com, 12,782 bushels No. 3 
Corn, 363,695 bushels Steamer Mixed Corn, 3,886 bushels Low 
Mixed Com, 6,187 bushels No. 2 White Corn, 12,063 bushels 
Steamer Yellow Corn, 11,343 bushels Rejected Corn, 33,219 
bushels No. 2 Oats, 19,402 bushels No. 3 Oats, 3,323 bushels 
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White Oats, and 11,760 bushels No. 2 Rye were posted as being 
out of condition. 

23 fines have been incurred for smoking within the hours when 
prohibited, and 1 for standing on the ledge of the building. 

1,472 visitors' tickets have been issued, and 11,825 visitors 
admitted for a single day. 

551 substitute passes have been issued, and 795 substitutions 
granted for a single day. 

259 donations have been received for the library. 

The membership of 6 persons ceased by resolution of the Board 
of Managers for non-payment of assessments. 

A portrait of Mr. J. H. Herrick, ex-President, was presented 
to the Exchange by his numerous friends, and hung, along with 
many others, upon the walls of the library.

To the Board of Managers : 

Gentlemen — The Trustees of the Gratuity Fund herewith present their 
fourth annual report, as required by the By-Laws. 

The persminel of the Board of Trustees was changed in June last by the elec- 
tion of Mr. W. E. Clark, in place of Mr. F. H. Parker, as Trustee, and of 
Messrs. C. M. Vail and John P. Townsend, respectively, as President and 
Treasurer of the Exchange. 

Two hundred and ninety-five new members have been added to the Exchange 
since our last report, whose average age was 35f years, while the average age 
of those who died was 51 58-100 years. 

The number of subscribing members to the Fund is 2,901, leaving only 99 
non-subscribers. 

The Trustees have on hand, in first bond and mortgage, the sum of $751,250, 
all on first-class improved properties in the cities of New York and Brooklyn, 
of an appraised value of $1,853,000 and in cash $16,964.C7 in the Farmers' Loan 
and Trust Co., $30,049.86 in the Com Exchange Bank, and $5,229.39 in the 
New York Produce Exchange Bank, all bearing interest. 

The Trustees nave accepted several loans on bond and mortgage, amounting 
to $40,000, to be paid out. of the balance of the surplus as soon as the titles to 
the property have been searched and approved by our counsel. 

All interest due on investments has been paid within the time required. 

During the past year there have been 27 meetings of the Trustees. 

All gratuities for deaths occurring previous to April 1, 1885, have been paid 
to the beneficiaries. 

The expense of conducting the system for the past year amounts to about 1 
per cent, of the amount collected. 

We respectfully refer you to the annexed accounts, statements, etc., for 
detailed information.

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ORDER OF DISTRIBUTION OF THE GRATUITY FUND. 
New York Produce Exchange. 

1. The Widow surviving, there being no child, the whole sum is payable to 

the Widow. 

2. The Widow and a Child or Children surviving, one-half to the widow and 

the other half to the child or to the children equally. 

3. A Child or Children surviving, but no widow, the whole sum is payable to 

the child or to the children equally. 
The Issue of a deceased child take the share which such child would take 
if living. 

4. A Father surviving, but no widow, and no child or descendant, the father 

takes the whole. 

5. A Mother and Brothers and Sisters, or children of any deceased brother or 

sister, but no father, no widow, no child, and no descendant of any child, 
the mother, brothers and sisters, or children of brothers or sisters, take 
equal shades, the children of any deceased brother or sister taking the 
share which such brother or sister would take if living. 

6. A Mother surviving, but no father, no widow and no descendant of a child, 

no brothers or sisters, and no nephews or nieces, the mother takes the 
whole. 

7. Brothers and Sisters, or children of deceased brothers or sisters surviving, 

but no widow and no lineal kindred, the brothers and sisters, or the chil- 
dren of any deceased brother or sister, take in equal shares. 

Relatives of the half blood take equally with those of the whole blood. 

The shares of minors are paid to the legal guardians of their personal 
estates. 

The shares of minors for whom no guardians shall be appointed, may be 
paid into a legal depositoiy of Trust Funds, subject to the order of such minors 
when they shall arrive at full age, or to the order of their guardians when 
appointed. 

All guardians must accept the guardianship in writing.

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PROCEEDINGS. 



At a meeting of the Board of Momagera of the New York Produce Exchangey 
held Jwm 3, 1886, on the occasion of the presentation to the Eoochange of 
the portrait of ex-President J, H, Herrick, 

The President, Charles M. Vail, Esq., in the chair. 

Mr. James McGee, Vice-President, said : 

" Me. President — The presence of so many faces here this morning that we 
are not accustomed to see in the ordinary routine of our business indicates 
that something of a different character is about to take place. 

Not only these, who in their faces give indication of their interest in the 
proceedings, but with them there has come in another face which speaks to us 
in the eloquence, not of words, but of looks. This face comes here this morn- 
ing asking of us recognition, asking not a temporary place in this Board such 
as we occupy, but a place in this Exchange for all time to come. 

Now, sir, you and the members of this Board, who are the custodians of 
the interest of the Exchange have a right at this point to stop and challenge 
this newcomer ; to inquire what right he has here, and that he prove his right 
to the honors which are asked for him in placing him in so public a position 
before the Exchange. 

Mr. President, the honored man who is represented by this portrait is not 
here to meet this challenge and I stand as his representative to accept the 
challenge and to prove that what is demanded is not only just and proper, but 
that in according it we shall do justice to ourselves as well as to him. 

I have been thinking how this question will be answered in the future, when 
possibly a hundred years from now there shall be a hundred portraits hanging 
upon the walls of this Exchange, gracing the walls of the room below, where 
we are accustomed to meet, and filling them with faces which shall then be 
unknown to the busy workers of that day. It may be, Mr. President, that 
some lineal descendant of your own, coming for the first time upon the Ex- 
change a hundred years henc^, bearing your name, and walking the floor of 
the Exchange, shall look around upon the portraits that shall then be hanging 
there, and shall ask, ** What faces are these looking down upon us here ; who 
were the men they represent ? " Some one, perhaps it may tea future Super- 
intendent who has made it his duty to study up the history of the past, shall 
give answer, as one shall say, "Who is this man?" and the answer shall be, 
" That is Hincken, the gallant Colonel." And ** Who is this man?" " That 
—that is Stark, the Canal Defender." **And who is this man?" "That 
man — that is Edson, the Municipal Chief." And then, as they walk along 
and shall see this face which is before us to-d?iy and say, "Who is this man ; 
what right has he upon these walls?" — the answer shall be, " That is Herrick, 
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the Phoenix, who out of defeat wrested victory — *The Hero of Graded 
Grain.' " And thus, as questions shall be asked and answered, those of a 
hundred years hence shall learn that this man whose face we look upon to-day 
was born August 26, 1838, in the City of New York, at No. 27 Pearl Street, 
near the corner of Whitehall Street, and therefore belonging to these very 
surroundings. After spending a few years at the Irving Institute at Tarry- 
town, he entered the University of New York in 1848 ; thus by education as 
well as birth proving his right to be one of us. In 1853 he began the business 
of his life with his father who was one of the most prominent grain and flour 
dealers of his day. The following year he was made a partner, and the firm 
was thereafter conducted under the name of J. B. Herrick & Son, until the 
death of his father in 1863, when it was changed to J. H. Herrick & Co. So 
that both education and business combine to make him a fitting representative 
of our times, and. to stand for us in the future. For, Mr. President, let me 
remark in passing, that when we put one of these faces upon our walls, we are 
not only putting here a remembrancer of a man, but we are giving an object- 
lesson of a period of the Exchange's history, showing what was our thought 
as to who was best fitted to do its work. For it is we who give official 
character to the men whose faces we. put upon the walls, and if we make a 
mistake it reflects upon ourselves, whilst if we honor the right men we do 
credit to ourselves as well as to the men whom we elevate to positions of tnist. 
Mf . President, it will doubtless be on record in history, that this man was bold 
in business, impetuous in the fray, eloquent on the platform and dignified in 
the chair. Twice Vice-President, twice President of the Exchange, named as 
he was after an honored Bishop, himself carrying amongst his friends the sob- 
riquttoi ** Bishop," what more appropriate, when the Exchange in its new 
building wished a Bishop for its flock, than that it should pick him out to be 
the man. 

Thus much, Mr. President, we know ; thus much will history carry down to 
those of a hundred years hence, and some one shall be able to tell Hhat the 
man whose face is before us now and will be before them then, was in his own 
day honored, trusted and placed in positions of responsibility. Who challenges 
here, this morning, Mr. President, the right of this man to a place on our 
walls ? 

I cease to be his defender, I no longer speak as his advocate; I come to con- 
fer a favor, Mr. President, not to ask one ; to confer upon this Board and upon 
the Exchange a favor in coming as the representative of men who have delighted 
in having this work done and who as members of the Exchange bring it here 
for presentation to the Exchange. And now, let mer ask that in return you 
will deal kindly with it, and give it the place it is entitled to on your walls, 
and I leave it with you with the assurance that in your hands it is not only 
safe, but will be accorded a secure position amongst the men whom the 
Exchange has delighted to honor." 

The portrait was accepted on behalf of the Exchange by the President, in 
the following remarks : 
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" Mb. Chairman — As the best is usually reserved for the last, so on this last 
regular meeting of the Board of Managers, the pleasant duty falls to my lot of 
accepting on behalf of the Exchange this portrait of my predecessor. 

No words of mine can add anything to the lustre of his name among the 
membera of the New York Produce Exchange. From its earliest days the 
name of Jacob H. Herrick has been prominent in its progress and development, 
and no important work has been accomplished in which he has not taken an 
active part. Fearless in action, ready in debate, eloquent in speech, his name 
has become a household word among the members of the New York Produce 
Exchange. 

It was my good fortune to have served under him in the Board during both 
his terms as President, and I believe I am competent to testify to his genial 
nature and his impartiality and ability as a presiding officer, always endearing 
him to his associates. 

Let us hang this picture on our walls as one of the brightest gems in our 
collection, with the wish that many years may be his, and the blessings of 
health, wealth and happiness follow him to a good old age."

SYNOPSIS OF CASE. 

The first of the above entitled actions was commenced a few days before the 
second ; they were, however, argued and decided together. The action in 
which Mr. Hurst was plaintiff was begun on the 3d day of November, 1883, by 
the service on the defendant, the New York Produce Exchange, of a summons, 
together with an affidavit made by the plaintiff, Francis W. J. Hurst, upon 
which Hon. C. H. Van Brunt, on the 3d day of November, 1883, made an order 
directing the defendants to show cause before one of the justices of the Court of 
Common Pleas, on the 5th day of November, 1883, why an injunction should 
not be granted, enjoining and restraining the defendant Carhart from proceed- 
ing in any way before the New York Produce Exchange, or the Board of Man- 
agers thereof, or any committee of said Exchange, in the matter of a complaint 
made by said Carhart to the Complaint Committee of the said Exchange against 
the plaintiff, bearing date September 25, 1883, and enjoining and restraining 
the defendant Exchange, its Board of Managers and its committees, from in 
any way, entertaining, proceeding with, or acting upon said complaint, and 
until the hearing and decision of said motion the defendants were restrained as 
aforesaid. 

The affidavit of the plaintiff, upon which this relief was asked, contained the 
following material allegations : That the Produce Exchange is a corporation 
established and carrying on business in the City of New York ; that the plain- 
tiff is a resident of said city, and that to conduct his business as a steamship 
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agent, it is necessary for him to be a member of the Exchange ; that he became 
a member many years ago ; that the Exchange has no stockholders, but its 
members are, in many respects, equivalent thereto ; that he has continued to 
be and still is a member of the Exchange ; that one of the steamships of which 
he is agent, is the Egypt, of the National Line ; that while the Egypt, on Jan- 
uary 31, 1883, lay at a wharf in the North River, an accidental fire broke out 
on the wharf, and utterly destroyed the same, together with the cargo lying on 
the wharf to be shipped by the Egypt to Liverpool ; that the value of the goods 
destroyed amounted to several hundred thousand dollars ; that all the goods 
destroyed were under bills of lading, exempting the steamship company from 
all liability by reason of fire at sea, in craft or on shore, whether occasioned by 
negligence or otherwise ; that the owners of the steamship were advised that 
they incurred no liability under the bill of lading, and consequently refused 
to pay for the goods destroyed. Subsequently numerous actions were brought 
against the steamship and her owners to recover for the loss, which actions are 
now pending ; that among the goods on the wharf and destroyed, were goods 
represented by defendant tJarhart, who presented a claim for such destruction, 
and the plaintiff called his attention to the exemption in the bills of lading ; 
that Carhart declined to test his claim by recourse to the Courts, but made a 
complaint against plaintiff to the Complaint Committee of the Exchange, 
wherein he accused him of proieeedings inconsistent with just and equitable 
principles of trade, in refusing to pay the freight and inland charges on said 
goods ; that Hurst attended and protested that the matter was not within the 
jurisdiction of the Committee, and as the legal questions involved were then 
pending before the Courts, Hurst refused to arbitrate ; the Committee referred 
the matter to the Board of Managers of the Exchange, who notified Hurst to 
appear, but Hurst declined to appear ; that the Board declared that they would 
proceed with the matter, and had given out that they would suspend Hurst 
from membership, and that the effect of such action would be to break up 
plaintiff's business, and that Carhart had expressed his intention to cany 
through his proceedings before the Board of Managers. 

The motion came on to be heard at the Special Term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, before Hon. Miles Beach, on the 15th day of November, 1883, the 
defendant Exchange insisting on the right of the Board of Managers to pro- 
ceed with its investigation of the complaint made against Mr. Hurst without 
the interference of the Courts, where it appeared that the Board meant to pro- 
ceed in good faith upon the merits of the case and render such a decision as the 
facts justified. The affidavit of Mr. Herrick, submitted on behalf of the 
Exchange, contained an allegation that the Board had never declared that they 
would suspend Hurst from membership or debar him or anybody repi^senting 
him from the floor of the Exchange, or made any threat or declaration of what 
its judgment would be ; that no evidence had been taken under said complaint, 
and there was no intention on the part of the Board to do anything in the case 
except to investigate the complaint and decide the same impartially upon its 
merits; that Hurst agreed that his rights of admission to the rooms and of 
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membership of the Exchange should be conditional upon his conforming and 
being subject to and abiding by all the rules, regulations and by-laws; that the 
Board do not claim the right to decide any question of money damages, nor 
does it claim or has it ever exercised the power of depriving an expelled or sus- 
pended member of the value of his membership ; that the injunctions granted 
are calculated to work injury to the discipline of the Exchange and the control 
over its members in securing uniformity in commercial usages, and in requiring 
members to deal honestly and honorably with each other. The charter and by- 
laws were, on this motion, submitted to the Court for construction. 

After argument by Mr. John Chetwood, of counsel for plaintiff, in support 
of the motion, and William R. Foster, Jr., of counsel for the defendants, in 
opposition thereto, Judge Beach, on the 5th day of December, 1883, filed his 
decision, granting the motion for the injunction, on the ground, as stated in 
the opinion filed, that *' the complaint against plaintiff made by defendant 
** Carhart, read on the argument, charged acts inconsistent with just and 
** equitable principles of trade. This charge fails to give any information, 
** and would not be tolerated in a legal proceeding because there is an absence 
** of specific detail." " The steamship company and its agent exercised a 
** legal right in disclaiming liability rightly subjecting them to no animadver- 
** sion, and should not expose to either investigation or inquiry, save by the 
** ordinary methods of legal enforcement." '* The charge here filed with the 
** Complaint Committee is nothing but a conclusion, without specification of 
** facts." 

An appeal was taken to the General Term of the Court of Common Pleas, 
where a decision was rendered on the 30th day of June, 1884, afiirming the 
order made by Judge Beach, and on the ground as stated in the opinion of 
Chief Justice Daly, that ** the whole case shows very clearly that the reason 
" why the complaint was not entertained by the Complaint Committee and 
** referred to the Board of Managers was because Hurst would not allow his 
** principal's liability to be settled by arbitration in the Exchange;" ** it cer- 
** tainly would not be inconsistent with just and equitable principles of trade 
** for a man to bring an action in the Courts to enforce the performance of a 
* * contract upon which the other party insisted that he was not liable, nor for 
*' a party in good faith (and there is no pretense of a want of it in this case) to 
** refuse to perform a contract upon the ground that he was not liable; that by 
" the happening of a certain event he had been released from the contract;" 
" if the Complaint Committee and the Board of Managers could take from 
" them " (the members) ** this valuable right " (of membership) ** unless they 
** consented to settle by arbitration the question in difference, arising on the 
** contract, under the pretext that to refuse to do so was inconsistent with just 
** and equitable principles of trade, they might do the same in respect to any 
** and every contract, and no member of the Exchange could hold his place if 
** he did not settle by arbitration any question that might arise, under any of 
** his contracts, if a member should lodge a complaint against him for not 
** doing so." 
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From this decision an appeal was taken by the defendants Carhart and the 
Exchange to the Court of Appeals. The case was argued there on the 14th day 
of April, 1885, and on the 6th day of October, 1886, the orders of the Special 
and General Terms of the Court of Common Pleas were reversed and the 
injunction dissolved, thus sustaining the claim of the Produce Exchange that 
the Board of Managers may hear and determine any complaint properly 
brought before them, and that no Court ought to interfere by injunction. 



OPINION OF COURT OF APPEALS. 

Earl, J, — The sole question for our determination is whether under the 
charter and by-laws of the Produce Exchange the Board of Managers had 
jurisdiction of the complaint presented to the Complaint Conmiitteeby Carhart, 
and to proceed with a hearing and determination thereof. 

The Produce Exchange, under the name of the New York Commercial 
Association, was chartered by the act chapter 359 of the Laws of 1863, by 
section 2 of which it was provided that the property, affairs, business and con- 
cerns of the corporation ''shall be managed by a president, vice-president, 
"treasurer and twelve managers, who together shall constitute a Board of 
" Managers, to be elected annually at such time and place as may be provided 
"by the by-laws;" and section 4 gave the corporation power to admit new 
members and to expel any members in such manner as might be provided in 
the by-laws. By section 5 it was provided that "the Board of Managers shall 
" annually elect * * * * a committee to be known and styled the Arbitration 
"Committee * * * * It shall be the duty of said Arbitration Committee to 
"hear and decide any controversy which may arise between the members of 
"said Association or any person claiming by, through or under them, and as 
" may be voluntarily submitted to said Committee for arbitration, and such 
"members and persons may, by an instrument in writing signed by them 
((iK iK * * agree to submit to the decision of such committee any such contro- 
" versy." By the act chapter 30 of the Laws of 1868, the name was changed 
to The New York Produce Exchange, and by the Amendatory Act, chapter 26 
of the Laws of 1883, it was provided as follows : " The purpose of said cor- 
"poration shall be to provide and regulate a suitable room or rooms for a 
"produce exchange in the City of New York, to inculcate just and equitable 
"principles of trade, to establish and maintain uniformity in commercial 
"usages; to acquire, preserve and disseminate valuable business information, 
" to adjust controversies and misunderstandings between persons engaged in 
"business, and to make provision for the wives and families of deceased 
"members." By the by-laws eveiy person admitted to membership of the 
Exchange is required to sign an agreement to abide by the charter and by-laws 
and rules of the Exchange ; and they also provided that a Complaint Com- 
mittee, consisting of three members of the Board of Managers, shall be 
appointed. Section 32 of the by-laws is as follows: " Any member of the 
Produce Exchange who shall be accused of wilful violation of the charter or 
by-laws, or of fraudulent breach of contract, or of any proceeding inconsistent 
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with just and equitable principles of trade, or of other misconduct, shall, on 
complaint, be summoned before the Complaint Committee, when, if he desire, 
he shall be heard in his defense ; should the committee be unable to conciliate 
the disputants or induce them to arbitrate, and the circumstances seem to 
warrant, the complaint shall be referred to the Board of Managers, when both 
plaintiff and defendant shall have an opportunity to be heard again in person 
prior to final action in the case ; and if in the opinion of the Board the charge 
or charges against said defendant be substantiated it may, by a vote of not less 
than two-thirds of ail the members present, either censure, expel or suspend 
him from the Exchange." Section 33 provides that "all complaints which 
'* may be made against members of the Exchange shall be made in writing and 
"addressed to the Chairman of the Complaint Committee, who shall cause a, 
" copy thereof to be transmitted to the member against whom the complaint 
"shall have been entered previous to his being summoned to appear before 
"said committee, as provided for in section 32." 

It is clear that these by-laws are just and reasonable, and are fully author- 
ized by the charter. The complaint is required in the first instance to be 
made to the Complaint Committee. That committee is to try to conciliate the 
disputants, and if they fail in that they are to try to induce them to arbitrate ; 
and if they fail in that, and the circumstances are such as seem to warrant it, 
then they are to refer the complaint to the Board of Managers, and there both 
parties are to have an opportunity to be heard in person before final action. 
It is not denied here that the proceedings before the Complaint Committee, 
and, so far as they had progressed, before the Board of Managers, were regular 
in form. The complaint was regularly made and presented, and notice and 
opportunity to be heard were given to the plaintiff. But he claims that neither 
the Complaint Committee nor the Board of Managers had jurisdiction of the 
complaint. His contention is that the complaint against him was for a mere 
money claim, which was to be prosecuted in the regularly constituted tribunals 
of the country, and that actions were then pending against him which involved 
the questions of law and fact in dispute between him and Carhart. But a 
person may perform the very letter of his contract and respond to the full 
extent of the law and yet be guilty of proceedings inconsistent with just and 
equitable principles of trade, or of other misconduct. Here the charge, 
according to the plaintiff's own statement of it, was that he was guilty of pro- 
ceedings inconsistent with just and equitable principles of trade in refusing to 
pay the freight and inland charges upon the goods burned on the wharf while 
waiting to be shipped by the steamship Egypt, He bases his claim to exemp- 
tion from liability for the loss upon the terms contained in the bilk of lading 
issued by the steaihship company. Yet it is possible that his conduct was such 
as to be inconsistent with just and equitable principles of trade. Taking the 
statement as he makes it, therefore, the charge is not an absurd or inconceivable 
one. It was one which the Complaint Committee and the Board of Managers 
had the right to investigate. They might find the charge well founded, 
although there was no legal liability on the part of the plaintiff or the steam-

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ship company to respond in money. A good citizen does not always discharge 
his whole duty by filling the measure or standard which the law requires of 
him. One who will do no more may be a disagreeable associate, an unfair 
dealer^ a bad citizen, a dishonest man. He may exact no more than the pound 
of flesh precisely nominated in the letter of his bond, and yet be guilty of 
unfair dealing and gi'oss misconduct. 

But it matters not whether this Court or any Court is of the opinion that 
the complaint was well or ill founded. It may have been entirely trivial and 
causeless, but it was one which Carhart could make, and which the Coipplaint 
Committee and Board of Managers had the right to entertain and examine. 
It cannot be assumed that they would make an unjust, arbitrary or wrong de- 
cision. The presumption is that the Board of Managers, composed of impartial 
men, acquainted with business practices and the standards of commercial 
honor, would decide the question fairly and dismiss the complaint if it is 
made from improper motives and without sufficient cause. 

It is said that the plain purpose of this complaint was to force the plaintiff 
to arbitrate rather than to make his defense in the Courts. But no such pur- 
pose is disclosed in any of the papers. There was no right on the part of Car- 
hart or the Board of Managers to force an arbitration. Every arbitration 
under the Charter and By-Laws must be voluntarily entered into by the par- 
ties, and they cannot be disciplined or punished for refusing to arbitrate. It 
matters not what Carhart's motives were so long as the complaint was one of 
which the Board had jurisdiction. 

It cannot be taken as true, because it is specifically denied by the Presi- 
dent of the Produce Exchange that the Board of Managers had ever de- 
clared that they would suspend the plaintiff from membership or bar him or 
any one representing him from the floor of the Exchange, or that they had 
made any threat or declaration whatever as to what they would do or what 
their judgment would be. It does not appear and cannot be inferred from any 
of the facts, which we must take as established, that there is any intention on 
the part of the Board of Managers to do the plaintiff any wrong whatever. 
All they intended to do, and all they threatened to do, was to proceed and 
hear the complaint and decide it in an orderly way as provided by the By-Laws. 

The plaintiff did not object before the Complaint Committee or before the 
Board of Managers that he did not understand the scope of the complaint 
made against him, or that it was not sufficiently specific and definite. 

He assumed to understand it fully, and protested that it was of such a 
nature as not to confer jurisdiction upon the Committee. If he had appeared 
and objected that the complaint was so general and indefinite that he could 
not answer it or understand it, it would probably have been his right to have 
it made more specific. But he made no objection of that kind, and absolutely 
refused to appear. Under such circumstances it is entirely clear that the 
Board of Managers had jurisdiction, and that there was no right in any Court 
in advance of any action on their part violating any of plaintiff's rights to 
interfere (People ex rd. Thatcher v. New York Com. Ass., 18 Abb. Pr. R., 271 ; . 
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White V. Brownell, 4 Abb. Pr., N. S., 162; Blacksmith Society v, Vandyke, 2 
Whart., 309; Commonwealth v. Pike Society, 8 W. and S., 250; Hopkins v. 
Marquis of Exeter, L. R., 5 Eq., 63; Gardner v. Freemantle, 24 L. T., N. S., 
81; Lyttleton v. Blackburn, 33 L. T., N. S., 641; Dawkins v. Antrobus, L. R., 
17 Ch. Div., 615; Lambert v. Addison, 46 Law Times, 20 Ch. Div. ; People ex 
rd. Elliott V, N. Y. Cotton Exchange, 8 Hun, 216; Olery v. Brown, 61 How. 
Pr., 92; Lafond v. Deems, 81 N. Y., 507). 

If the Board of Managers should find the plaintiff guilty of the charge and 
proceed to ** censure, suspend or expel " him, he may then take action in the 
Courts to be restored to his rights in case the proceedings against him have 
been irregular or without jurisdiction. But so long as a proper charge is 
made and the Board of Managers are acting within their jurisdiction, regularly 
and in good faith, no Court ought to interfere. Under all the authorities in 
such a case interference by injunction is unauthorized and unjustifiable. 

The order appealed from should, therefore, be reversed, and the temporary 
injunction dissolved, with costs of appeal to the General Term and to this Court. 

Ruger, Ch, J., Miller and Andrews, JJ,, concur on the ground that upon 
the facts the remedy by injunction will not lie, as no violation of the plaintiff's 
right has happened, or may ever happen, and no injury thereto is threatened 
in such a sense as justifies a preventive remedy. 
Danfoeth, J,, reads for affirmance.

Chapter 359. — An Act to incorporate the *'New York Commercial Asso^ 

ciation," 

PASSED APRIL 19th, 1863, THREE-FIFTHS BEING PRESENT. 

The People of the State of New York^ represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Section 1. — The members of the Association known as the 
''New York Commercial Association," and all other persons, 
who may hereafter become associated with them under the pro- 
visions of this act, are hereby created a body corporate by the 
name of the " New York Commercial Association," with per- 
petual succession and power to use a common seal and alter the 
same at pleasure, to sue and be sued, to take and hold by grant, 
purchase, and devise, real and personal property, to an amount 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars, for the purposes 
of such Association, and to sell, convey, lease, and mortgage the 
same or any part thereof.

TBEASUREE. 

Sec. 25. — The Treasurer shall receive all sums due to Treasurer's 
the Exchange, and, under the direction of the Board of 
Managers, shall invest, deposit and disburse the same. 
He shall not pay out any of the funds of the Exchange 
unless authorized by the Board, and under the direction 
of the Finance Committee. All disbursements shall be 
made by checks signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the President. •He shall keep regular books 
of accounts, and carefully preserve all vouchers for the 
payment of money, and all bonds and securities of every 
kind belonging to this Association. He shall render a Monthly and 
monthly account at each regular meeting of the Board of ^^^ ^®" 
Managers, and an annual report to the Exchange at the 
annual meeting thereof, all of which reports shall be 
audited and approved by the Finance Committee before 
presentation. The funds, books, vouchers and securities 
in his hands shall at all times be under the supervision 
of the Board of Managers, and subject to its inspection 
and control. He shall have custody of the corporate Keeps seal, 
seal, and shall, with two sufficient sureties approved by 
the Board, execute a bond to the Exchange in a penal sum, 
to be fixed by the Board of Managers, for the faithful Bond, 
performance of his duties ; and at the expiration of his 
term of office shall transfer all funds, books, papers, and 
other property of the Exchange in his possession to his 
successor, and his compensation shall be fixed by the ^^JJ^®*^' 
Board of Managers. 

In case of absence or disabiUty of the Treasurer, the 
Board of Managers may authorize the Chairman or 
other member of the Finance Committee to act in his 
place. 
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SECRETARY. 

Sec. 26. — The Secretary shall keep a record of the- 
proceedings of the Board of Managers, and of all meetings^ 
of the members of the Exchange, and shall immediately 
post conspicuously upon the bulletins of the Exchange^ 
all reports from the Board of Inspectors of Election, and 
perform such other duties incident to his oflSce as the 
Board of Managers may require of him. In case of his. 
absence or disability, either body may appoint a Secretary 
pro tern, 

ARBITRATION COMMITTEE. 

Sec. 27. — As soon as practicable after its. organization,, 
the Board of Managers shall elect, by ballot, an Arbitra- 
tion Committee, which shall consist of live members of 
the Exchange, who shall not be members of the Board 
of Managers, and who shall hold office until the election 
of their successors. A majority of the whole Board shall 
be necessary to constitute a choice. The various branches- 
of business transacted on the Exchange shall, as far as- 
practicable, be represented in said Committee. 

Sec. 28. — As soon as practicable after the election of the 
Arbitration Committee, the members thereof shall organ- 
ize by the election of a chairman from among their own 
number. The Superintendent, either in person or by 
substitute, shall act as clerk of the Committee. Before 
entering upon the duties of their office, the members of 
the said Committee shall be required to take or subscribe 
to the following oath or affirmation, viz. : 

" You do severally swear that you respectively will faithfully and 
fairly hear and examine the matters in controversy which may come 
before you during your tenure in office, and to make a just award 
therein, according to the best of your understanding, so help you 
God." 

Sec. 29. — All persons who may desire the services of 
the Arbitration Committee shall file with the Superinten- 
dent of the Exchange an agreement in writing to submit 
their case to the Committee, and to be bound by its de- 
cision, which agreement shall be signed by the parties 
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thereto, and attested by a subscribing witness. On the 
filing of such agreement the Superintendent shall call a 
meeting of the Committee, to be held as soon thereafter 
as may be convenient to the parties concerned, to hear 
and decide such controversy. The Committee shall have 
power to adjourn the hearing of any case from time to 
time, as circumstances may require. All awards by said 
Committee shall be rendered in conformity with Sections 
5, 6, and 7 of the Charter. 

Sec. 30. — The proceedings of the Arbitration Commit- Proceedings, 
tee shall be recorded in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, in which shall be entered a summary of each con- 
troversy submitted for the decision of the Committee, the 
award made thereon, and the grounds for such award. 
Said book shall be the property of the Exchange, and 
subject to the inspection of its members on application to 
the Superintendent. 

Sec. 31. — Each member of the Arbitration Committee pees. 
who shall be present at the hearing of any case shall be 
entitled to a fee of five dollars for each sitting ; to be 
paid by the party against whom the decision shall be ren- 
dered, except in such cases as the Committee, at their dis- 
cretion, shall otherwise order. 

COMPLAINT COMMITTEE.

shall be accused of wilful violation of the Charter or By- complaint. 
Laws, or of fraudulent breach of contract, or of any pro- 
ceeding inconsistent with just and equitable principles 
of trade, or of other misconduct, shall, on complaint, be 
summoned before the Complaint Committee, when, if he 
desire, he shall be heard in his defense. Should the 
Committee be unable to conciliate the disputants, or in- 
duce them to arbitrate, and the circumstances seem to 
warrant, the complaint shall be referred to the Board of 
Managers, when both plaintiff and defendant shall have 
an opportunity to be heard again in person, prior to final 
action in the case ; and if, in the opinion of the Board, 
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the charge or charges against said defendant be substan- 
tiated, it may, by a vote of not less than two-thirds of all 
the members present, either censure, suspend or expel 
him from the Exchange. 

Sec. 33. — All complaints which may be made against 
members of the Exchange shall be made in writing, and 
addressed to the Chairman of the Complaint Committee, 
who shall cause a copy thereof to be transmitted to the 
member against whom the complaint shall have been en- 
tered, previous to his being summoned to appear before 
said Committee, as provided for in Section 32. 

Sec. 34. — Ten dollars shall be paid to the Committee by 
the complainant at the time of filing his complaint, which 
sum shall be equally divided among the members of the 
Committee who shall take part in the hearing. 

Sec. 35. — To re-elect an expelled member, it shall require 
the affirmative vote of three-fourths of all the members of 
the Board of Managers present and voting at the meeting 
at which the application shall be acted upon ; but a sus- 
pended member may be reinstated by a majority vote at 
any meeting of the Board of Managers. 



COMPLAINTS AGAINST AGENTS. 

Complaints Sec. 36. — Whenever it shall appear by answer of the 
i^enfs. party complained of, or otherwise, tliat in the matter to 
which the complaint relates he acted as agent for and solely 
in the interest of and on behalf of otlier party or parties, 
whether corporation, company, firm or individual, the 
Complaint Committee shall cause a copy of the complaint 
and answer to be served on the principal, with notice of 
the time of hearing the same, and such principal shall be 

^^cipaimay at liberty to appear, answer and defend in its or his own 
stituted. behalf. Service of notice and copy of complaint and 
answer as aforesaid may be made either personally or by 
mail. If made personally it shall be at least ten, and if 
by mail at least fifteen days previous to the hearing. If 
it shall satifactorily appear tliat tlie party complained of 
acted as agent in the matter to which the complaint re- 
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lates, and pursuant to his authority as such agent, and 
disclosed his principal at the time of the transaction from 
which the complaint arose, and without guilty knowledge 
or fraudulent intention, the Complaint Committee shall 
dismiss the complaint as against the agent, and if unable 
to induce a settlement in proper cases and the circum- 
stances seem to warrant, refer the matter to the Board of 
Managers. The Board of Managers shall give complain- 
ant and the said principal an opportunity to be heard 
again. They shall consider the evidence produced be- 
fore the Complaint Committee, and hear such other 
pertinent evidence as miay be offered, and if they shall 
deem the charges of the complaint proven, and the said Sj^cMkie 
principal properly responsible for the offense charged, 
they may, by a vote of not less than two-thirds of 
all their members present censure, suspend or expel 
him from the Exchange, and if such principal be sus- 
pended or expelled or be not a member of the Ex- 
change, the Board by such vote may prohibit said prin- 
cipal representation on the floor of the Exchange, and 
any member of the Exchange who shall, with knowledge 
of such prohibition, seek to represent or transact business 
for or on behalf of said principal after notice of such pro- 
hibition shall have been posted on the bulletin during five 
days, shall be deemed guilty of wilful violation of the By- 
Laws and subject to the penalties prescribed in Sec- 
tion 32. - 

SETTLEMENT OF TRADES BY OFFSET, WITH POWER OF 
SUBSTITUTION. 

Sec. 37. — In case any member of the Exchange, act- ,^^^^ j^^ 
ing as a commission merchant, shall have made purchases ^ ^^^s®^- 
or sales, by order and for account of another, whether 
the party for whom any such purchase or sale was made 
shall be a member of the Exchange or otherwise, and it 
shall subsequently appear that such trades tnay be offset 
and settled by other trades made by said commission mer- 
chant, he shall be deemed authorized to make such offset 
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and settlement, and to substitute some other person or 
persons for tlie one from or to whom he may have pur- 
chased or sold the property originally ; provided, that in 
cases of such substitution the member or firm making 
the same shall be held to guarantee to his or their princi- 
pal the ultimate fulfillment of all contracts made for 
account of such principal which have been so transferred, 
and shall be held liable to said principal for all damages 
or loss resulting from such substitution. 

SETTLEMENTS BY AND WITH MEMBERS WHO FAIL TO 
MEET THEIR CONTRACTS. 
Sec. 38. — It shall be the duty of any member failing 
to meet his contracts with or to any other member of this 
Exchange, to immediately notify the President in writ- 
ing of such failure, and the President shall thereupon 
cause the following notice to be posted on the official 
bulletin. 

NOTICE. 
Members of this Exchange are hereby notified of the inability 

of to meet his (or their) Mercantile 

obligations. All contracts with him (or them) must therefore be 
closed as provided in Section 40 of the By-Laws. 

Sec. 39. — In case any member so failing shall not 
notify the President, as thus provided, it shall be the 
duty of the Complaint Committee, upon satisfactory 
proof of such failure being made to them, to notify the 
President in writing, and the President shall thereupon 
immediately call a meeting of the Board of Managers, 
who shall proceed to investigate the case in the same 
manner as provided in cases of Complaints in Sec. 32 of 
these By-Laws. In case of satisfactory proof of failure, 
the President shall be instructed by the Board of Man- 
agers to post the same notice as proWded in Sec. 38 ; and 
such member may be suspended or expelled at this or 
any subsequent meeting of the Board of Managers, by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members present. 

Sec. 40. — Outstanding contracts between members so 
failing and other members of the Exchange, in case 
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Avhere official notice of failure has been given, shall be

In case any such contract shall not' be so closed at 
public call the Finance Committee shall settle the same 
4it the average price of all the calls of the said two busi- 
ness days. 

No contract shall hereby be extended beyond its matu- 
rity. Members so closing contracts at public call must 
^ive notice to the member so failing the day the con- 
tract is closed. 

In case the party to a contract for the fulfillment of 
which margin has been deposited with the Superintend- 
•ent, shall die, make an assignment or otherwise become 
•disabled, or refuse to perform any act necessary for the 
proper adjustment or pajment of such margin, the 
Finance Committee shall ascertain the amount due, and 
the person or persons to whom such margin should be 
paid, and shall direct the Superintendent to procure from 
the designated depositories duplicate certificates of de- 
posit as made to the parties in default, and shall then 
instruct the Superintendent to indorse the same for pay- 
ment to the person or persons entitled thereto. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE.

2. The members of the Floor Committee and of the 
Board of Trustees of the Gratuity Fund shall, together,, 
constitute the Committee on Admissions. All applica- 
tions for membership to the Exchange shall be referred 
to them, and they shall report on the same to the Board 
of Managers for their action.

He shall have charge of the 
Exchange building, and all other buildings and rooms 
which are or may hereafter be occupied by the Exchange, 
and shall cause them to be supplied with the necessary 
stationery, and to be properly heated, cleaned, ventilated 
and kept in order and repair. He shall have charge of 
the bulletins of the Exchange, and shall cause all informa- 
tion, statistics and notices pertaining to the business of the 
Exchange to be posted thereon in a correct, neat and or- 
derly manner. He shall, with the advice and consent of 
the Board of Managers, appoint such assistants as he may 
deem requisite and necessary to aid him in the perform- 
ance of his duties; and, with a view to the greatest econ- 
omy consistent with efficient service, shall organize them 
in separate departments, for the proper working of each 
and all of which he shall be held responsible. He shall 
report fully in writing to the Board of Managers at each 
regular meeting thereof, and shall perform such other du- 
ties incident to his office as may, from time to time, be re- 
quired of him by the Board. 

MEETINGS OF THE EXCHANGE. 

Sec. 48. — The Annual Meeting of the members of the

action of such other business connected with the affairs of 
the corporation as may be presented for consideration. 

Sec. 49. — The President may, and, upon the written re- 
quest of a majority of the Board of Managers or seventy- 
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five members of the Exchange shall, call special meetings 
of the members of the Exchange for the transaction of 
business directly connected with the affairs of the corpo- 
ration, of which at least twenty-four hours' notice shall be 
given by the President. Such notice shall state expHcitly 
the object of such meeting, and at such meeting such busi- 
ness only shall be transacted as shall have been mentioned 
in the call. Meetings for other important purposes may 
be called by the President upon the written request of a 
majority of the Board of Managers, similar notice being 
given and observed. The Board of Managers may, in 
their discretion, upon like notice, submit to the members 
for their approval by ballot, any question directly con- 
nected with the affairs of the Corporation, not otherwise 
provided for in these By-Laws, and a naajority of the 
votes cast shall determine such question. 

Sec. 50. — The President may, and at the request of the 
Committee of any Trade, or upon a petition satisfactory 
t9 the President shall, call meetings of any of the several 
branches of Trade represented on the Exchange, to con- t™|J^ ^^^ 
sider matters directly connected with the affairs of that 
Trade. Such meetings shall be called at not less than 
twenty-four hours' notice, setting forth the specific object 
of the meeting, and in case it is proposed to adopt any 
i;iew rule or modify any existing rule, not less than forty- 
eight hours' notice shall be given of such meeting, stating 
the purport of the proposed new rule or amendment. 
These meetings shall be called to order in the same man- 
ner as provided for other meetings of the Exchange, but 
the meeting may be organized by the appointment of 
one of its members as Chairman, who shall certify to the 
record of its proceedings. 

Sec. 51. — At all meetings of the members of the Ex- 
change called under sections 48 and 49, seventy-five mem- 
bers present shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business, and at all meetings called under section 50 the . 
quormn shall consist of such number of members as shall Quorum, 
be prescribed by the rules governing the respective 
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branches of trade ; but in either case a less number than 
the prescribed quorum shall have power to adjourn to a 
future time, which time shall be stated. 

EXCHANGE OPEN. 

Roomg, when Seo. 52. — The Exchange shall be open for business daily, 
except Sundays and legal holidays, during such hours, and 
under such rules as the Board of Managers may establish ; 
but the Exchange may be closed for one day at any time, 
when the Board of Managers shall direct a vote of the 
members to be taken thereon by ballot, of which at least 
twenty-four hours' notice shall be given by the President, 
provided two-thirds of all the votes cast shall be in favor 
of such closing. 

NOTICES. 

Notices, how Sec. 53. — Noticcs of meetings of the Exchange, and of 
all other matters intended for the information of members, 
shall be given by posting the same conspicuously on the 
bulletin boards of the Exchange ; and no notices shall be 
posted upon the Exchange except such as relate to the af- 
fairs of the Association, unless by consent of the Floor 
Committee. 

VISITORS. 

Visitors, how Sec. 54. — No pcrsou except members shall be admitted 
on the floor of the Exchange for purposes of business. 
Members, however, may introduce their friends, as visit- 
ors, by entering their respective names in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, and may obtain for such visitors a 
card of admission for seven consecutive days in each cur- 
rent year. This privilege shall not be extended, except 
with consent of the Floor Committee ; and should any 
person so introduced violate the rules of the Exchange by 
the transacting of business, the member introducing such 

Penalties for P^rson shall bccome liable to pay a fine of not less than 
RiUe^*^ twenty-five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, for each 
offense, at the discretion of the Board of. Managers, and 
be subject to the same penalty for non-payment as pro- 
vided jfor in Section 21.

PROHIBITED APPROPRIATIONS, 

Sec. 56. — There shall be no appropriation of money 
voted, either by the Board of Managers or by the Ex- Prohibited 
change, except for strictly legitimate business of the tions.

PROVISION FOR THE FAMILIES OF DECEASED MEMBERS 

Sec. 57. — S 1. Every present member of the New subsoribingr

York Produce Jbxchange may, within sixty days after the 
adoption of this By-Law, and every future member shall, 
subscribe to the plan for providing for the families of 
members, as hereinafter set forth. 

Upon the death of any subscribing member there shall 
be assessed against each subscribing membership the Aggessment. 
sum of three dollars, which shall thereupon become due 
to the New York Produce Exchange, and shall be a lien 
on such membership. 

The sum so assessed shall be paid within thirty days, 
and any member who shall neglect or refuse to pay the penalty for 
same, after notice thereof, shall be subject to the same mentf*^ 
penalties as are provided in the case of non-payment of 
the annual assessment. 

§ 2. After proof of death of any subscribing member 
there shall be paid out of the money collected the sum 
of two thousand dollars, or such proportionate part 
thereof as the subscribing memberships at the time of 
such death shall bear to the full number of memberships 
of the Exchange, if such death shall have occurred within 
one year after the adoption of this By-Law : 

Three thousand dollars, if after one year, and within 
the second year. 
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Four thousand dollars, if after two years, and within 
the third year. 

Five thousand dollars, if after three years, and within 
the fourth year. 

Six thousand dollars, if after four years, and within 
the fifth year. 

Seven thousand dollars, if after five years, and within 
the sixth year. 

Eight thousand dollars, if after six years, and within 
the seventh year. 

Nine thousand dollars, if after seven years, and within 
the eighth year. 

And thereafter ten thousand dollars. 

Which money, or such proportionate part thereof as 
the subscribing memberships bear to the full number of 
memberships of the Exchange, shall be paid to the per- 
sons hereinafter designated, free from all debts, charges, 
or demands whatsoever. 

Nothing herein contained shall be taken or construed 
as a liability of the Exchange, or its members, for the 
payment of any sum whatever ; the liability of each mem- 
ber, at law or in equity, being limited to the payment of 
three dollars only on the death of any other member, 
and the liability of the Exchange being limited to the 
payment of such sums as above prescribed or such part 
thereof as may be collected, after it shall have been col- 
lected from the members. 

§ 3. Should a member die leaving a widow but no

Should the member die leaving a widow and children, 
then one-half shall be paid to the widow for her own 
separate use, and one-half to his children, or if he leave 
children and no widow, then the whole sum shall be paid 
to the children for their use, share and shai-e alike ; pro- 
vided that the share of minor children shall be paid to 
their guardian, and that the issue of any deceased child 
shall be entitled to receive the share which such child 
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would have received if living ; if of age directly, or if 
minors, through his, her, or their guardian or guardians. 

Should the member die leaving neither widow nor 
children, then the whole sum shall be paid to the next of 
kin of the deceased, within the limit of representation 
prescribed by the Statutes of the State of New York ; 
and if there be none such, then the same shall be applied 
in such manner and to such purposes as may be prescribed 
in the Rules of the New York Produce Exchange. 

In all cases a certified copy of the proceedings before a Authority 
Surrogate or Judge of Probate shall be accepted as proof 
of the rights of the claimants, and be deemed ample au- 
tliority to the New York Produce Exchange to pay over 
the money, and such payment shall release the Exchange 
forever from all further claim or liabihty. 

§4. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
constituting any estate in esse which can be mortgaged or 
pledged for the payment of any debts ; but it shall be 
construed as the solemn agreement of every subscribing 
member of the New York Produce Exchange to make a 
gift to the family of each deceased member, and of the 
Exchange to collect and pay over to such family the said 
gift. 

§ 5. The management and distribution of the Gratuity Trustees of 
Fund, and the execution of the provisions of this By-Law, rlmd.^**'"*^ 
shall be under the charge of a Board of Trustees, to be ' 
known as " the Trustees of the Gratuity Fund," and to 
consist of the President and Treasurer of the Exchange, 
and of three other Trustees, who shall be elected by the 
subscribing members at a time to be designated by the 
Board of Managers, and who shall hold office for the 
terms of one, two, and three years respectively, or until 
their respective successors are elected. Such election 
shall be by ballot, and each ballot shall designate the term, 
whether of one, two or three years, during which it is in- 
tended that each candidate shall serve. After such first 
election there shall be elected annually one Trustee for a 
term of three years. 
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In case of any vacancy occurring, the Board of Trustees 
of the Gratuity Fund shall fill the same until the next an- 
nual election ; but if they shall fail to fill such vacancy 
within thirty days the same shall be filled by the Board of 
Managers. 

After the Exchange shall be free from debt, if there 
shall be any surplus revenue not used or needed for other 
proper purposes of the Exchange, a part thereof which shall 
bear the proportion to the entire surplus revenue which 
the members subscribing to the Gratuity Fund bear to all 
members of the Exchange, shall be paid annually into the 
Gratuity Fund. 

It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Gratuity 
Fund to keep securely invested, in accordance with the 
laws of the State of New York regulating Trust Funds, 
all moneys paid to them for the Fund, together with the 
annual interest and accretions arising from the same. 

Instruments affecting the invested assets of the Gra- 
tuity Fund shall be executed by direction of the Board of 
Managers in the name of the Exchange, by the President 
of the Exchange and the Chairman of the Gratuity Fund, 
upon recommendation of the Trustees of the Gratuity 
Fund, and not otherwise. 

They shall have power to choose their own Chairman, 
and, subject to the approval of the Board of Managere, 
to make such rules as may be needful, and they shall 
make a full report of all interests in their care annuaUy 
to the Board of Managers. 

Whenever the number of deaths of subscribing mem- 
bers shall exceed fifty in any one year, it shall be the duty 
of the Trustees of the Gratuity Fund to pay out of the 
Fund such sums as may be requisite to limit the total pay- 
ments of each membership under this By-Law, to one 
hundred and fifty doUare in any one year ; provided, how- 
ever, that should the fund be exhausted, the liability of 
each membership to make payments on account of assess- 
ments in excess of one hundred and fifty dollars in any 
one year shall not thereby be impaired. 
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The Trustees of the Gratuity Fund may impose such 
conditions for the future admission of non^ubscribing 
members to the benefits of said Fund as they may deter- 
mine to be for the best interests of the Exchange. 

§ 6. The niembership of a deceased or expelled sub- 
scribing member, from the date of his death or expulsion 
until transferred on the books of the Exchange shall be 
subject to the same assessments as the memberships of the 
surviving subscribing members during that period. 

The interest of a member, and in case of his death all when the in- 
claims of his widow, children, or next of kin, shall cease member * 



upon the transfer of his membership on the books of the 
Exchange, or upon his expulsion from the Exchange. 
The interest of a member and the claims of his family 
shall, however, not be affected by or during his suspen- 
sion. 

When the Gratuity Fund shall amount to such sum 
that the undivided interest of each subscribing member- 
ship shall be five hundred dollars, the further increase of 
said Fund shall be applied to the reduction of assess- 
ments. 

AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS. 

Sec. 58. — These By-Laws shall not be altered nor Amendments 
amended, unless the proposed alteration or amendment ^ ^ ^* 
has been approved by a vote of two-thirds of the Board 
of Managers, and ratified by a majority vote of members 
voting by ballot, at an election held for the purpose, of 
which ten days' notice shall have been given, stating spe- 
cifically the alteration or amendment proposed. 

Sec. 59. — All laws heretofore in existence which may be Repeal of 
in conflict with the foregoing shall be considered null and ^™^' ^ " 
of no effect.

OF 

THE GRATUITY SYSTEM. 



Adopted by the Trustees op the Gratuity System July 14, 1883, aot) 
Approved by the Board of Managers July 17, 1883. 



Bule 1. — A record of the proceedings shall be kept by the 
Secretary, and the minutes shall be approved by the Trustees. 

Rule 2. — Regular meetings of tlie Trustees shall be held on the 
second Wednesday in each month, at three o'clock P. M., but 
special meetings may be called by the Chairman, or upon the re- 
quest of two Trustees. Three members shall constitute a quorum. 

Rule 3. — A. clerk to the Trustees shall be appointed, at a salary 
to be fixed by them, the term of oflice to be at their pleasure, 
said clerk to have charge of the books of the Trustees and attend 
to the collection of all assessments, and he shall give a satisfactory 
bond in the sum of $10,000 for the faithful performance of his 
duties. The Clerk to be under the supervision of the Trustees. 

Rule 4. — All money collected shall be deposited daily by the 
Clerk in the bank or trust company designated by the Trustees, 
to the credit of the Gratuity Fund of the New York Produce 
Exchange, and each deposit shall be initialed by the Treasurer 
of the Exchange. 

Rule 5. — Checks upon the designated depository of the Gra- 
tuity Fund shall be signed by the Treasurer of the Exchange, the 
Secretary of the Trustees, and countersigned by the Chairman of 
the Trustees, upon a requisition signed by not less than three of 
the Trustees. 
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Iiule6, — Payments shall be due and payable on the second 
Wednesday of each month. 

Rule 7. — Investments only shall be made in accordance with 
the approval of four of the Trustees. 

Jiule 8. — Whenever any doubt exists in the mind of any 
Trustee as to the legality of any proposed action, counsel shall 
be consulted. 

Bute 9. — Upon the death of any subscriber to the Gratuity 
System notice shall be posted upon a bulletin board of the Ex- 
change, signed by the Secretary of the Trustees, that the assess- 
ment of $3.00 is due from each subscribing member, and on the 
first of each month a printed notice shall be sent to all delin- 
quents, in accordance with Section 57 of the By-Laws. 

liule 10. — In the.event of the absence of the Chairman of the 
Trustees, the President of the Exchange shall act as Chairman; 
and in case of the absence of the Treasurer or Secretary, the 
Trustees may elect one of their number to fill their place ^ro te7n.

RULE ONE. 



The annual assessment on the members of the Exchange shall 
be due and payable at the Treasurer's desk on the first day of 
May in each year. Members must show their tickets on enter- 
ing, when so required. 

RULE TWO. 

The rooms shall be opened at nine o'clock A. M., and closed at 
four o'clock P. M., except on Saturdays, when the hour of closing 
shall be three o'clock P. M. All communication with persons on 
the floors of the Exchange during these hours must be made 
through the Messengers of the Exchange, and should be in writ- 
ing when practicable. 

RULE THREE. 

The tops of the Grain and Provision Tables shall be free, and 
may be occupied by those first in attendance ; but no person or 
firm can claim the right to occupy in the front line more than 
the space over one sample drawer, to the exclusion of the other 
members. Flour Stands and Grain and Provision Drawers may 
be rented on application to the Superintendent. 
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KULE FOUR. 

The Exchange Rooms are designed exclusively for private 
transactions, and all loud or boisterous conversation is prohibited. 
The throwing of dough, com, or other articles is strictly for- 
bidden, and any member who shall practice the same shall be 
deemed guilty of misconduct, as set forth in Section 32 of the 
By-Laws governing the Produce Exchange, and shall be liable to 
the penalties therein set forth. Smoking in any of the rooms of 
the Exchange before the hour of 2.15 P. M. is strictly prohibited, 
under a penalty of fifty cents for each offense. Any member 
going out of the windows of the Exchange on the cornices shall 
be considered guilty of misconduct and will be liable to a fine of 
one dollar. All fines, when collected, shall be paid to the Com- 
mittee on Charities. 

RULE FIVE. 

Any stranger visiting the Exchange must be introduced by a 
member, who shall register his name in a book provided for that 
purpose. Such visitor shall receive a card of admission for seven 
consecutive days during one year, which can be renewed only at 
the discretion of the Floor Committee. Should any person so in- 
troduced violate the Rules of the Exchange by the transaction of 
business on the floor, the member introducing such visitor shall 
become liable to pay a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offense, at the discretion of 
the Board of Managers, and be subject to the same penalty for 
non-payment as provided for assessments in Section 21 of the 
By-Laws. 

RULE SIX. 

Any member who shall be incapacited for attending to his 
business in consequence of illness, or who shall be temporarily 
absent from the city, may, on the approval of the Floor Commit- 
tee, be represented on 'Change during the time of such illness, or 
of such temporary absence from the city, by some one person 
whom he shall designate for that purpose, and for whose acts he 
shall be responsible. 
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Such substitute shall receive a pass for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, which pass may be renewed by the Floor Committee 
in their discretion. Until such pass is returned and cancelled, 
the member himself shall not be admitted to the Exchange. 

KULE SEVEN. 

The courtesies of the Exchange shall be extended to duly ac- 
credited representatives of the press, to report markets ; but they 
shall not be allowed to transact any other business. 

BULE EIGHT. 

The name of any member who may be suspended by the Board 
of Managers shall be posted on the bulletins of the Exchange 
during the tenn of such suspension, and the name of any mem- 
ber who may be expelled shall be likewise posted for thirty days 
from the date of such expulsion. Notice of the proposed re- 
instatement of any member suspended for other cause than the 
non-payment of Gratuity Fund Assessment, shall be posted in 
like manner during ten days before action by the Board. 

RULE NINE. 

No member who has failed to meet his contracts shall, while 
posted therefor, be admitted to the floor of the Exchange during 
business hours, except with the express consent of the Board of 
Managers, and during their pleasure. 

RULE TEN. 

The daily session of the Grain, Lard and Provision Trades of 
the Exchange shall be from 10:30 o'clock A. M. to 2:15 o'clock 
P. M., and an afternoon session from 3 o'clock P. M. to 3:30 
o'clock P. M., except on Saturday, when no afternoon session 
shall be held, of which the following notice shall be given : 

A bell shall be rung at 10:30 o'clock A. M., to announce the 
time for opening business ; this bell shall be ning as a warning at 
2 o'clock P. M., and again at 2:15 o'clock P. M., to announce the 
time for closing the daily session. 

A bell shall be rung at 3 o'clock P. M., to announce the time 
for opening business in tlie afternoon ; this bell shall be rung as 
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a warning at 3:25 o'clock P. M., and again at 3:30 o'clock P. M., 
to announce the time for closing business. 



The Floor Committee of the New York Produce Exchange 
are hereby authorized and directed to enforce the foregoing 
Eules. 



BULE 

Adopted by the Board of Managers^ providing for the Re-issue 
of lost Certificates of Membership. 

In case of loss of any certificate, and of any claim that a new 
certificate be issued in place thereof, the claimant shall make an 
aflSidavit stating the fact of such loss. He shall cause an adver- 
tisement to be pubhshed daily for a fortnight in two newspapers 
in the city of New York, as prescribed in this rule, describing the 
lost certificate, and notifying all persons in interest to show cause, 
within three weeks after the last appearance of the advertisement, 
why a new certificate should not be issued in place of the lost one. 
The same notice shall be posted on the bulletin-boards of the Ex- 
change for six consecutive weeks. He shall give such bond to the 
Exchange, with sureties, as shall be approved by the Managers, 
for the purpose of indemnifying the Exchange from all damage 
the Exchange may pay or sustain in consequence of the issuing 
of such new certificate. Upon compliance with these conditions 
(if no good reason shall exist why the same should not be done) 
the Managers shall cause a certificate to be issued and deUvered 
to such claimant, if he shall appear to be entitled to the same, in 
place of the certificate so lost. The newspapers referred to in 
this rule to be the " Journal of Commerce " and "Daily Bulr 
letin:'

IielatiA)e to Closing the Ecchange on days other than Sundays 
and Legal Holidays^ Adopted hy the Board of Managers

The question of closing the Exchange on days other than Sun- 
days and legal holidays shall be submitted to a vote of the mem- 
bers by ballot in the manner provided in Section 49 of the By- 
Laws upon the request of at least three hundred members, if in 
the opinion of the Board of Managers no good reason appears to 
the contrary.

Prohibiting transfer of Certificate of Membership during pend- 
ency of a complaint against transferer^ adopted by the Board 
of Managers^ August 2, 1883.

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RULES 

Regulating the Provision Trade 

AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 

• NEW YORK PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 



Adopted December 21, 1875, and January 20, 1876, and Amended 

October 4, 1877, May 5, 1881, and December, 14, 1882, 

March 6 and April 10, 1884, and June 24, 1886. 



{See also " General Rules regulating Lard and Provision 
Dealings among Members of the New York Prod- 
uce Exchange^'^ page 164.) 

Rule 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Committee on Provisions five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of 
the Provision Trade. To this Conamittee all cases of complaint 
against Inspectors shall be referred, and also any question or dis- 
pute in regard to the general good order of Pork and Beef 
between the Inspector and owner, or as to the inspection, condi- 
tion, quality, standard and weight of meats, including Pork and 
Beef in barrels or tierces. A majority of the Committee shall 
constitute a quorum; but the Committee shall fill temporary 
vacancies, if requested by either party, by some person or persons 
representing the same interest as the absent member or members, 
and a decision of a majority present at any hearing shall be final 
and binding. They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and 
a fee of fifteen dollars shall be paid to the Committee for each 
reference case heard by them, to be paid by the party adjudged 
to be in fault, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee. 
Inspection of Beef and Pork. 

Rule 2. — No certificate of inspection or warehouse receipt for 
barrel or tierce Beef or Pork shall be recognized as valid unless 
it is signed by an Inspector licensed by the Board of Managers of 
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the New York Produce Exchange as an " Inspector of Beef and 
Pork, and Warehouseman." Sueh ^Inspectors shall only be 
licensed upon written apphcation (endorsed by not less than five 
regular dealers in Beef and Pork, either on commission or on 
their own account, members of the Exchange), stating the location 
of their place of business, which must be within the harbor of 
New York, or the cities connected therewith. 

Licenses may be given to firms or to individuals, members of 
the Exchange, but at least one member of the firm must be a 
practical and competent Inspector. 

Rule 3. — The Inspector must store all Beef and Pork \i%ich 
shall be transferred from one party to another, while in his cus- 
tody, at not exceeding six (6) cents per month per barrel, or the 
equivalent for tierces, free of charge for labor. The Inspector 
may charge a reasonable price for breaking down, retiering, open- 
ing, weighing, reheading or showing on the order of the owner. 

The Inspection Yards shall be so located that Beef and Pork, 
in lots of 100 barrels or more, may be delivered by lighters to 
any place in the harbor at customary rates (without expense of 
cartage to lighter). 

The Inspector shall guarantee that the rate of insurance on his 
buildings and contents shall not exceed first-class rates on ware- 
houses in good insurance companies. He shall also guarantee the 
general good order of Beef (reserving decision on any special lot) 
repacked before May 1st, until that date. If delivered prior to 
May 1st, the guarantee ends with date of delivery. No guaran- 
tee follows Beef repacked after said date. The Inspector shall 
not be accountable for variations from standard weights beyond 
date of repacking. If Beef is held after May 1st, all expenses 
necessary for the proper protection of same will be an extra 
charge to the owner. 

The general good order of Mess Pork of the season's packing 
is guaranteed until November 1st. On other quaUties the guar- 
antee ceases July 1st. If delivered prior to above dates, the 
guarantee ends with date of delivery. Limitations as to weight 
same as on Beef. 
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Inspection of Meats. 

Bulb 4. — ^No certificate of cured meats, other than barrel or 
tierce Beef and Pork, shall be recognized as valid, unless it is 
signed by an Inspector licensed by the Board of Managers of the 
New York Produce Exchange, as an " Inspector of Meats." 

Such Inspector shall only be licensed upon written application, 
endorsed by not less than five (5) regular dealers in cured meats, 
either on commiission or on their own account, members of the 
Exchange. 

Inspectors may sign a firm name, but the certificate must be 
signed by a licensed Inspector, though the meat may have been 
inspected by an assistant under his direction, the Inspector sign- 
ing to be accountable to the same extent as if actually inspected 
by himself. 

Rule 5. — All Pork sold by the barrel must, unless otherwise 
stipulated, weigh out to average not less than 200 lbs. ; if short 
in weight, an allowance must be made by seller; but this 
shall not apply to Mess Pork sold on contract, which must be 
weighed in 200 lbs. at time of inspection, without guarantee 
against shrinkage. 

In weighing Pork, it shall be free from salt, and an allowance 
shall be made of one per cent, for pickle. 

Mess Pork for delivery on contract must, unless otherwise 
stipulated, have been inspected in accordance with the Eules of 
the New York Produce Exchange. 

Each warehouse receipt must be for 250 bbls. at one place, and 
the Pork must have a distinguishing Inspector's mark (as a lot) 
in addition to the packer's brand, which mark must be noted in 
said receipt. 

Mess Pork sold on contract shall be payable cash on delivery 
of a warehouse receipt, signed by an Inspector and Warehouse- 
man, duly licensed by the Exchange. 

Rule 6. — On Pork Contracts three (3) days' written notice 
shall be given, exclusive of any day on which this Exchange 
shall not hold a business session, in the form of a Transferable 
Order. This order shall be transferred within thirty minutes of 
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its receipt until four o'clock of the day of its issue (except Satur- 
days, when transfers shall cease at two o'clock P. M.), and from 
ten o'clock A. M. till noon of the following business day. Every 
person receiving it shall endorse upon it the time at which he 
received it.

Babbeled Pork. 

Rule 7. — Mess Pork shall be cut and packed from sides of 
well-fatted Hogs, in strips ; the Hog to be first split through the 
backbone ; or, if split on one side, then an equal proportion of 
hard and soft sides, as they are termed, must be packed, properly 
flanked and not back-strapped. One hundred and ninety pounds 
of green meat, numbering not over sixteen pieces, including the 
regular proportion of Flank and Shoulder cuts, four layers- 
placed on edge without excessive crowding or bruising, must be 
packed into each Barrel, with not less than forty pounds of good 
foreign, or forty-five pounds of good domestic coarse salt, and 
filled up full with good clear brine as strong as salt will make it \ 
the Pork to be cut reasonably uniform in width. The packer's- 
name and location, the date of packing, and the number of pieces 
in each barrel must be branded on the head with a metallic 
brand, marking-iron or stencil brand, at the time of packing. 

Clear Pork, from sides of extra heavy, well-fatted Hogs, cut, 
selected and packed in the same manner as Mess Pork ; the back- 
bone and half the rib next the backbone to be taken out. 

Extra Clear Pork, same as " Clear," except that all the rib and 
backbone must be taken out. 

Mess Ordinary, or Thin Mess, from Hogs reasonably well 
fatted, too light for Mess Pork, cut, selected and packed in the 
same manner as Mess, and the same requirements as to weighty 
&c., &c. ; the number of pieces to the barrel not to exceed 
twenty-two. 

Prime Mess Pork shall be made of the Shoulders and Sides- 
of nice, smooth, fat Hogs, weighing from 100 to 175 lbs. net, 
regularly cut into square pieces, as near four pounds each as pos- 
sible ; the shank to be cut off close to the breast. 

One hundred and ninety (190) pounds of Green Meat in the 
proportion of twenty (20) pieces of Shoulder cuts to thirty (30) 
pieces of Side cats, shall be properly packed in each barrel, 
with not less than twenty (20) pounds of coarse salt, and barrel 
filled with brine of full strength ; or, twenty (20) pounds of coarse 
salt ; and in addition thereto, fifteen (15) pounds of salt, and bar- 
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rel filled with water. There shall also be put into each barrel 
twelve (12) ounces of saltpetre. Barrels shall not be required to 
be iron-hooped, unless so stipulated at the time of sale. 

Extra Prime Pork shall be made from heavy, untrimmed 
shoulders, cut into three pieces, the leg to be cut off close to the 
breast ; to be packed two hundred pounds of green meat into each 
barrel, with the same quantity and quality of salt as Mess Pork. 

Kumps shall be trimmed with only enough taken off to make 
them neat and smooth, the tails cut off close ; each barrel to con- 
tain two hundred pounds of green meat, packed with the same 
quantity and quality of salt as Mess Pork, and the number of 
pieces to be similarly branded on each barrel at the time of pack- 

Cured Meats. 

KuLE 8. — Where sales of Meats are made without other speci- 
fication, it shall be considered that the sales contei^plate mer- 
chantable Meats fully cured. 

In case of inspection for soundness, weight or quality, five (5) 
per cent, of the number of packages shall be inspected, and, if 
either party desire a further test, an additional number of pack- 
ages, not exceeding five (5) per cent., may be inspected at the ex- 
pense of the party requesting it, who must give immediate notice 
of such request, and the average shall be made on the whole 
amount tested. 

No lot of Meats shall be considered suitable for delivery on 
contract if twenty (20) per cent, of it is unmerchantable ; but this 
shall not apply to Dry Salted Meat in boxes, which shall not be 
considered suitable for delivery if ten (10) per cent, of the lot be 
unmerchantable. If less than ten (10) per cent, be immerchant- 
able the buyer may demand inspection of the whole lot at his ex- 
pense ; and if ten (10) per cent, or over, but less than twenty (20) 
per cent, prove unmerchantable, the seller may require inspection 
of the whole lot at his expense. 

On contracts for delivery of Meats, three (3) d^ys' written no- 
tice shall be given, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays, and 
not less than one hundred (100) packages shall be delivered at one 
time and in one place, except to complete a contract. 
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On all packages of Meats sold on contract, there must be 
marked with brand or stencil plate, the packer's name and loca- 
tion, the number of pieces and the weight. 

Description of Meats. 

Rule 9. — Hams shall be cut short, well rounded at the butt, 
properly faced, and the shank cut off just above the hock joint. 

Rough Sides must be made by splitting the Hog through the 
backbone ; or if split on one side of the backbone, an equal pro- 
portion of hard and soft sides, as they are termed, must be deliv- 
ered on sales, to make them " Standard." 

Short Clear Sides : Backbone, breastbone and ribs all taken 
out, and henchbone sawed down smooth and even with the face 
of the side ; feather of the bladebone not to be taken out ; edges 
to be left smooth ; sides not to be back-strapped or flanked. 

Short or Clear Rib Middles : Backbone taken out ; henchbone 
sawed do>vn even with the face of the side ; feather of bladebone 
not to be taken out ; edges to be left smooth ; sides not to be back- 
strapped or flanked. 

Cumberland Cut : a part of the neck, and all the shoulder and 
side left together in one piece ; leg cut off below the knee joint ; 
shoulder, ribs, and neckbone taken out ; henchbone sawed down 
even with the face of side, edges to be left smooth, and not to be 
back-strapped or flanked ; both ends to be properly trimmed. 

Long Rib Middles shall be cut same as Cumberland Cut, ex- 
cept that all shoulder bones must be taken out, and leg cut off 
close to the brisket. 

Long Clear Middles shall be cut same as Long Ribs, except 
that all side ribs and breastbone must be taken out. 

Shoulders shall be cut as near through between the second and 
third ribs, and as close to the back part of the forearm joint as 
possible ; butted off square on top ; neckbone and short ribs taken 
out ; blood vein lifted and cut out ; breast flap to be trimmed off, 
and foot to be cut off above the knee joint. 

Pickled Hams and Shoulders shall be sized when packed, and 
the green weights and date of packing shall also be marked on 
each package. 
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English Meats ; the pieces shall be classified, and the light, me- 
dium and heavy -packed ^parately, as nearly as practicable, in 
boxes made to fit the different sizes. 

Saltage. 

BuLE 10. — In case of no specific agreement, the Saltage allowed 
(On Bulk Meats shall be (1 per ct.) one per cent., from the first of 
J^orember to the first of June ; but should the buyer or seller ob- 
ject, the inspector shall Bweep as many drafts as he may consider 
jiecessary^ and the percentage thus ascertained shall be binding on 
both parties. But from the first of June to the first of November 
the tare may be ascertained by washing in cold water with a 
<cloth, in case of no special agreement to the contrary. 
"Weights of Meats. 

KuLE 11. — About four hundred to four hundred and fifty 
pounds net shall constitute a box of Cumberland Middles, and 
jabout four hundred and fifty, and not over five hundred and 
twenty-five pounds net shall constitute a box of all other English 
<5uts of Middles, Shoulders and Hams ; and all boxes containing 
over four hundi*ed and fifty pounds of meat to have a third strap 
around the box, when such is required at time of purchase. 

All settlements of contracts shall be made on a basis of four 

hundred and twenty-five pounds per box net for Cumberland cuts, 

and five hundred pounds per box net for all other English meats ; 

but the number .of boxes <;alled for in contract must be delivered ; 

and the diiference, if any, settled for at the market price of day 

of delivery. 

Aljlowance. 

Rule 12. — On all " Standard" Box Meats the allowance for un- 
merchantable shall be twelve and one-half per cent., except on 
Cumberlands and Shoulders, which shall be fifteen per cent., but 
when the market price ranges at aight cents per pound, or under, 
the allowance shall be one ceut per pound, except on Cumber- 
lands and shoulders, which shall be one and one-quarter cents per 
pound. The allowance on iwiixierjjhaatable Hams is left subject 
to special agreement. 

EuLE 13,— Contents of ^ach pa^kgige of pickled meats must 
show a reasonable uniformity in wei^ht^ according to its class.

KuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Committee on Lard, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of the 
Lard Trade. It shall be the duty of this Committee to properly 
•discharge the obligations imposed upon them by these rules, and 
also to consider and decide all disputes arising between members 
dealing in Lard as to condition, quality, weights, price, tender, 
transfer of documents and delivery. A majority of the Commit- 
tee shall constitute a quorum, but the Committee shall fill tem- 
porary vacancies if requested by either party with some person or 
persons representing the same interest as the absent member or 
members, and a decision of a majority present at any hearing shall 
he final and binding. They shall keep a record of their proceed- 
ings, and a fee of fifteen dollars shall be paid to the Committee 
for each reference case heard by them, to be paid by the party 
adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise ordered by the Com- 
mittee. 

Rule 2. — Prime Lard shall be equal in quahty to Lard made 
from hog round, say head, gut, leaf and trimmings, in the pro- 
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portion in which the same come from the hog, and shall be 
properly rendered as to color, flavor and soundness for keeping. 
The Tenderer's name shall be distinctly marked on each tierce at 
the time of packing, with metallic brand, marking-iron or stencil. 

Rule 3. — Tierces shall contain not less than 290 lbs. of Lard, 
nor more than 350 lbs. The standard net weight of a tierce of 
Lard shall be 320 lbs., and any variation therefrom shall be settled 
for at the marjket price of day of delivery, but the number of 
packages tiie contract calls for must be delivered. All tierces 
must have weights and tares marked thereon. 

Rule 4. — To determine the tare on Lard, a number of pack- 
ages not exceeding four (4) per cent, shall be tested at the 
expense of the seller. The tare shall be ascertained by scraping 
the Lard from the packages, and not by removal by dry heat or 
steam. The empty package shall then be weighed and the Lard 
replaced, and the weight of the refilled package shall be the gross 
weight. 

Rule 5. — Payment for lard sold on contract shall be made on 
transfer of documents conveying title, before 2 P. M. of the third 
business day after notice, bill to be rendered before 1 P. M. Sel- 
ler must give buyer timely notice to attend to inspection, weights 
and tares. If buyer fails to attend to tlie same, within a reason- 
able time, it shall be the duty of any two members of the Com- 
mittee on Lard, upon proof of such notice and failure, without 
fees, to appoint a sampler to sample the Lard for delivery on that 
notice, and his inspection shall be final on that delivery. 

Rule 6. — Deliveries must be made in New York, at or south 
of Sixtieth street, North River, or in Brooklyn, at wharf stores, 
or wharf south of the Navy Yard ; or at suitable wharf stores at 
Communipaw, Jersey City, Hoboken or Weehawken, or at any 
railroad terminus thereat, having suitable wharf facilities for 
making such deliveries, provided that the seller will give free 
lighterage within the limits of New York harbor upon Lard 
tendered in the State of New Jersey. Lard shall be delivered in 
lots of two hundred and fifty (250) tierces at one time and one 
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place. There shall not be more than one lot of less than fifty 
(50) tierces of one brand. Every order must have the weigher's 
name and place of business endorsed thereon. 

KuLE 7. — On Lard Contracts three (3) days' written notice 
shall be given, exclusive of any day on which this Exchange shall 
not hold a business session, in the form of a Transferable Order 
(see Rule 8). This order shall be transferred within twenty 
minutes of its receipt until four o'clock of the day of its issue 
(except Saturdays, when transfers shall cease at two o'clock P. M.), 
and from ten o'clock A. M. till noon of the following business day. 
Every person receiving it shall endorse upon it the time at which 
he receives it. 

Upon the third business day before the maturity of all con- 
tracts upon which transferable orders have not hitherto been 
issued, the sellers must issue notice that they will deliver the 
property upon the last day. Such notices shall be transferred in 
the usual manner (see Rule 8), and the party issuing the notice 
must, before one o'clock P. M. of the last day, hand to the last 
receiver a Warehouse Receipt or Delivery Order, properly ac- 
cepted, accompanied by the Certificate of a duly licensed Inspec- 
tor, that he has sampled at least 10 per cent, of the property in 
the customary manner, and that as a lot it is of contract grade, 
and payment shall be made of 95 per cent, on account by the last 
receiver ; but the usual time shall be taken under the rules for 
inspection, weighing, &c., &c. In all cases where the issuers of 
such notices fail to tender the property in compliance with the 
above conditions, it shall be the duty of the last receiver to notify, 
in writing, the Committee on Lard of the failure to deliver, and 
the Committee on Lard shall, at the 2 P. M. Call of the same day, 
publicly read such notice, and buy in the Lard for account of the 
party directing the purchase ; but no unreasonable price shall be 
paid, arising from manipulated or fictitious markets, or unusual 
detention in transportation. Any legitimate loss resulting to the 
buyer shall be paid by the party in default, and the Lard so 
bought in shall be a good delivery on defaulted contracts matur- 
ing that day.

Calls. 

HuLE 1. — Sec. A. — There shall be two public calls each day, ^t 
11 o'clock A. M., and at 2 P. M., on Mess Pork, Lard, and Box 
Meats, to be conducted by the Caller appointed for that purpose, 
or, in his absence, by a person to be selected by the majority of 
members present. The months shall be called in their order. Na 
offer to buy or sell shall be entertained at a less difference than 
one cent per hundred pounds on Lard or Meats, and two-and-a- 
half cents per barrel on Pork. 

The first offer to buy or sell at a price shall be accepted before 
subsequent offers at same figures may be placed. Subsequent of- 
fers to sell at a lower or buy at a higher price shall vacate prior 
offers to sell at higher or buy at lower prices. A transaction shall 
vacate all previous bids and offers, except as provided in Sec. B 
for transactions in stated quantities. 

Sec. B. — Unless otherwise specified, all offers to buy or sell, 
shall be understood to be in lots of 250 barrels Mess Pork, 250 
tierces Lard, 100 boxes Dry Salt Meat. Offers to buy or sell in 
larger quantities than above specified shall be in multiples tliereof , 
and offers to buy or sell any part of the amount which may be 
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named shall take precedence of stated quantities ; but if stated 
quantities are offered or bid for, transactions in smaller parcels 
shall not vacate such offers to buy or sell, but the same shall be 
governed by the conditions of Sec. A of this Rule. 

Sec. C. — All offers to buy or sell Lard or Provisions openly 
for future delivery on the floor of the Exchange must be open 
to the member first accepting such offer. 

All disputes as to offers, acceptances or withdrawals (whether 
in time or not) shall be decided on the spot by the person presid- 
ing at the time, subject to an appeal to the members present. 
The appeal must be promptly taken, and a majority of the mem- 
bers present and voting shall settle the disputed point finally. No 
dealings nor bids at the call shall be for a smaller quantity than 
250 barrels Mess Pork, 250 tierces Lard, 100 boxes Dry Salt 
Meat. 

The Superintendent shall, immediately after each call, c%use to 
he posted on the bulletin of the Exchange the results of the call, 
setting forth the bidding and selling prices of the several articles 
dealt in, and the volume of transactions made. 

At the close of the first and last calls each day the settling 
prices of Lard and Pork shall be announced by the person con- 
ducting the calls, subject to appeal to the Trade there assembled,^ 
and the prices so fixed shall govern all calls for margins. The 
price at the first call shall also be used for settlement of contracts 
and of differences on deliveries under contracts, in accordance 
with Section 40 of the By-Laws, and Rule 3 of the Lard Rules. 

Margins. 

Rule 2. — Either party to a contract, prior to or upon signing 
the same, shall have the right to call an original margin of two 
dollars per tierce on Lard, and one dollar per barrel on Pork, and 
one-half cent per pound on all other meats ; and either party may 
call for margins to meet variations in the market. 

All margins on contracts shall be deposited in one of such Trust 
Companies, Banks incorporated by the State, or National Banks, 
as may have been designated for this purpose by the Finance 
Committee of the New York Produce Exchange. 
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When margins are called before 12 o'clock M., they must be 
deposited before 3 o'clock P. M. the same day ; if after 12 
o'clock M., they must be deposited before 11 o'clock A. M. the 
next day. In case of failure to deposit as above, then the party 
calling the margin shall notify in writing the party on whom the 
margins were called of his or their failure to make the required 
deposit, and if the margins are not then promptly deposited (and 
if the party in default fails to give the notice required in Section 
38 of the By-Laws), the party calhng the margins shall have the 
right to cover his or their contract at discretion for account of 
party failing to respond to the call for margin, and if covered 
give notice in writing to that effect to the party in default. 

In case of failure of any Bank or Trust Company in which 
such margins have been deposited, it shall be the loss of the party 
or parties to whom it may be found to be due, taking the aver- 
age pyice of like deliveries on the day such Bank or Trust Com- 
pany failed as a basis of settlement. 

When margins are called, original or for variations in the 
market, certified checks must be drawn to the order of the Bank 
or Trust Company in which they are to be deposited. Checks 
must be sent to the Superintendent of the New York Produce 
Exchange, who shall deposit them and get a certificate of deposit, 
made payable on the order of the Superintendent of the New 
York Produce Exchange, and to the order of the buyer and seller. 
As soon as the Superintendent has received the certificate, he shall 
send it to the party making the deposit, and an abstract of the 
same to the party calling the margin. In settlement, the Super- 
intendent shall ascertain the amount due each of the parties at 
interest, and shall endorse the amount due each on the certificate 
over his own signature, as instructed by both parties. In case 
the two parties do not agree as to the amount due on a margin 
receipt, either of them may refer the matter to the Committee 
on Lard or Provisions, as the case may be, for decision, which 
shall be final. On the decision of said Committee, the Superin- 
tendent of the Produce Exchange, on being informed thereof, 
shall promptly endorse to each party the amount each shall be 
entitled to by such decision. 
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In case of the absence of the Superintendent, the President of 
the New York Produce Exchange, or the Chainnan of the 
Finance Committee, shall act in his stead under this rule. 

Method and Form of Contracts. 

Rule 3. — The seller shall in every case make out the contracts 
and after signing his side shall send them to the buyer not later 
than the day following the day of the sale. The buyer on re- 
ceiving the contracts shall sign his side and return it to the seller 
not later than ^he second day after the sale. 

Verbal contracts, when satisfactorily proven, shall have the 
same standing as written contracts ; but the claim under such 
contracts must be made on the day of the alleged transaction, or 
on the next business day thereafter. 

The following shall be the form of contract for Pork, Cut 
Meats and Lard sold for future delivery :

This contract is made in view of, and in all respects subject to, the By- 
Laws and Rules established by the New York Produce Exchange in force at 
this date. 

Settlkment of Contracts. 

Rule 4. — Contracts shall not be transferable, and any differ- 
ence found to be due on settlement shall apply on account between 
the parties to the contract. Any party holding a contract against 
another corresponding in all respects (except as to price) with one 
held by the other party against him, may close or cancel both, 
by giving notice in writing to said party, and where it appears 
that several parties have contracts between each other, corre- 
sponding in all respects (except as to price), and that a " ring set- 
tlement " can be made, the party finding said " ring " shall notify 
all parties thereto, leaving with each a copy thereof, and get 
their acknowledgment, from which time the said ring shall be 
in force, and cannot be broken by the failure of any of the par- 
ties therein, and all parties thereto shall be compelled to settle 
their differences on said contract with each other on the basis of 
the settlemenrt price. 

All ring settlements shall be made at the bid price posted at 
the eleven o'clock call on rings made before noon of that day, 
and the differences shall be payable before three o'clock of the 
same day. 

If made after noon the settlement shall be made at tlie bid 
price of the 1:30 P. M. call, and be paid before three o'clock the 
next day. 

If a ring be broken the party making the ring shall immedi- 
ately notify all the parties thereto. 

The contract of the earliest date shall in all cases be the one 
considered settled and the differences paid without deduction of 
interest. 

Parties holding an option may, by giving the necessary notice 
or order, require the other party to receive or deliver on the first 
business day of the option, subject to the same conditions as on 
any other day covered by the contract. 

Removal and Rejection of Goods Sold on Contract. 

Rule 5. — Lard and Provisions sold on contract must be re- 
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iDOved hy buyer oefore 5 P. M. of day of delivery ; if not so re- 
moved, the warehousemen shall take charge of the same at the 
<5xpenfte of the owner. 

When Lard or Provisions are rejected imder final appeal, if 
tendered on a seller's option, all expenses shall be paid by the 
seller, and it shall be held that no tender has been made. If under 
a buyer's option, the seller shall, within 24 hours, tender another 
lot to the buyer, and pay all damages that the buyer has, in the 
opinion of the Conmiittee, sustained. The foregoing rule shall 
upply to all Lard and Provisions sold by contract or to arrive. 
When specific lots are sold to amve, however, rejections are not 
required to be replaced. 

In testing any articles for weights and tares, packages whicli are 
•evidently mismarked shall be excluded from the average. 

Deliveries of standard provisions on contract must be of the 
packing of the season current at the time of delivery. All Prime 
Lard made between November 1st of any year and December 
51st of the year following, shall be considered " Standard," and a 
^ood delivery on all contracts during that time. 

All standard provisions shall be packed in new cooperage, as 
provided for in the rules. 

Deliveries of Lard or Provisions shall not be required before 8 
o'clock A. M. nor after 5 P. M. 

Notices for Delivery. 

KuLE 6. — All notices for delivery of or examination-order for 
Meats sold on contract, must be given to the first receiver before 
11 o'clock A. M., and to the last receiver before 4 P. M . of the 
same day, except on Saturdays, when transfers shall cease at 2 
P.M. 

Private Arbitration. 

KuLE 7. — In cases of dispute arising under any contract, which 
are not otherwise provided for under the rules, unless the same 
shall be submitted to the Arbitration Committee of the Exchange, 
or other provision made for their settlement, it shall be the duty 
of the parties thereto promptly to agree to the appointment of 
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two arbitrators, and these shall appoint a third ; the question in 
dispute shall be submitted to them, and their decision shall be 
final and binding. Said arbitrators shall be appointed from the 
branch of trade out of which the dispute may have arisen, and 
shall declare, before considering the question, that they know 
nothing of its merits from conversation with the principals or 
otherwise ; and they shall be paid $2 each for each hearing, by 
the party adjudged by them to be in default. 

Standakd. 

Rule 8. — Hog Products, excepting Lard, packed between Xo, 
vember 1 and March 1, shall alone be classed as " Standard." 

The word " Western" shall not be included in any contract foi 
hog products unless especially agreed upon. 

Inspectors and Inspection. 

Rule 9. — All Inspectors and Weighers of Lard and Provisions 
for deUvery on sale or contract under the rules of the Exchange 
must be members thereof, and licensed by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and must obligate themselves not to buy or sell on their 
own account any article they are licensed to inspect or weigh. 

All licenses shall expire annually, at such time as the Board of 
Managers may designate, and they may revoke said licenses at 
any time for cause. Fees of Weighers and Inspectors must be 
paid by the party employing them. 

Rule 10. — The buyer of any article, except Beef and Pork in 
barrels and tierces, shall have the right to designate an Inspector^ 
but the seller shall have the right to appeal to the Committee on 
Lard or Provisions, as the case may be, whose decision shall be 
final and binding. 

All appeals from inspection must be made before the property 
leaver the city, packing point or place of delivery. 

Weights, tares and quality of Lard and Provisions must be set- 
tled at place of delivery, unless otherwise agreed upon. 

Cooperage. 
Rule 11. — Barrels and tierces shall be new and made of well- 
seasoned white or burr oak, free from objectionable sap. The di- 
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mensions of barrels shall be about as follows : staves five-eighths, 
inch thick and thirty inches long ; heads eighteen inches, one inch 
thick in centre, and three-eighths at bevel ; hoops hickory or 
white oak, or other good wood ; barrels not less than eleven-six- 
teenths hooped. Tierces for Hams, Beef or Lard, shall be as fol- 
lows : dimensions about thirty-two inches long ; twenty to twen- 
ty-one inch heads ; staves chamfered at the head ; quality of 
staves and hoops same as on barrels ; staves three-quarters inch 
thick ; heads same as barrels ; eleven-sixteenths hooped. 

Regular Trades. 
Rule 12. — No time trade shall be made by members of the 
Exchange before 10:30 A. M., or between the hours 2:15 P. M. 
and 3 P. M., or after 3:30 P. M., or after 2:15 P. M. on Satur- 
days, nor on any day or part of a day on which the Exchange 
shall hold no business session. 

Penalty for Fictitious Sales. 

Rule 13. — Fictitious sales, or false reports of sales, are posi- 
tively forbidden, and will render the parties concerned liable tO' 
suspension or expulsion from the Produce Exchange. 

Rule 14. — All rules as to Lard and Provisions must be justly 
and liberally construed, and no property shall be rejected or con- 
denined for merely technical reasons. 
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EuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board), appoint as a Committee on Grain, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of the 
Grain Trade. It shall be the duty of this Committee to properly 
discharge the obligations imposed upon them by these rules, and 
also to consider and decide all disputes arising between members 
dealing in Grain which may be submitted to them. A majority 
of the Committee shall constitute a quorum ; but the Committee 
shall fill temporary vacancies, if requested by either party, by 
some person or persons representing the same interest as the 
absent member or members, and a decision of a majority present 
at any hearing shall be final and binding, subject to Eule 34. 
They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen 
dollars sliall be paid to the Committee for each reference case 
heard by them, to be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee. Provided, however, 
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that nothing herein shall prevent settlement of questions of dif~ 
f erence by private arbitration, or as provided for in the By-Laws. 

Grades of Grain. 
Rule 2. — The Committee on Grain shall, as early as practica- 
ble each year, establish the grades of Grain. It shall also be the 
duty of the Committee on Grain to report from time to time to 
the Trade for adoption snch regulations as they may think neces- 
sary for the inspection of Grain, and no change shall be made in 
such regulations, or in the grades so established, except at a meet- 
ing of the Trade to be called by the Committee on Grain, due 
notice of the changes proposed being posted on the Bulletin of 
the Exchange. 

Inspection. 

Rule 3. — Sec. I. — It shall also be the duty of the Committee^ 
on Grain, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers, to- 
provide a proper oflSce for the Inspector and his assistants, ta 
regulate the salaries, appoint and discharge the Chief Inspector, 
his deputies and assistants, and take general charge of the inspec- 
tion office. 

Sec. II. — The inspection fees shall be fixed from time to time 
by the Committee on Grain; they shall be collected by the 
Superintendent of the Excha'nge in such maimer as the Commit- 
tee shall designate, and be paid by him over to the Treasurer, 
who shall, to an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, 
keep the same separate from the funds of the Exchange, and the 
same shall be known as the " Grain Inspection Fund." 

Sec. III. — Salaries and other expenses connected with the 
inspection of grain, and claims for damages, as provided in Sec. 1 
of Rule 12, shall be audited by the Committee on Grain and paid 
by the Treasurer from said '' Grain Inspection Fund," under di- 
rection of the Finance Committee, as provided in Sec. 25 of the 
By-Laws. 

Sec. IV. — It shall be the duty of the Inspector-in-Chief , or hia 
Deputies, to inspect, grade and supervise the weights of all Grain 
going into store as Graded Grain (and he shall in no way impede 
the work at the stores) for which regular Warehouse Receipts are 
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to be issued ; he shall inspect and supervise the weights of all 
Graded Grain delivered from warehouse. He shall keep or 
cause to be kept, in a book or books provided by him for that 
purpose, an accurate record of the kind, grade and quantity of 
Grain received and delivered at each warehouse. He shall furnish 
daily to the Registrar an exact copy of his books showing the 
receipts and deliveries for the day ending at 6 P. M. He shall 
promptly furnish to the Warehouseman returns in duplicate of 
all receipts and deliveries of Graded Grain. 

Kegistbab. 

EuLE 4. — Sec. I. — It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Grain, subject to approval of the Board of Managers, to appoint 
and discharge a Registrar and his assistants, to regulate their sala- 
ries, provide a proper oflBce for the same, to audit all bills for the 
expenses of the oflBce, which shall be paid by the Treasurer from 
the Grain Inspection Fund under direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee, as provided in Section 25 of the By-Laws, and to take 
gQneral supervision of the Registrar's office. 

Sec. II. — The Registrar shall procure from the Board of Man- 
agers, and keep in his office a record of all warehouses which 
may be made regular by the said Board. 

Sec. III. — It shall be the duty of the Registrar to keep a regis- 
tration book for each regular Warehouse doing business in the 
port of New York, in which shall be entered a correct descrip- 
tion of each Warehouse Receipt for Graded Grain issued. Before 
entering such description of receipts upon his books he shall care- 
fully compare the same with the returns which shall have been 
made by the Inspectors at the respective warehouses, and if any 
diflEerence shall exist, shall institute a thorough examination into 
the reasons therefor, and shall have such error corrected. When 
satisfied of the correctness of the receipts offered for registration 
he shall stamp on the back thereof with a proper stamp for that 
purpose, containing in legible letters the date of such presentation, 
with the title of his office, to wit : " New York Produce Exchange 
Registrar," and shall affix his signature thereto. Should it appear 
that any fraud in the issuance of the receipts shall have been at-

tempted by such Warehousemen, the Registrar shall at once re- 
port the same to the Committee on Grain. No regular Ware- 
house Receipt for Graded Grain shall be a valid delivery, as be- 
tween sellers and buyers, unless duly registered. 

Sec. IV. — The Registrar shall carefully preserve all reports of 
receipts and deliveries of Grain made to his office by the Inspec- 
tor-in-Chief and Warehousemen, and shall keep an accurate account 
of the Grain so reported in proper books with each warehouse 
firm, and when such reported deliveries compare with the receipts 
cancelled for such deliveries, he shall mark "cancelled," with the 
date thereof on his registration book, opposite the recorded de- 
scription of such receipt. 

Sec. Y. — The Registrar shall, on Monday morning of each 
week, furnish the Superintendent of the New York Produce Ex- 
change an exact statement of the number of bushels of each grade 
of Grain remaining in store at the close of business the previous 

Saturday. 

Waeehouses. 

Rule 5. — Sec. I. — The Board of Managers may designate 
Warehouses whose receipts shall be regular, upon the written ap- 
plication of the owners or lessees thereof (who must be members 
of the Exchange), endorsed by not less than five members of the 
Grain Trade. 

The apphcation shall set forth the location and name of such 
warehouse, depth of water, capacity, quantity of Grain that can be 
received and delivered per hour, number of elevators and facilities 
for cleaning Grain. 

The Board of Managers may reconsider and withdraw their ap- 
proval of any designated warehouse for cause upon a summary 
proceeding before the Board on a complaint of any person in writ- 
ing, setting forth the particular violation of the Rules of the Grain 
Trade, and upon satisfactory proof, to be taken in such manner as 
may be directed by the Board of Managers, and thereupon the re- 
ceipts of such warehouse shall cease to be a vaUd delivery on con- 
tracts. 

Sec. II. — ^Regular warehouses shall embrace only those in which 
Gram is stored in bulk, and in which the Grain of different own- 
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ers is mixed together, or in which Grain is stored in such a 
manner that the identity of different lots or parcels is not accu- 
rately preserved. But two or more warehouses, contiguous, owned 
or operated by one individual or firm, in which graded Grain is 
stored, shall constitute what shall be known as a " system," and 
warehouse receipts designating the warehouses comprised in such 
system may be issued without designating the particular ware- 
house into which the Grain was delivered. Such warehouses shall 
be conveniently approachable by ocean vessels, and shall have 
customary shipping facilities, including elevator, with proper 
cleaning apparatus. 

It shall be the duty of the Warehouseman whose receipts are 
made regular to allow the Inspector-in-Chief to inspect and grade 
all Grain intended to be graded w^hile going into store and on de- 
livery from store. But the Warehouseman, if not satisfied with 
the inspection, may refuse to receive the Grain,.and may in 
all cases of dispute on the inspection appeal to the Committee on 
Grain. Such Grain may be stored with Grain of a similar grade, 
received at the same time, as near as may be, without regard to 
ownership. In no case shall Grain (other than identical parcels) 
of different grades be mixed together while in store, nor shall 
Warehouse Receipts for the grade be issued upon parcels not 
originally inspected into store and merged in the grade. 

Sec. III. — Upon application of the owner or consignee .of 
Grain, the Warehouseman shall issue to the person entitled thereto 
a Warehouse Receipt therefor, subject to the order of the owner 
or consignee, which receipt shall bear date corresponding with the 
receipt of Grain into store ; and shall state upon its face the quan- 
tity and inspected grade of the Grain, and that the Grain men- 
tioned in it has been received into store to be stored with Grain 
of the same grade by inspection, and that it is deliverable upon 
return of the receipt properly endorsed by the person to whose 
order it was issued, and the payment of charges for storage. 

All Warehouse Receipts for Graded Grain which shall repre- 
sent the Grain as stored in a system of two or more warehouses, 
shall not be deemed regular unless the following condition is in- 
corporated in the receipt : 
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" In case of loss or damage by fire, so much of the said Grain 
as shall bear a like proportion to this receipt as the lost or dam- 
aged Grain of same grade shall bear to all Grain of like grade 
in this system of warehouses at the date of said disaster, shall be 
adjudged lost or damaged, and the obligation to deliver it under 
this receipt, except as salvage, cancelled." 

All Warehouse Receipts for Grain issued from the same ware- 
house shall be numbered consecutively, and no two receipts bear- 
ing the same number shall be issued by the same warehouse dur- 
ing any one year, except in the case of a lost or destroyed receipt, 
in which case the new receipt shall bear the same date and num- 
ber as the original, and shall be plainly marked on its face 
" duplicate." If the Grain was received from canal-boat or other 
vessel, the name of such craft shall be stated upon the receipt, 
with the amount it contained. 

Sec. IV. — The following shall be the form of regular Ware- 
house Keceipt for Graded Grain referred to in Section 3 :

It is hereby agreed by the holders of this receipt 
that the Orain herein mentioned may be stored 
with other Orain of the same quality by inspec- 
tion, in accordance with the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the New York Produce Exchange. Loos 
by Fire or heating at owner's risk. 

Sec. v. — Upon the delivery of Grain from store upon any re- 
ceipt such receipt shall be plainly marked across its face with the 
word " cancelled," and shall thereafter be void, and shall not 
again be put in circulation, nor shall Grain be delivered twice 
upon the same receipt. 
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Sec. VI. — No Warehouse Keceipt shall be issued except upon 
the actual delivery of Grain into store in the warehouse from 
which it purports to be issued, and which is to be represented by 
the receipt. Nor shall any receipt be issued for a greater quan- 
tity of Grain than was contained in the lot or parcel stated to 
have been received, nor shall more than one receipt be issued for 
the same lot of Grain, except in cases where receipts for part of 
a lot are desired, and then the aggregate receipts for a particu- 
lar lot shall cover that lot and no more. In cases where a part 
of the Grain represented by the receipt is delivered out of store, 
and the remainder is left, a new receipt may be issued for such 
remainder ; but such new receipt shall bear the same date as the 
original, and shall state on its face that it is balance of receipt of 
the original number ; and the receipt upon which a part has 
been delivered shall be cancelled. In case it be desirable to 
divide one receipt into two or more, or in case it be desirable to 
consolidate two or more receipts into one, and the Warehouse- 
man consents thereto, the original receipt or receipts shall be 
cancelled, and new receipt or receipts shall be issued, expressing 
on the face that they are parts of other receipts or a consolidation 
of other receipts, as the case may be, and the numbers of the 
original receipts shall also appear on the new ones issued as ex- 
planatory of the change ; but no consolidation of receipts of 
dates differing more than five days shall be permitted, and all 
new receipts issued for old ones cancelled, as herein provided, 
shall bear the same dates as those originally issued. 

Sec. VII. — The Warehouseman may use his discretion to dis- 
pose of by delivery or shipping in the ordinary and legal man- 
ner of so delivering, that Grain of any particular grade which 
was first received by him, or which has been for the longest time 
in store in such warehouse ; and unless some portion of the Grain 
in his warehouse is out of condition or becoming so, such Ware- 
houseman shall deliver Grain of the grade that was received by 
him on all receipts as presented. Provided that when the stand- 
ard of grades is changed by the Committee on Grain all Grain 
received prior to such change shall be delivered on the standard 
in force at the date of the warehouse receipt. 
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No Warehouseman shall be held liable for damage to Grain by 
heating, unless it can be shown that he has not exercised proper 
care in handling and storing the same. 

In case, however, any Warehouseman shall discover that any 
portion of the Grain in his warehouse is out of condition, or be- 
coming so, he shall immediately give notice to the Inspector-in- 
Chief of its actual condition, as near as he can ascertain it ; and 
shall state in such notice the kind and the grade of the Grain 
and the bins in which it is stored. 

It shall be the duty of the Inspector-in-Chief, on receiving 
notice of Graded Grain in store being out of condition, to cause 
examination to be made of the condition of such Grain promptly, 
and if found to be out of condition he shall so report %to the 
Warehouseman, who shall cause the same to be posted immedi- 
ately upon the bulletin of the Produce Exchange, and he shall 
also state in such notice the receipts upon which such Grain will 
be delivered, giving the numbers, amounts and dates of each, 
which receipts shall be those of the oldest dates and numbers, the 
Grain represented by which has not previously been declared or 
receipted for as out of condition ; or, if the Grain longest in 
store has not been receipted for, he shall so state, and shall give 
the name of the party for whom such Grain was stored, the date 
it was received, and the amount of it ; and the enumeration of 
receipts and identification of Grain so discredited shall embrace, 
as near as may be, as great a quantity of Grain as is contained in 
such bins ; and such Grain shall be delivered upon the return 
and cancellation of the receipts and the unreceipted Grain upon 
the request of the owner or person in charge thereof ; and there- 
after the receipts so posted shall cease to be a valid^delivery of 
Graded Grain under these rules between sellers and' buyers. 

Nothing herein contained shall be held to relieve the said 
Warehouseman from exercising proper care and vigilance in pre- 
serving such Grain after such publication of its condition, but 
such Grain shall be kept separate and apart from all direct con- 
tact with other Grain, as far as practicable, and shall not be mixed 
with other Grain while in store in such warehouse. 
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In case the Grain declared out of condition as herein provided 
for shall not be removed from store by the owner thereof within 
two days from the date of the notice of its being out of condition, 
the Warehouseman may charge an increased rate of storage on 
the same by giving public notice on the bulletins of the 
Exchange. 

In case of loss or damage by fire, the warehouse receipts of the* 
warehouses or elevator wherein the disaster occurs shall cease to 
be a valid delivery of Graded Grain, under these rules, between 
sellers and buyers. But where the loss or damage sustained 
occurs to one or more warehouses comprised in a system, as 
described in Sec. II, of this Rule, the Warehouseman owning or 
operating such system of warehouses shall at once give public 
notice on the bulletin of the Produce Exchange of such fact, and 
shall also state in such notice the quantity of the various grades 
of Graded Grain which was contained in the warehouse or ware- 
houses wherein the loss or damage by fire occurred. 

The Warehouseman shall also state in such notice the receipts 
outstanding upon such system of warehouses which are affected 
by such disaster, and shall call in said receipts for cancellation 
under the condition of Section III. of this Eule governing cases 
of loss or damage by fire, and for immediate reissue as provided 
in Section IV. of this Rule for the quantity of Grain not injured, 
and the receipts so reissued if properly registered shall be a good 
tender, as provided in Eule 6. 

Nothing in this Rule shall be so construed as to permit any 
Warehouseman to deliver any Grain stored in a special bin, or by 
itself, on any receipt or order for Graded Grain. 

Sec. YIII. — On return of any Warehouse Receipt properly 
endorsed, prior to 5 P. M. of any business day, and the tender of 
all charges upon the property represented by it, such property 
shall be promptly deliverable to the holder of such receipt, and 
it shall not be subject to any further charges for storage after 
demand for such delivery shall have been made, provided the 
vessel taking the same is ready at the stores at the time to 
receive it 
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Sec. IX. — Every Warehouseman shall, on Monday morning of 
each week, cause to be made out and sent to the Superintendent 
of the Exchange a statement of the amount of each kind and 
grade of Grain in store in his warehouse at the close of business 
on the previous Saturday, and shall also send a copy of the same 
to the Registrar of the New York Produce Exchange.. It shall 
also be the duty of the Warehouseman to furnish daily to the 
same Registrar a correct statement of the amount of each kind 
and grade of Grain received in store in such warehouse on the 
previous day ending at 6 P. M. ; also, the amount of each kind 
and grade of Grain delivered by such Warehouseman during the 
previous day ending at 6 P. M., and what warehouse receipts 
have been issued and cancelled upon which the Grain has been 
received or delivered on such day, giving the number of each 
receipt and the amount, kind and grade of Grain received and 
delivered upon each ; also, how much Grain, if any, was so de- 
livered, and the kind and grade for which Warehouse Receipts 
had not been issued, and when and how such imreceipted Grain 
was received by him, and the Warehouseman making such state- 
ments shall, in addition, furnish the said Registrar any further 
information regarding receipts issued or cancelled that may be 
necessary to enable him to keep a full and correct record of all 
receipts issued and cancelled, and of Grain received and 
dehvered. 

Sec. X. — No Warehouseman shall be permitted to mix any 
Grain of diflEerent grades together, other than identity preserved 
Grain, or to select different qualities of the same grade for the 
purpose of storing or delivering the same, nor shall he attempt to 
deliver Grain of one grade for another, or in any way tamper 
with Grain while in his possession or custody with a view of se- 
curing a profit to himself or any other person. Nothing in this 
Rule, however, shall prevent any Warehouseman from moving 
Grain while within his warehouse for its preservation or safe 
keeping. 

Sec. XI. — ^All persons owning property, or who may be inter- 
ested in the same, in any regular warehouse, upon proper appli- 
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cation to the proprietor, and all duly authorized inspectors of 
4such property, shall at all times, during ordinary business hours, 
be at full liberty to examine any and all Graded Grain stored in 
Any regular warehouse in this port, and all proper facilities shall 
be extended to such person by the Warehouseman, his agents and 
.servants, for an examination, and all parts of warehouses shall be 
free for the inspection and examination of such persons or of any 
authorized inspector of such property. 

Sec. XII. — The President, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Managers, shall appoint a committee of three (3), con- 
sisting of one Warehouseman, one Exporter and one Receiver of 
Grain, to whom shall be referred all disputed questions relating 
to the delivery of Graded Grain from Warehouse, and the decis- 
ion of such question by this committee shall be final. 

The committee shall keep a record of their proceedings, and 
shall receive a fee of fifteen (15) dollars for each case heard by 
them, which fee shall be paid by the party adjudged to be in 
fault, unless otherwise ordered by the committee. Vacancies in 
this committee may be filled in the same manner as provided in 
Eule 1 for filling vacancies in the Committee on Grain. 

Delivkeies. 

Eule 6. — On sales of Graded Grain, the tender of Railroad 
Elevator Receipts, or regular Warehouse Receipts of the grade 
sold, shall constitute a delivery of the Grain as between sellers and 
buyers, except in the cases provided in Rule 5, Section VII. 
Grain afloat, as provided in Rule 7, Sec. II., and Railroad Guar- 
anteed Certificates, as provided in Rule 6 of the "Rules of the 
New York Produce Exchange for Graded Grain," in its Agree- 
ment with the Railroad Companies, shall also be a good tender. 

Railroad Elevator Receipts of Grain held on storage having a 
free delivery afloat tendered upon contracts, shall, be delivered 
without allowance by seller of customary half weighing and ele- 
vation, and such deUveries shall carry an additional half of one 
cent per bushel in lieu of the customary ch^e of half weighing 
on regular Warehouse Receipts in order to equalize the value of 
Railroad and regular Warehouse Grain. 
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On all deliveries in store (or elevator) buyer shall be entitled to 
the day of tender and the three following work days, without 
regard to weather, free of charge for storage, and in addition 
thereto to any unexpired portion of a term of storage. 

The tender of Railroad Guaranteed Certificates, as provided in 
Rule 6 of the Rules of the New York Produce Exchange for 
Graded Grain, in its agreement with the Railroad Companies^ 
when stamped " Held on Storage," shall be a good delivery upon 
contracts under the same conditions as Railroad Elevator Receipts 
of Grain held on storage, having a free delivery afloat, as pro- 
vided in the second paragraph of this Rule. Sellers shall allow 
accrued insurance, 1-lOth of one per cent, for each ten days or 
part thereof. 

Rule 7. — Sec. I. — Deliveries on contracts for eight thousand 
(8,000) bushels or over of Graded Grain, other than Oats and 
Barley, shall be made in lots of eight thousand (8,000) bushels,, 
except where a smaller quantity is necessary to complete. Deliv- 
eries on contracts for five thousand (5,000) bushels or over, of 
Graded Oats or Barley, shall be made in lots of five thousand 
(5,000) bushels, except where a smaller quantity is necessary to 
complete ; all within five (5) per cent., more or less, excess or 
deficiency to be settled for at the market price on the day of de- 
livery, and all deliveries afloat on such contracts shall be free of 
towage to the buyer. 

Deliveries on contracts for car lots shall be on the basis of 500' 
bushels to the car for Wheat, Peas, Com, Rye and Barley, and 
900 bushels to the car for Oats ; excess or deficiency to be settled 
for at the market price on the day of delivery. 

Sec. II. — Sellers shall have the right to deliver in the custom- 
ary manner afioat, any Grain in the port, provided the same shall 
grade in accordance with the contract on which the delivery is 
to be made ; subject to the following conditions, viz. : When 
tendered afloat, the Inspector shall inspect the Grain on the boat, 
and also superintend the actual delivery of the same. The In- 
spector-in-Chief shaR give a certificate of such inspection, which 
certificate shall be valid, the same as with Graded Grain arriving 
by railroad. 
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Sec. III. — On contracts for Grain, the tender of a higher grade 
of the same kind than the one contracted for shall be deemed 
sufficient ; provided the higher grade tendered shall not be of a 
color or quality that will depreciate the value of the other, if 
mixed with it. 

Sec. IY. — The following shall be the form of Contract for 
Grain sold for future delivery :

This contract is made in view of, and in all respects subject to, the By-Laws and Rules- 
established by the New York Produce Exchange, in force at this date. 



Calls. 

Rule 8. — There shall be one or more public Calls of Grain 
each day, at snch hours and of such grades as the Committee on 
Grain may from time to time, with the approval of the Grain 
Trade, and of the Floor Committee, direct. These calls shall be 
conducted by a person selected by the majority of the members 
present. The months shall be called in their respective order. 
The first offer to buy or sell at a price shall be accepted before 
subsequent offers at same figures may be placed. Subsequent 
offers to sell at a lower or buy at a higher price shall vacate prior 
offers to sell at higher or buy at lower prices. A transaction 
shall vacate all previous bids and offers, except as provided in 
Eule 9, Section I., as to transactions in stated quantities. All 
disputes as to offers, acceptances or withdrawals (whether in time 
or not) shall be decided on the spot by the person presiding at 
the time, subject to an appeal to the members present. The ap- 
peal must be promptly taken, and a majority of the members 
present and voting shall settle the disputed point finally. 

Eule 9. — The Calls of Grain shall be sulyect to the following; 
regulations : 

1. Unless otherwise specified, all offers to buy or sell shall be 
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understood to be in lots of eight thousand bushels, except Oats 
and Barley, which shall be in lots of five thousand bushels. Of- 
fers to buy or sell in larger quantities than above specified shall 
be in multiples thereof, and offers to buy or sell any part of the 
amount which may be named shall take precedence of stated quan- 
tities ; but if stated quantities are offered or bid for, transactions 
in smaller parcels shall not vacate such offers to sell or buy, but 
same shall be governed by conditions of Rule 8. 

9. Price per bushel, and in fractions of not less than one-eighth 
of a cent. 

3. Deliveries on sales of cash Grain, on the afternoon Call, shall 
be made before 3 o'clock P. M. of the same day. 

4. The Eules governing the sales, deliveries (except as provided 
in the preceding Regulation), margins and payments already ex- 
isting shall govern all transactions under the Calls. Nothing in 
this Rule shall be construed as interfering with transactions in 
towing lots, which shall be considered to mean not less than 4,000 
nor more than 5,000 bushels. 

Transferable Orders. 

Rule 10. — Sec. I. — On deliveries of Graded Grain on time con- 
tracts, seller must issue a transferable order drawn on himself by 
12:30 P. M., and such order may be passed to subsequent buyers 
up to 2 P. M., except upon the day of the maturity of the con- 
tract, when such notice shall be a good delivery only up to 1:30 
P. M., provided always that no one shall hold it over fifteen min- 
utes. The time of delivery to each party shall be specified on the 
order. 

Sec. II. — The transferable order must be presented by the last 
receiver to the drawer by 2 : 30 P. M. of the day issued, and the 
drawer must, on presentation, deliver to the last receiver a specific 
order for the Grain named. 

If the transferable order be not presented to the drawer by the 
last receiver by 2:30 P. M. of the day issued, the last receiver 
shall pay the drawer all charges and expenses incurred in conse- 
quence of such delay, including interest and insurance. 

If the receiver decides to reject any lot, he must give notice of 
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rejection to the drawer of the order before 11 A. M. of the next 
business day ; and if party making delivery desires to refer the re- 
jection to the Committee on Grain, he must notify the receiver 
and the Committee before 11:30 A. M. of the same day. 

Sec. III. — If required by the buyer, seller must, when practica- 
ble, transfer to vessel or warehouse in the harbor, as the buyer 
may designate. Grain tendered to him afloat, except in case of 
railroad certificates, provided a satisfactory margin, if required, be 
deposited with the Superintendent of the Exchange when the or- 
der for delivery of the Grain is given ; but the title shall remain 
vested in the seller until conveyed by delivery of the proper 
documents. 

Sec. IV. — At the close of the Call Board each morning, the set- 
tling prices of Grain for that day shall be announced by the per- 
son conducting the Call, subject to appeal to the trade there as- 
sembled. These prices shall be used only for the settlement of 
differences on deliveries of contract Grain. 

Sec. V. — The following is the form of Transferable Order, re- 
ferred to above :

Buyer's Option. 
Rule 11. — On time contracts made between members where 
Grain is bought at " huyer^s option^'* time of delivery shall be as 
follows: When the call is made by the buyer before twelve 
o'clock M. the property shall be due and deliverable before 2:30 
P. M. of the same day. When the call is made after 12 o'clock 
M. the property shall be due and deliverable before 12:30 P. M. 
of the following business day ; or the buyer may specify any par- 
ticular future day during the term of the option upon which the 
property shall be due and deliverable, and the property shall be 
due at 12:30 P. M. on the day designated, and if no call is made 
the property shall be deliverable before 2:30 P. M. on the day of 
maturity of contract. 

Appeals. 
Rule. 12. — Sec. I. — Any holder of a railroad certificate of 
graded Grain who shall be dissatisfied with the grade of any lot 
tendered, may call for a re-inspection, subject to appeal to the 
Committee on Grain. If the decision of the Inspector shall be 
sustained, the cost of re-inspection shall be borne by the holder of 
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the certificate, but if not sustained, by reason of error on the part 
of the Inspector or his deputies, the Exchange shall be liable for 
damage occasioned thereby to an amount not exceeding the sum 
in the said " Grain Inspection Fund " at the time when such dam- 
age shall be ascertained and audited by the Committee on Grain 
and payment demanded of the Treasurer, a sufficient sum being 
first deducted from said fund to provide for such salaries and ex- 
penses connected with the inspection office as the Exchange may 
be called upon to pay. The Committee on Grain may also ascer- 
tain and audit other claims for damages made by any member, 
and arising from the grading of Grain under Agreement between 
the Exchange and Railroad companies, and the same, as so 
ascertained and audited, shall be paid from said fund to like 
amount, and after the same deduction as above provided in cases 
of error on the part of the Inspector or his deputies. 

Sec. II. — Any holder of an Inspector's Certificate of Graded 
Grain, other than railroad certificates, may appeal from the decis- 
ion of the Inspector to the Committee on Grain, upon payment of 
a fee of Two Dollars in case the Inspector is sustained, for each 
parcel submitted to them. 

Eegulae Trades. 
EcTLE 13. — No time trade in Grain shall be made by members 
of the Exchange before 10:30 A. M., or between the hours of 
2:15 P. M. and 3 P.M., or after 3:30 P.M., or after 2:15 P.M. 
on Saturdays, nor on any day or part of a day on which the Ex- 
change shall hold no business session. 

Identical Parcels, or Ungraded Grain. 

Rule 14. — Sales of Grain, made as prime, before 3 P. M., 
shall be considered confirmed (when the Grain is so located that 
an examination may be had promptly), unless notice of rejection 
for cause is given before 5:30 P. M. Sales of Grain represented 
as not prime, shall be deemed to be made on examination of 
bulk, and rejection shall be reported before 5:30 P. M. 

EuLE 15. — On sales of Grain afloat, made before 3 P. M., in 
parcels of 5,000 bushels on one boat or barge, the day of sale and 
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the two following work days (ending at 6 P. M. of last day), 
without regard to weather, shall be buyer's lay days, without 
charge ; on parcels less than 5,000 bushels, as above, buyer shall 
be allowed one lay day less. If allowed to remain beyond such 
term, buyer shall pay seller all charges and expenses incurred in 
consequence of such delay, including insurance. 

EuLE 16. — Grain sold afloat, before 3 P. M., shall be deemed 
ready for delivery, unless stated to the contrary at the time of 
sale. If boat is prevented from towing to deliver promptly 
when ordered, buyer shall have the right to cancel the sale on 
reasonable notice to seller, provided boat shall be ordered before 
5:30 P. M. of the day of purchase. 

Rule 17. — On sales of Grain in store, the day of sale and the 
three following work days, without regard to weather, shall be 
free of charge for storage to buyer. 

Rule 18. — When Grain is in store, and sold to be delivered 
afloat, buyer shall approve of quality before the cost of lighter- 
age has been incurred. 

EuLE 19 — On Grain not received within the term of lay days 
or storage allowed, seller shall have the right to tender the de- 
livery and demand payment. 

Rule 20. — Grain, to be in prime order, shall conform in color, 
berry, and cleanliness with the standard samples of the crop sold. 
In condition it shall be cool, sweet and dry, suitable for shipment 
by sail vessel to European ports. 

Rule 21. — Grain, to be of the grade called Steamer, shall 
conform in color, berry, and cleanliness with the standard samples 
of the crop sold. In condition it shall be cool and sweet, but 
may be slightly soft or damp. 

EuLE 22. — Grain sold to arrive, or for future delivery, other 
than on sample or certificate, must be delivered in prime order 
(unless otherwise specified at time of sale), and be up to the 
average of the grade sold as known on this market. 

Eui^E 23. — Grain sold to arrive on sample must be delivered 
in prime condition (unless otherwise specified at time of sale). 
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Any Blight inferiority in quality to sample shall not vitiate the 
sale, but such difference shall be settled by arbitration. When 
specified loads are sold, a loss of cargo or rejection for cause 
shall cancel the sale. 

EuLE 24. — Grain sold on Certificate of Inspection of the port 
from which shipped, shall be delivered in prime condition (unless 
otherwise specified at the time of sale), and such certificate shall 
be received as evidence of the grade. If such Grain has been 
transferred in transit, the seller must prove that the Grain tend- 
ered is that covered by the certificate. 

Rule 25. — On sales of Grain to arrive, if tendered for delivery 
before 3 P. M., the day of tender and the two following work 
days, without regard to weather (ending at 6 P. M. of last day), 
shall be deemed buyer's lay days without charge. 

Rule 26. — On all deHveries of Grain afloat, sellers shall incur 
the customary expense of half weighing. Where Grain is meas- 
ured or discharged, other than by elevators, and any increased 
expense is thereby incurred, the buyers of such Grain shall incur 
all additional expenses beyond the customary half weighing, as 
charged by elevators. Buyers shall pay any additional expense 
of harbor towing in excess of the customary towing as agreed 
upon by the Joint Committee of Grain Merchants, Transporta- 
tion Agents and Tow Boat Men. 

Track Grain. 

Rule 27. — The Committee on Grain shall appoint a sufiicient 
number of weighers and measurers of Track Grain and Feed 
(who shall be members of the New York Produce Exchange), 
subject to the approval of the Railroad Companies, working 
under the existing Agreement with the New York Produce Ex- 
change, whose authority as such weighers or measurers shall be 
conferred or revoked by the said Committee. 

The weighers or measurers so appointed, shall be known as 
the Produce Exchange Board of Weighers and Measurei-s of 
Track Grain and Feed. 

Tlie duties of said Produce Exchange Board of Weighers and 
Measurers of Track Grain and Feed shall be to promptly furnish 
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to consignees samples of all Track Grain or Feed on arrival, and 
they shall accurately weigh or measure all Grain or Feed on 
delivery from cars, and for which they shall promptly issue a 
certificate or return (original and duplicate) to the owner of such 
Grain or Feed, and the title shall not be deemed as passed imtil 
such returns (original) are endorsed by the owner to the buyer. 
A triplicate of said certificate or return shall be issued to the 
railroad company delivering said property, which shall be ac- 
cepted by said railroad company as the basis for the adjustment 
of the freight thereon. 

The railroad companies shall be furnished with a list of the 
names of the weighers and measurers appointed under this rule, 
and said railroad companies, having assented hereto, will not 
deliver Grain or Feed except the same shall be weighed or 
measured as herein provided, and will immediately adjust the 
freight on the basis of the returns above named. 

The compensation for such weighing or measuring (payable 
weekly by consignee) shall be at a uniform rate per bushel on 
Grain and per ton on Feed, of which rate public notice shall be 
given by the Committee on Grain. 

All Track Grain or Feed dealt in by members of the Produce 
Exchange shall be subject to the conditions of this rule, and 
buyers shall pay one-half the expense of weighing or measuring 
additional to the purchase, and shall also pay all expenses of 
unloading cars, bagging, etc., not included in the original charge 
for weighing or measuring. 

This Eule does not apply to Track Grain and Feed delivered 
directly to the original consignee. 

Payments. 
Rule 28. — Sales of Grain being made for cash, seller shall 
have the right to demand payment at the time of passing title. 

• Weighees' Returns. 
Eule 29. — All Grain sold by any member of the Produce 
Exchange shall be weighed or measured by a disinterested party, 
whose authority as such weigher or measurer shall be conferred 
or revoked by the Committee on Grain, and all returns 
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weights and measures shall be promptly delivered to the owner 
of such Grain, and the title shall not be deemed as passed until 
such returns are endorsed by the owner to the buyer without 
restrictive conditions. 

Mabgins. 

EuLE 30. — On aU sales or purchases of Grain, on the spot, to 
arrive, or for future delivery, either party to the contract shall 
have the right to call an original margin of not exceeding ten 
cents per bushel on Wheat, Eye and Barley, and five cents per 
bushel on Corn and Oats, upon a deposit, by the caller, of an 
equal amount to that called, provided such call be made before 
12 M. of the "business day next succeeding the day of such sale 
or purchase ; and, on all contracts for future delivery, a further 
margin may be called, from time to time, to the extent of any 
variation in the market value from the contract price. 

Where no orignal margin has been deposited, calls may' be 
made, from time to time, to the extent of one cent per bushel 
above or below the current quotation at the time the call is 
made. 

All margins on contracts shall be deposited in such Bank or 
Trust Company as may have been designated by the Finance 
Committee of the Produce Exchange, provided that such Bank 
or Trust Conipany shall not be expressly objected to at the time 
of making the call. In case of such objection, then the deposit 
to be made in some duly authorized Bank or Trust Company not 
objected to. When margins are called before 2 P. M., they 
must be deposited within one hour of the call ; if called after 2 
P. M., they must be deposited before 11 A. M. of the next busi- 
ness day. In case of failure to deposit as above, then the party 
calling the margin shall have the right to cover his or their con- 
tract at discretion, for account of the party failing to respond to 
the call for margin. In case of failure of any Bank or Trust 
Company in which such margins have been deposited, the loss 
shall be borne by the party or parties to whom it may be found 
said margins are due, taking the average price of like deliveries 
on the day such Bank or Trust Company failed as a basis of set- 
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tlement. When margins are called (original or for variations in 
the markets) certified checks must be drawn to the order of the 
Bank or Trust Company in which they are to be deposited, and 
sent to the Superintendent of the Exchange, who shall deposit 
the same, and receive a certificate of deposit, made payable on 
the order of the Superintendent of the Exchange, and to the 
order of the buyer and seller. The Superintendent shall promptly 
send such certificate to the party making the deposit, and a copy 
of the same to the party calling the margin. In settlement the 
Superintendent shall endorse the amount due on the certificate 
over his own signature, as instructed by both parties to the con- 
tract. In case the two parties do not agree as to the amount 
due on the margin certificate, the same shall be submitted to 
arbitration for final adjustment. In case of the absence of the 
Superintendent, the President of the Produce Exchange, or the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, shall act in his stead under 
this rule. This rule shall be governed in its privileges and re- 
strictions by Eule 32. 

Note.— Rule 80 is only operative prior to an official postinz of failure. After such post- 
ing, all contracts must be closed as provided in Section 40 of the By-Laws. 

Maturity of Contracts. 

KuLE 31. — When a contract shall mature on Simday, or a legal 
holiday, delivery on such contract shall be made on the preceding 
business day. On contracts maturing on any other day upon 
which the Produce Exchange does not hold a business session, de- 
liveries shall be made on the following business day. 

Defaults. 

Rule 32. — Sec. I. — In case any property, contracted for future 
delivery, be not delivered at maturity of contract, the purchaser 
shall notify, in writing, the Committee on Grain, of the failure 
to deliver, and the Committee on Grain, shall, at the next call, 
publicly read such notice, and buy in the Grain for account of 
the party directing the purchase, but no unreasonable price shall 
be paid, arising from manipulated or fictitious markets, or un- 
usual detention in transportation. Any legitimate loss resulting 
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to the buyer shall be paid by the party in default, and the Grain 
80 bought in shall be a good delivery on defaulted contracts ma- 
turing that day. 

Sec. II. — In case any property contracted for delivery is not 
received and paid for when properly tendered, it shall be the 
duty of the seller — ^in order to establish any claim on the pur- 
chaser — to sell it on the market at any time during the next 24 
hours, at his discretion, after such default shall have been made, 
notifying the purchaser within one hour of such sale, and any 
loss resulting to the seller shall be paid by the party in default. 

Bsokeb's Liability. 

EuLE 33. — Brokers making transactions for account of persons 
not members of the Exchange, or for firms or corporations having 
no representative member of the Exchange authorized and em- 
powered to bind them in contracts under these Kules, shall make 
contracts in their own name. 

Final Appeals. 

KuLE 34. — ^Any party feeling himself aggrieved by the decision 
of the Committee on Grain in the interpretation of these Kules, 
shall have the right of app^al to the Board of Managers of the 
Produce Exchange, and no change shall be made in these Eules 
by the Committee on Grain before submitting the same to a 
meeting of the Grain Trade properly called, at which twenty 
shall constitute a quorum.

Adopted September 1, 1875, and Amended April 8 and August 8, 
1876, AND March 15, 1881, and August 30, 1884. 



First. — In order to facilitate deliveries of Grain arriving by 
rail at the port of New York, it is hereby mutually agreed by 
and between the parties hereto, in consideration of the adoption 
and enforcement of the following rules by the said parties re- 
spectively, in the manner and to the extent hereinafter set forth, 
and also for other good and valuable considerations, as follows : 

Second. — The Railroad Companies, parties hereto, may put 
together in warehouses, boats or other receptacles, provided by 
themselves for that purpose, Grain of the same kind and grade, 
without regard to ownership, after the same has been inspected, 
graded and weighed, in accordance with the rules of the Produce 
Exchange, as hereinafter set forth ; but nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as depriving shippers of the right of preserv- 
ing the identity of Grain consigned to this market, if they shall 
so elect, subject only to such uniform conditions as may be made 
by the railroad companies, parties hereto, for that purpose. 

* NoTB.— Articles of agreement were entered into between the New York Produce 
Exchange and the New York, Bu£falo and West Shore Bailway Company, August 80, 1884, 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Bailroad Company, December 15, 1885, and the 
Lehigh Valley Bailroad Company, February 17, 1886, and are the same as the within articles 
of agreements, except at the end of Rule 2 of the *'' Rules of the Railroad Companies for 
Graded Grain at the Port of New York," add the words *' provided, however, that if con- 
signees so elect Grain will be held on storage at the same rate as in railroad elevators." 
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Thibd. — It ifl hereby further agreed that all questions of dif- 
ference between the New York Produce Exchange, or any mem- 
ber thereof, and the Kailroad Companies, or either of them, 
growing out of the inspection and delivery of Grain, shall be 
settled by a private Arbitration Committee, consisting of three 
persons, one of whom shall be selected by the President of the 
New York Produce Exchange, subject to the approval of the 
Committee on Grain, one by the , Railroad Companies, or the 
Company with which the controversy may arise, and these two 
to select a third ; and a decision of a majority of such Arbitration 
Committee shall be final as to the case presented. 

FouBTH. — Any of the parties to this agreement desiring any 
alteration of or amendment to any of the following rules, may give 
notice in writing to each of the other parties hereto, which notice 
shall contain the substance of the proposed alteration or amend- 
ment, and shall designate the time and place (in the City of New 
York) for a meeting of the said parties to consider and act on the 
same, and which time shall be at least 30 days subsequent to the 
date of said notice. 

Fifth. — The New York Produce Exchange agrees to adopt 
and enforce, as far as it legally may, the following rules, to be

Rule 1. — The " Committee on Grain " of the Produce Ex- 
change shall, upon the execution of this agreement, proceed to 
establish grades of all kinds of Grain, and shall prepare and keep 
at the Produce Exchange standard samples of such grades ; and 
for the proper maintenance of the grades of Grain, as established 
under the provisions of this rule, the Committee on Grain shall 
appoint an Inspector-in-Chief , whose term of office and those of 
his appointees shall be subject to the pleasure of said Committee, 
and who shall perform the duties as set forth in the following rules. 
The Committee on Grain shall also do such other proper and 
needful things as shall from time to time be required for properly 
carrying out this system of grading Grain. 
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KuLE 2. — The Inspector-in-Chief shall appoint such number of 
deputies, as, in his opinion, or in the opinion of the Committee 
on Grain, shall be sufficient to insure the prompt and reliable 
inspection of each car of Grain upon its arrival at the Hudson 
River terminus of the Railroads, and the performance of such 
other duties as may devolve upon him or them under these rules.

Rule 3. — Immediately after thei^ appointment, and before 
performing any of the duties of their office, the Inspector-in-Chief 
and his deputies shall be required to fake or subscribe to the

OATH OR AFFIRMATION. 
I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that I will execute the 
duties of an Inspector of Grain, under the rules of the New York Produce 
Exchange, with strict impartiality and according to the best of my ability. 

EuLE 4. — It shall be the duty of the Inspector-in-Chief or his 
deputies, to inspect and determine the grades of Grain (subject to 
inspection) in the cars ; to supervise the weighing of the Grain 
upon the railroad track or elevator scales, and to see that such 
scales are in correct working order when in use. He shall keep, 
or cause to be kept, in a book or books provided by him for that 
purpose, an accurate record of the number of each car; the kind, 
grade and quantity of Grain therein inspected and weighed ; the 
date of such inspection, and the name of the consignee. He shall 
also furnish to the Railroad Companies returns in duplicate of 
Grain so inspected and weighed at the Hudson River termini of 
their respective lines, which returns shall be made upon the fol-

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EuLE 5. — The compensation for inspection shall be at a rate 
per car to be determined and regulated by the ^Committee on 
Grain, and shall be payable weekly by the consignees to the 
Inspector-in-Chief. 

Rule 6. — On all sales of graded Grain, the tender of guaran- 
teed certificates, as described in Rule 1 of the Rules of the Rail- 
road Companies, shall constitute a delivery of the Grain as 
between sellers and buyers, except in the cases provided in Rules 
7 and 9 of the Railroad Companies, when such certificates shall 
-cease to be a valid delivery as between sellers and buyers. Such 
deliveries shall be made between the hours of 10 A. M. and 2 P. 
M. Deliveries shall be known as " regular " when three work- 
ing days, including the day of tender, are allowed by sellers. 
When the term " fresh " is used, it shall be understood to mean 
iour days, as above. Sellers shall deduct from their invoices the 
•customary half weighing, elevation or cost of delivery of Grain

— All Grain delivered under these Rules shall be 
weighed or measured, as provided in Rule 23 [now Rule 29] of 
the "Rules regulating the Grain Trade in the City of New 
York," and the weigher or measurer shall promptly furnish to 
the Railroad Company from whose boat or boats such delivery 
jshall be made, a true and correct return of the weight (in bushels

If any weigher or measurer shall refuse to permit such exam- 
ination and verification, or shall unreasonably impede the same,, 
the party aggrieved may make complaint to the Committee on 
Grain of the New York Produce Exchange, and if, after inves- 
tigation by the said Committee, such complaint be deemed sub- 
stantiated, the licens© of such weigher or measurer shall be 
revoked.

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The quantity of Grain represented by each certificate shall not 
•exceed 8,000 bushels, except of oats, for which the certificates 
shall not exceed 10,000 bushels each. These certificates shall be 
properly dated, and numbered consecutively, and shall state in 
detail the kind, grade and quantity of the Grain represented by 
them, and shall be furnished to the consignees before noon of the 
dates thereof, accompanied by the freight bills and inspection 
returns. The Railroad Company shall, however, have the right 
to withhold such certificates until the freight (computed upon the 
track or elevator scale weights, as verified by the Inspector) and 
all accrued charges upon the Grain represented by such certifi- 
<3ates shall have been paid. 

EuLE 2. — Consignees shall be allowed to hold Grain in boats 
four days (exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays), including the 
dates of the certificates, free of expense. After that time de- 
murrage shall accrue at one-eighth of one cent per bushel per 
"day, or part thereof, whether orders for delivery have been given 
or not, which charge shall then continue until the demurrage 
<5harge accrues, as provided in Rule 5. 

Rule 3. — Upon surrender of Certificates to the Railroad Com- 
pany issuing the same, with an order directing delivery of the 
<Train, the said Company shall give proper receipts for the said 
•certificates, and shall promptly deliver the grade and quantity of 
the Grain specified therein at any customary place of delivery in 
the port of New York, as directed, except as provided for in 
Rule 9. 

Rule 4. — The Raflroad Company shall not be required to 
place, free of towage, less than 4,000 bushels of one grade or 
kind of Grain at any one point in the harbor. 

Rule 5. — After Grain is ordered, consignees or owners shall be 
allowed three days, at the rate of demurrage provided in Rule 2 
(exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays), including that of its 
arrival at the specified point of destination, for unloading, and 
ahall thereafter pay ten dollars ($10) demurrage for each 24 
liours, or parts thereof, on each order for the delivery of 10,000 
l)ushels or less of one grade of oats, or 8,000 bushels, op^less^ of 
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one grade of any other kind of Grain, until the same be dis- 
charged, whether such time be within the original four days or 
not, but the Railroad Companiesshall have the right to terminate 
their liability in the manner provided in Rule 7. 

Rule 6. — The Railroad Company shall be liable as common 
carriers for the safety of Grain represented by their certificates, 
until delivered in accordance with these rules, but they shall have 
the right to terminate their liability in the manner provided in 
Rule 7. 

Rule 7. — If any certificate of graded Grain be not surrendered 
to the Railroad Company issuing the same within five days from 
and including the date thereof, with an order directing the deliv- 
ery of the Grain, the said Company may thereafter give not less 
than 48 hours' notice on the bulletin of the New York Produce 
Exchange, of their intention to store in Grain warehouses the 
Grain represented by such certificate ; and if such certificate be 
not surrendered within the time specified in such notice, with an 
order directing some other disposition of the property, said Com- 
pany may thereafter so store the Grain at the expense and risk of 
the owner thereof. Upon the surrender of the certificate for 
Grain so stored, and the payment of the accrued charges, the 
Railroad Company shall furnish a customary warehouse receipt 
in exchange therefor, and thereupon the liability of said Com- 
pany under such guaranteed certificate shall terminate. 

Rule 8. — All Grain for which no grades are established shall 
be kept separate, and delivered from track, or under such uni- 
form conditions as may be made by the Railroad Companies, 
parties hereto, Jor that purpose. 

Rule 9. — The Railroad Companies, parties hereto, shall require 
their employees in charge of Grain held afloat under these rules, 
to exercise care and watchfulness respecting the condition of 
such Grain, and to give notice to the Inspector-in-Chief , without 
unnecessary delay, of any change discovered by them in the con- 
dition of Grain in their charge. Also, to give to the Insppctor- 
i'n-Chief, or his deputies, at all times, every reasonable facility for 
the thorough examination of Grain, whether any report of its 
condition has been made by them or not. 
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It shall be the duty of the Inspector-in-Chief , from time to 
time, to cause examination to be made of the condition of Grain 
in boats for which guaranteed certificates have been issued, and 
, if any such Grain shall be found to be out of condition, he shall 
promptly give notice of the fact to the Railroad Company having 
,such Grain in its possession, and shall state in such notice the 
kind and grade of Grain, and as near as practicable its actual 
condition ; also the name and location of the boat or boats con- 
; taining the same. Whereupon the Railroad Company receiving 
such notice shall, without unnecessary delay, certify thereon the 
certificates outstanding upon which such Grain will be delivered, 
which certificates shall be those of the oldest numbers and dates 
then in circulation or uncancelled, also the quantity to be delivered 
under such certificates, and cause such notice to be posted upon 
the bulletin of the Produce Exchange, and thereafter the certifi- 
cates so posted shall cease to be a valid delivery of graded Grain 
under these rules, as between sellers and buyers. If aU the cer- 
tificates of the grade out of condition should have been sur- 
rendered, or not enough be outstanding to cover the quantity out 
of condition, then the parties having surrendered the certificates 
on which such Grain has been or shall be tendered, shall accept 
the same as good dehvery on such certificates, after deducting 
the quantity covered by such posted certificates, if any.

SUPPLEMENTAEY AGEEEMENT 

Responding to the Resolutions of the Grain Trade of March 

8, 1876, inviting the Railroad Companies to consider 

the request therein contained^ to receive and deliver 

identical parcels of Graded Grain when 

in 20 car loads or more. 



It is mutually agreed between the New York Produce Ex- 
change and the Kailroad Companies, parties to the foregoing 
agreement, as follows, viz.: 

First. — That it is to apply only to shipments first loaded in 
cars at Erie, Buffalo, Charlotte and Oswego, and then only when 
the bills of lading are issued for 8,000 bushels or its multiple of 
Com, Wheat, Barley and Eye, or 10,000 bushels or its multiple 
of Oats, which quantities shall represent boat loads respectively, 
and further, only when the bills of lading therefor state "To 
be graded, but identity preserved, if delivered at New York in 
such entire boat-load lots." 

Second. — That on arrival of such Grain it shall be delivered 
to boats, without regard to its grade, and receipt issued for the 
same to the consignee, in which shall be stated the name of the 
boat, the number of bushels of each grade, and the fact that the 
same has been mixed. Delivery to be made on surrender of 
receipt. 

Third. — That boats so loaded shall be delivered entire at one 
place and time, and if other^vi8e ordered shall be delivered sub- 
ject to the rules and rates of the agreement between the Produce 
Exchange and the Railroad Companies. 

Fourth. — That the Railroad Companies may cancel this by 10 
days' notice of any two of them, but it shall be reconsidered at 
the request of any party to it. 

I^ew Tork^ April 8, 1876. 
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At a meeting of the Corrmiittee on Grain for consultation, 
with the Representatives of the Railroad Companies 
who signed the Agreemervt for Orading Orain^ the 
Railroad Companies requested the passage of the fol- 
lowing resolution^ which was passed hy the Committee 
on Grain^ Dec. llth, 1878 : 

Resol/ved, That the Kaihroads may use discretion respecting 
the delivery of the oldest or later receipts of graded Grain, for 
their own or the accommodation of the consignees, and in such 
cases no responsibility shall attach to said companies in addition 
to those provided for by the agreement between the Railroad 
Companies and the Produce Exchange.

The Railroad Companies also adopted the following 
Regulations regarding the deliveries of Bondedy 
Unmerchantable an^ Ungraded Grain: 

Under Rule 8 of the Agt^ement between the Railroads and 
the Produce Exchange, the former have the right, upon Grain 
for which no grades are established, to make such uniform con- 
ditions for delivery as may be agreed upon among themselves. 

Therefore, the Railroads respectfully present the following 
rules : 

GRAIN IN BOND. 

Consignees shall be allowed to hold said Grain in bond free of 
charge for two full days (exclusive of Sundays and legal holi- 
days), not counting the day on which sample is tendered ; said 
days to end at 6 P. M. After that time demurrage shall accrue 
at a uniform rate for each day, or part thereof, on each and every 
lot. It is understood that a lot means all of one kind of Grain 
shipped under one bond. If delayed over two days from the 
date of the consignee's delivery order by deliveries of Grain 
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from the same boat, the current rate of demurrage per day shall 
be allowed the consignees for each day, or part thereof, thus de- 
layed, and no other claim for damage to be allowed. 

The Railroads shall not be required to place free of towage less 
than 4,000 bushels in one lot, at any one point in the harbor, and 
$6 shall be charged for each and every lot delivered at any point 
within the harbor limits. 

UNMERCHANTABLE GRAIN 

and Grain for which no grade is established will be subject to the 
same charges for delivery and demurrage as Grain in bond. 

From December 1st, 1878, until further notice, the shortage 
on unmerchantable Grain in excess of 12 bushels per 1,000 bushels 
on each lot shall be guaranteed. 

UNGRADED GRAIN 

will be subject to the same charges for demurrage as Grain in 
bond.

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EEGULATIONS OF INSPECTION. 



As Amended, to take Effect March 8, 1884, amended 

October 28, 1884, October 9, 1888, and 

December 22, 1888. 



Inspectors shall, when necessary, make their reasons for grading Grain 
fully known by notations on their books. 

All Wheat to be graded into store or vessel shall be examined before being 
elevated, and the Inspector-in-Chief and all persons inspecting Wheat under 
his direction are forbidden to assist, advise or superintend the mixing together 
of different grades or qualities of Wheat. 

All Wheat, Oats and Barley shall be tested, and the weight per bushel 
entered on the Inspection Book. 

The Inspector-in-Chief shall exercise care and watchfulness over all Graded 
Grain which shall be held on storage, and shall cause frequent examinations to 
be made of its condition. He shall report to the Committee on Grain all cases 
of improper storing or handling of Graded Grain, and shall object to such stor- 
ing as will imperil its safe keeping, or prevent its proper examination at all 
times, or allow of its deterioration because of its being so stored as to prevent 
its being properly handled for the purposes of preservation. In all cases where 
the Inspector shall object to the manner of storing any Graded Grain in regu- 
lar warehouses, and the warehouseman shall disregard such objection, the 
Inspector shall immediately notify the Committee on Grain, who shall cause 
examination to be made, and if the action of the Inspector is approved, and the 
warehouseman shall refuse to be guided thereby, or shall refuse to correct the 
fault complained of by properly storing the Grain, it shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Grain to make complaint against such warehouseman as provided 
in Rule 5, Sec. 1. 

Any duly authorized Inspector of Grain who shall be guilty of neglect of 
duty, or who shall knowingly or carelessly inspect or grade any Grain im- 
properly, or who shall accept any money or other consideration, directly or 
indirectly, for any neglect of duty or the improper performance of any duty as 
Inspector of Grain, and any person who shall improperly influence any Inspec- 
tor of Grain in the performance of his duties as such Inspector, shall be imme- 
diately reported to the Committee on Grain for its action. 
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Each Assistant Inspector, when on duty, shall wear a badge furnished by 
the Inspector-in-Chief, plainly designating his position. 

The Inspector-in-Chief, and all persons inspecting Grain under his direc- 
tion, shall in no case make the grade of Grain above that of the poorest quality 
found in any lot of Grain, when it has evidently been mixed or doctored for 
the purposes of deception. 

All persons employed in the Inspection of Grain shall promptly report any 
attempts to defraud the system of Grain Inspection. They shall also report to 
the said Inspector-in-Chief, in writing, all instances where warehousemen or 
the Railroad Companies shall deliver, or attempt to deliver. Grain of a lower 
grade than that called for by the certificate. They shall also report all 
attempts of receivers or shippers of Grain to instruct or in any way influence 
the action or opinion of the Inspector, and the Inspector-in-Chief shall imme- 
diately report such cases to the Committee on Grain. 

The Inspector-in-Chief shall, for the information of members, cause to be 
exhibited daily in the Exchange fair average samples of inspected and consoli- 
dated Grain received by Rail, and when requested shall give any general infor- 
mation he may possess respecting the quantity, quality or condition of Grain 
arriving at any or all of the lines ; but neither the Inspector nor his Assistants 
shall give any information whatever respecting specific parcels or boat loads. 

The Inspector-in-Chief may appeal to the Committee on Grain respecting 
the performance of his duties. In no case, however, shall he reveal to the 
Committee, or to any member thereof, the ownership of any Grain submitted 
to him for consultation. 

The said Inspector-in-Chief is hereby authorized to collect, until further 
notice, on all Grain inspected under his direction, as follows: 

For Inspection and Veeification of Track Weiuhts — 30 cents per car 
load. 

For Inspection of Boat Loads of Canal Grain — Three dollars each. 

For Inspection into Regular Warehouses — 60 cents per 1,000 bushels. 

For Inspection out of Regular Warehouses— 60 cents per 1,000 bushels. 

For Out Inspection and Superintending at place of delivery of Grain 
afloat (when requested) — sixty cents per 1,000 bushels. 

The fees for inspection to be paid by the party in whose interest the inspec- 
tion was made. 

The Inspector-in-Chief shall issue an inspection certifleate stating grade 
and quality.

Rule 1. — Consignees, electing to have Grain (received on rail- 
road bills of lading, subject to free lighterage) remain in Eleva- 
tor on storage, subject to the Railroad Elevator Rules and rates 
of storage, will be granted free lighterage on delivery from 
Elevator ; provided, however, that such Grain inspects in good 
order on its arrival, and notice to store be given in writing before 
such Grain is received in Elevator; the right being reserved to 
store only such kind and grade of Grain as may be from time to 
time agreed upon by the different Railroad Elevators ; and after 
such Grain is delivered from the Elevator it will be allowed three 
(3) days, including that of its arrival (prior to 6 P. M.) at a speci- 
fied point of destination, free of charge, and shall thereafter pay 
$10 demurrage for each twenty-four hours, or part thereof, on 
each order for delivery of 10,000 bushels or less of one grade of 
Oats, and 8,000 bushels or less of any other Grain until dis- 
charged; on deliveries made at 7 P. M., demurrage will be 
charged for the following day. 

Rule 2. — All Grain placed in store on storage by consignees, 
as provided in Rule 1 (one), shall be at owner's risk of fire and 
depreciation in value by heating, from time delivered into the 
Elevator until actually delivered therefrom.

No. 2 White Oats shall be seven-eighths White, and equal to No. 2 Oats 
in all other respects, weighing not less than 28 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 White Oats shall be mainly White, sound, reasonably clean, and 
reasonably free from other Grain, weighing not less than 25 lbs. to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 1 Oats shall be bright, sound, reasonably clean, and free from other 
Gram, weighing not less than 31 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Oats shall be reasonably sound, reasonably clean, and reasonably 
free from other Grain, weighing 28 lbs. and over to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Oats. — All merchantable Oats unfit for any of above grades shall be 
graded No. 3. 

Rejected Oats. — All Oats, damp, unsound, dirty, or for any other cause 
unfit for No. 3, shall be graded Rejected.

No. 1 Bright shall be of a bright, natural color, plump, sound and well

No. 1 Canada Barley shall be of a bright natural color, plump, sound, 
and well cleaned, weighing not less than 48 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Canada Barley may be slightly stained, otherwise sound, reasonably 
clean, weighing not less than 47^ lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Canada Barley shall be sound, fit for malting, that will not grade 
No. 2 or better. 

No. 1. State Barley, four-rowed, shall be of a bright natural color, plump, 
sound, and well cleaned, weighing not lefs than 48 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 State Barley, four-rowed, shall be plump, sound, reasonably clean, 
but may be slightly stained, and weighing not less than 46^ lbs. to the meas- 
ured bushel.

1, reasonably clean, and reasonably free from other grain, weighing not less 
than 48 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

Extra No. 3 Western Barley shall be the same as No. 2 Western Bar- 
ley in all respects, except as to color, which may be dark. 

No. 3 Western Barley shall include shrunken, or otherwise slightly dam- 
aged Barley, weighing not less than 44 lbs. to the measured bushel.

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No. 2 White Canada Peas shall be bright, sound, reasonably clean, aniJ 
reasonably free from bugs, and may admit of a greater admixture of gray» 
green and dead peas than the grade No. 1.

EEGULATIM THE FLOUR TRADE 

AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 

NEW YORK PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 



ADOPTED DECEMBER 5, 1872, AND AMENDED SEPTEMBER 8, 1874 ; JUNE 6, 1879, 
SEPTEMBER 90, 1879 ; JANUARY 8, 1880 ; MARCH 8, 1881 ; OCTO- 
BER 18, 1882; FEBRUARY 20, 1884; APRIL 
10, 1884 ; AND MAY 22, 1884. 



KuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Committee on Flour, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of the 
Flour Trade. It shall be the duty of this Committee to properly 
discharge the obligations imposed upon them by these rules, and 
also to consider and decide all disputes arising between members 
dealing in Flour which may be submitted to them. A majority 
of the Committee shall constitute a quorum, but the Committee 
shall fill temporary vacancies, if requested by either party, by 
some person or persons representing the same interest as the ab- 
sent member or members, and a decision of a majority of those 
present at any hearing shall be final and binding. They shall 
keep a record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars 
shall be paid to the Committee for each reference case heard by 
them, to be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Committee. Provided, however, that 
nothing herein shall prevent settlement of questions of difference 
by private arbitration, or as provided for in tKe By-Laws. 

EuLE 2. Sec. I. — It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Flour, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers, to pro- 
vide proper oflSces for the Inspector and his assistants, to regulate 
tlie salaries, appoint and discharge the Chief Inspector, his depu- 
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ties and assistants, and take general charge of the Inspection De- 
partment. They shall also adopt and keep for reference a stand- 
ard sample of each of the various grades of Flour and Meal, and 
furnish duplicate samples to the Inspector-in-Chief , and see that 
these standards are strictly adhered to in classifying Flour and 
Meal. 

Sec. II. — It shall also be their duty to report from time to time 
to the Trade for adoption such regulations as they may think nec- 
essary for the inspection of Flour, and no change shall be made 
in such regulations or in the grades so established, except at a 
meeting of the Trade, to be called by the Committee on Flour, 
due notice of the changes proposed being posted on the Bulletin 
of the Exchange. 

Sec. III. — It shall also be their duty to report for discipline 
any case that may come to their notice of counterfeiting or imi- 
tating brands of Flour or inspection marks. 

KuLE 3. Sec. I. — The charges for inspection shall be one and 
one-half cents per barrel and one cent per sack of Flour, and one 
cent per barrel of Meal. Of the original charge for inspection 
the seller shall be entitled to collect from the buyer one-half cent 
per package, and on any re-inspection the charge shall be one 
cent per package, to be equally divided between the seller and the 
buyer when ordered by the latter. The charges for weighing of 
25 barrels and the taring of 5 barrels shall be one dollar and fifty 
cents, and for weighing without taring three cents on each barrel 
or bag weighed, to be equally divided between the seller and the 
buyer. All charges for inspection and weighing shall be collected 
by the Superintendent, in such manner as the Committee on 
Flour shall designate, and paid to the Treasurer of the Exchange, 
who shall, to an amount not exceeding $20,000, keep the same 
separate from the iunds of the Exchange, and the same shall be 
known as " The Flour Inspection Fund." 

Sec II. — The salaries, other expenses and claims for damages 
connected with the inspection of Flour, shall be audited by the 
Committee on Flour and paid by the Treasurer from the Flour 
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Inspection Fund, under the direction of the Finance Committee, 
as provided in Sec. 25 of the By-Laws. 

• Rule 4. — It shall be the duty of the Chief Inspector to collect 
the borings of Flour, and effect sales of the same under the direc- 
tion of the Committee on Flour, the proceeds of such sales to be 
paid into the Treasury of the Exchange, and placed to the credit 
of the Flour Inspection Fund. 

Rule 5. — It shall be the duty of the Chief Inspector to keep a 
record of each and every lot of Flour inspected, designating the 
brand and the grade or grades of such Flour, and for whose ac- 
count the same may have been inspected, and immediately after 
the inspection of any lot of Flour, whether on dock or in store, 
to deliver to the receiver, or parties ordering such inspection, a 
certificate of the same and a sample of the Flour when required. 
A record shall also be kept and a certificate furnished for each 
and every lot weighed, and all certificates shall be issued in the 
name of the Exchange, and signed by the Chief Inspector. The 
Inspector shall furnish proper information at all times to parties 
interested. 

Rule 6. Sec. I. — Any holder of a certificate of inspected 
Flour, who shall be dissatisfied with such inspection, may call for 
a re-inspection, subject to appeal to the Committee on Flour. If 
the decision of the Inspector shall be sustained, the cost of 
re-inspection shall be borne by the holder of the certificate ; but 
if not sustained, by reason of error on the part of the Inspector 
or his deputies, the Exchange shall be liable for actual damage 
occasioned thereby, and claims shall be audited and paid out of 
said Inspection Fund in the order received, whenever said fund 
is suflScient for that purpose, a suflicient sum being first deducted 
from said fund to provide for such salaries and expenses con- 
nected with the inspection office as the Exchange may be called 
upon to pay. 

Sec. II. — Any holder of a Certificate of Inspection may appeal 
from the decision of the Inspector to the Committee on Flour, 
upon the payment to them of a fee of five dollars, in case the 
inspection is sustained, for each parcel submitted. 
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RcLB 7. — All Flour inspected " sound " shall have the name 
of the J^'ew York Produce Exchange Inspection and the grade it 
represents, together with the month and year thereof, branded 
upon each sack and upon the side of each barrel. All unsound 
flour shall be branded only with the grade it represents. Meal in 
barrels shall be inspected as to soundness only. 

Rule 8. — In order to establish a valid claim for a deduction on 
account of light weight of Flour, such Flour must be weighed by 
the Inspectors, at the place of delivery (whether the same be " on 
tlie dock " or " in store *'), and the Inspector's certificate, under 
the following rules, shall be the basis of such claim. 

Rule 9. — ^Where Flour is sold in barrels, the Inspectors shall 
ascertain and certify to the weight of 25 barrels out of each par- 
cel submitted to them for weighing, using the tares marked on 
the barrels ; and shall also empty 5 of said barrels, and certify to 
tlie marked and actual weight or " tare " of each. Where no 
*^ tare " is marked upon the barrels, the Inspectors shall find the 
average weight of the 5 barrels emptied as above and adopt it as 
the '* tare "' in ascertaining the net weight of the 25 barrels. 
When Flour is sold in sacks, the gross weight shall be considered 
as the actual weight, and the Inspectors shall ascertain and certify 
as to the gross weight of 25 packages out of each parcel sub- 
mitted to them for weighing, and in collating the result any 
over-weight so shown shaJl be taken to o£^t an equal amoimt of 
light-weighL 

Rule 10. — In collating the results of the weighing and taring 
of Flour packed in barrels, light or over-weight indicated by 
tarinc' shall offset an equal amount of over or light-weight shown 
bv weighing ; but, beyond this extent, any over-weight shown by 
weiffhiiur ^1^^ ^^^^^ ^ allowed to offset any light-weight that may 
appear^ but the remaining light-weight, if any be shown by the 
certificate, sliall be taken as an average, by which the light- 
wei<rht of tlie entire parcel of Flour, and the consequent claim 
upon the seller of the same, shall be determined. 

Rule 11. — Packages of Flour which may be found largely de- 
ficient in weight, from bad order or other cause, shall not enter 
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into the average, but their weight shall be separately ascertained 
and certified to by the Inspector. 

Rule 12. — Where a lot of Flour is very irregular in weight, 
either the buyer or seller may require the entire parcel to be 
weighed. 

Rule 13. — On all sales of Flour the buyer shall have twenty- 
four hours from day of sale or notice of arrival to examine as to 
quality. 

Rule 14. — When Flour is sold to arrive within a specified time, 
" Lighterage Free," the tender as to time shall be on a notice 
from seller to buyer of arrival at a railroad terminus or trans- 
portation line dock in the port of New York. 

When sold to arrive within a specified time, " Delivered along- 
side Yessel," or " Free on Board," in the absence of special 
agreement, the buyer shall furnish a place for delivery within 24 
hours from notice from seller of arrival, and the tender as to 
time shall be on arrival alongside. 

Rule 15. — In the absence of special agreement, all Flour 
purchased " in store " shall be understood as being ready and de- 
signed for immediate delivery ; but the purchaser shall not be 
liable to any charge for storage or insurance if the Flour be re- 
moved within seven days. 

Rule 16. — Where Flour is purchased " on the dock," or " to 
arrive," the buyer shall assume the same relations towards the 
vessel or transportation line by which the Flour arrives that the 
seller previously held, as regards its removal from the place of 
delivery within the time granted by such lines for that purpose. 

Rule 17. — Where Flour sold remains in store longer than 
seven days, the seller shall not be liable to the expense of cooper- 
ing the same on delivery, without a special agreement to that 
effect. 

Rule 18. — Sales of Flour being made for cash, seller shall have 
the right to demand payment at the time of passing title. 

Rule 19. — Only Flour inspected by the New York Produce 
Exchange Inspections shall be recognized by the Exchange after 
March 1st, 1884. 
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KuLE 20. — Any party feeling himself aggrieved by the de- 
cision of the Committee on Flour in the interpretation of these 
Rules, shall have the right of appeal to the Board of Managers of 
the New York Produce Exchange ; and no change shall be made 
in these Rules by the Committee on Flour before submitting the 
same to a meeting of the Flour Trade, properly called, at which 
twenty shall constitute a quorum. 

The following are the grades established, the standards of 
which shall conform to those adopted at the meeting of the Flour 
Trade, held January 15th, 1884 :

AT NEW YORK. 



First, — All Flour shipped to New York direct, for delivery at railroad piers 
or stations, will be held free of charge, subject to the conditions expressed in 
Rule 5, for a period not exceeding five days (Sundays, legal holidays and day 
of notice of arrival not included). 

Second, — All Flour shipped * * lighterage free," and which the consignees may 
desire delivered at the railroad piers or stations in New York, will be delivered 
at such piers or stations, allowing the same time as provided in Rule 1 ; pro- 
vided consignees notify the railroads, previous to arrival of the property, of 
their desire to have the same so delivered. If, however, the Flour is ordered 
delivered to the railroad piers or stations in New York subsequent to arrival, 
it must be removed within forty-eight hours after notice of arrival at said 
piers or stations. 

Third. — All Flour shipped ** lighterage free," notice of arrival having been 
given consignee, if not ordered under Rule 2, will be held, free of charge, 
subject to order of consignee, for a period not exceeding ten days (Sundays, 
legal holidays and day of notice of arrival not included). 

Fourth, — All freight charges on Flour shall be paid upon presentation of 
the freight bills, provided the same are not presented before arrival of the 
property. 

Fifth,— All Flour held at piers or stations in New York or Jersey City, in 
accordance with these rules, shall be subject to the conditions expressed in the 
bill of lading under which the Flour is shipped. 

Sixth,— It the Flour referred to in Rules 1, 2 and 8 is not removed, it will 
be stored at the risk and expense of the owner or consignee, at the expiration 
of the time mentioned therein, at any regular warehouse within lighterage 
limits of the port. 

These regulations will take effect on Thursday, January 21, 1886; all Flour 
then on hand to be considered as having arrived on that date.

KuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers 
after their election, or as soon as practicable thereafter, the Presi- 
dent shall (subject to the approval of the Board), appoint as a 
Committee on Distilled Spirits, five members of the New York 
Produce Exchange, who are known as members of the Distilled 
Spirits Trade. This Committee shall remain in office until their 
successors are appointed, unless the Board shall otherwise direct, 
and its duty shall be to properly discharge the obligations imposed 
upon them by these rules, and also to consider and decide all dis- 
putes arising between members dealing in Distilled Spirits which 
may be submitted to them. A majority of the Committee shall 
constitute a quorum, but the Committee may fill temporary 
vacancies, if requested by either of the disputants, with some 
person or persons representing the same interest as the absent 
member or members, and a decision of a majority of those present 
at a hearing of a case shall be final. They shall keep a record of 
their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars shall be paid to the 
Committee for each case heard by them, to be paid by the party 
adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise ordered by the Commit- 
tee. Provided, however, that nothing herein shall prevent settle- 
ment of questions of difference by private arbitration, or as 
provided for in the By-Laws. 

Rule 2. — It shall be the duty of the Committee on Distilled 
Spirits to approve and license, as Inspectors and Gangers of Dis- 
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tilled Spirits, such persons as, upon examination, are found duly 
qualified. The Committee shall also have power to revoke such 
licenses for cause. 

KuLE 3. — Inspectors and Grangers must make their returns in 
accordance with the straight gauge rod, the wantage rod, and the 
hydrometer used by the Grovemment in the assessment of the tax 
on Distilled Spirits, or a Gendar hydrometer which shall conform 
in all respects to the Government standard. 

Rule 4. — Inspectors and Gangers shall make a detailed return 
{in duplicate) of each lot inspected, showing the serial number of 
«ach barrel, the serial number of each stamp affixed thereto, the 
^uge, wantage, proof, and number of proof gallons. In case of 
measurement on account of complaint, the Inspector and Ganger 
shall make a certificate, in duplicate, showing the serial numbers 
of the barrels measured, and the result of such measurement. 

Rule 5. — The seller shall have the right to designate the 
Inspector and Ganger, who shall be entitled to receive ten (10) 
•cents per barrel for inspection, to be paid by the seller. 

Rule 6. — All complaints relative to the inspection of goods 
«old must be made in writing, and addressed to the seller, who 
shall immediately notify the Inspector and Ganger to verify or 
correct his inspection. 

Rule 7. — Complaints concerning inspection must be made 
within forty-eight hours after the delivery of the order for the 
goods. 

Rule 8. — No claim for error in gauge shall be allowed, unless 
aU the barrels of the lot in question be submitted, and have not 
received any driving or other cooperage subsequent to the inspec- 
tion complained of. 

Rule 9. — In case of a complaint based upon an alleged error 
in gauge, the Inspector and Ganger who made the original in- 
dspection shall immediately measure the lot in question in con- 
formity with the following, viz. : the average gauge of a lot of 
twenty-five (25) barrels or more shall be estimated by the actual 
measurement, with a sealed measure, of not less than one barrel 
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in five of the lot, and the serial numbers of the barrels so meas- 
ured shall, when lot sold runs serially, be in direct rotation. In 
lots of less than twenty-five barrels, either buyer or seller may insist 
upon the measurement of the whole lot, or of any portion thereof, 
greater than one barrel in five. If the complaint be ascertained 
to be not well founded, the Inspector and Ganger shall be entitled 
to receive five (5) cents per barrel on the lot so measured, to be 
paid by the complainant. Should the error have arisen from the 
false shape or construction of the barrel, he shall be entitled to 
receive five (5) cents per barrel on the lot, to be paid by the 
seller. Should the fault have been his own, through the error of 
his instruments or otherwise, he shall nofc be entitled to receive 
any compensation for such measurement ; provided, no claim on 
account of barrel measurement shall be considered adjustable 
unless made within forty-eight hours after purchase, exclusive of 
Sundays and legal holidays. 

EuLE 10. — Upon the receipt of an amended Inspector's and 
Ganger's return, or a certificate showing amendment, the seller, 
shall alter his bill in accordance with said amendment, which bill 
so altered, shall be paid by the buyer. 

Rule 11. — ^When a sale is made, and order given before 2 
o'clock P. M., the buyer must present the order for acceptance 
on the same day. If it be not accepted, he must notify the seller 
of the fact before 12 o'clock noon on the next succeeding busi- 
ness day. 

Rule 12. — When a sale is made, and order given after 2 
o'clock P. M., the buyer must present the order for acceptance 
before 12 o'clock noon on the next succeeding business day. If 
it be not accepted, he shall notify the seller of the fact before 
12:30 o'clock P. M. on that day. 

Rule 13. — Highwine barrels must be new (not re-filled), and 
made of well-seasoned timber of the kind usually employed in 
the manufacture of whiskey barrels. They must be sound, in 
good cartage order, and bound with not less than six (6) iron 
hoops. 

Rule 14. — All transactions in Highwines, Spirits, &c., between 
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members of the New York Produce Exchange, shall be governed 
by the above Eules ; but nothing therein contained shall be con- 
strued as interfering in any way with the rights of members to 
make such special contracts or conditions as they may desire.

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RULES 

Regulating the Naval Store Trade

>A^ith Amendments of May 2S, 1874; September 3, 1874, 
and July 21, 1876. 



KuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a CoMMnrEE on Naval Stobes, five members 
of the New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members 
of the Naval Store Trade, two of them being dealers exclusively 
for Export. The duty of this Committee shall be to properly 
discharge the obligations elsewhere imposed on them by these 
Eules, to decide the prices of Naval Stores at all the markets on 
any given day, or during any given period, as a basis for settle- 
ment between members of this Exchange, and to consider and 
decide all disputes arising between members dealing in Naval 
Stores, which may be submitted to them. A majority of the 
Committee shall constitute a quorum, and a decision pf a majority 
of those -present at any meeting shall be final. They shall keep 
a record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars shall be 
paid to the Committee for each reference case heard by them, to 
be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Committee. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent settlement of questions of differ- 
ence by private arbitration, or as provided for in the By-Laws. 
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SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 

Rule 2. — Unless otherwise specified all contracts for Spirits 
Turpentine shall be by the gauged gallon, and all barrels shall 
have the gross contents distinctly marked in the usual manner. 

Rule 3. — Buyers may examine and test, at their own expense, 
the accuracy of marked gauges to the extent of ten (10) per cent, 
of any lot, and the average difference thus ascertained shall be 
accepted as that existing between the actual and marked gauges 
— buyer or seller, as the case may be, receiving credit for such 
difference, but any ascertained difference m gauges may be recti- 
fied by the re-gauging the entire lot by another Inspector, at 
seller's expense. 

R(jLE 4. — Gauges thus rectified shall be cut or branded, a& 
above provided, in correction of the original brand or mark, 
which shall be erased. 

Rule 5. — Spirits Turpentine sold in shipping order shall be 
" white," and equal in color to a standard sample established by 
and held in the custody of the " Committee on Naval Stores." 

R ULE 6. — Packages for " shipping order " must be well made, 
new Qr good second-hand barrels of well-seasoned white oak, 
holding from 38 to 55 gallons. They shall have six (6) iron 
hoops, and four quarter and bilge hoops, and have when new at 
least three good coats of glue ; second-hand barrels to have two 
fresh coats of good glue. Each barrel shall have at least one good 
coat of Spanish brown paint on the heads ; and when filled, the 
bungs shall be tight and well glued in. 

Rule 7. — Before delivery, the barrels having been filled to 
within one and three-quarters or two inches of the bung, the 
packages and their contents shall be examined by an authorized 
Inspector, who shall reject as unfit for " shipping order ": 

a. All poor, misshapen and ill-made barrels, as well as those 
which are not equal in all respects to the requirements of these 
rules. 

5. All barrels which are " sweating " at time of examination. 

c, AU barrels which are leaking. 
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d. All barrels found to contain water, dissolved glue, or any- 
other foreign substance, or on which the glue-coating is found to 
have softened. 

e. Converted whiskey barrels, as well as all packages which 
have been used for other purposes than holding Spirits Turpen- 
tine, except first-class refined Petroleum barrels in shipping 
order, properly steamed and glued, which shall be a good delivery 
on all contracts for both " shipping " and " merchantable " order, 
said barrels to be subject to a deduction of 50 cents each. 

. Rule 8. — All sales of Spirits Turpentine not otherwise speci- 
fied shall be understood as in merchantable order, in yard. 

Rule 9. — To constitute a good delivery on sales of Spirits Tur- 
pentine in " merchantable order," " spot," or " to arrive," there 
must not be in any parcel over ten (10) per cent, of colored and 
ten (10) per cent, of whiskey barrels. 

Rule 10. — New York barrels shall be a good delivery on a 
sale of Southern barrels, but the buyer shall not be obliged to 
pay an increased price therefor. 

Rule 11. — Spirits sold on wharf, New York side, when 
weighed or gauged, and ordered delivei'ed before 3 o'clock P. M., 
shall be at buyer's risk thereafter. 

Rule 12. — Deductions on Spirits Turpentine shall be allowed 
as follows : 

On whiskey barrels, 50 cents each barrel. 
On petroleum barrels, 50 cents each barrel. 
On broken staves, or chimes, 25 cents each. 
On broken heads, 50 cents each. 

On colored spirits, 1 cent per gallon for each " stroke " 
allowed by Ganger or Inspector up to five " strokes." 
Over five " strokes " is declared unmerchantable. 
Rule 13. — Weigher, Ganger, or Inspector's returns shall cor- 
rectly set forth as well the weights, tares and contents, as all de- 
ductions to which the buyer is entitled, and when accepted shall 
be final between buyer and seller, except in case of fraud. They 
must be verified on oath or afllrmation, when required by either 
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party, and shall not be valid when more than three days old at 
time of delivery in yard or to vessel. 

E08IN. 

HuLE 14. — Kosin shall be bought and sold by the barrel of 280 
lbs. gross, shall be weighed by pounds, proper allowance being 
made for moisture and adhering dirt, and each barrel shall have 
its weight distinctly marked on one head. 

Rule 15. — Buyers may examine and test, at their own expense, 
the accuracy of weights to extent of ten (10) per cent, of any lot, 
and any error thus ascertained shall be corrected by re-weighing 
the lot by another weigher, at seller's expense, or the average dif- 
ference as ascertained may by mutual agreement be made basis of 
settlement ; provided that buyers shall have the privilege of ex- 
amining and testing medium and fine Rosin to any extent they 
choose at their own expense ; provided further, that sellers shall 
tender only such grades as they have to deliver, and shall pay the 
inspection charges on all rejections over ten per cent, in any par- 
cel so tendered. 

Rule 16. — ^Weigher's returns more than thirty days old at time 
of delivery in yard or to ship shall not be valid. 

Rule 17. — Rosin in shipping order shall have two good heads, 
the top head well lined. Each barrel shall have eight wooden 
or four iron hoops, to say, two wooden or one iron hoop on each 
iead, and two wooden or one iron hoop on each bilge. 

Rule 18. — Strained Rosin shall be free from black, and aver- 
age equal to B and C of any approved standard. 

Rule 19. — Good strained shall consist of Rosin equal to stand- 
.•ard D, or fair proportions of C, D, E. 

Rule 20. — Standard samples shall be those of Hedenberg, 
Johnson & Hammond, and S. S. Haff & Co., which have been 
approved by the Supervising Inspector and the Committee on 
Naval Stores. 

RuLi^J 21. — Buyers of sampled Rosin may examine the same, at 
their own expense, prior to removal, after which no claim will be 
allowed, except in case of fraud. 
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Rule 22. — Sales by general sample shall be at buyer's risk, as 
to difference in quality, after removal from yard. 

KuLE 23. — All sales of Rosin, not otherwise specified, shall be 
understood as in shipping order in yard. New York weights and 
samples, with privilege to buyer of unexpired storage then ac- 
tually incurred by seller ; provided, however, that the buyer shall 
always be entitled to three days (including day of sale) free of all 
expense. 

Rule 24. — Buyers of cargoes afloat (spot, or to arrive) shall be 
entitled to delivery alongside one ship, one day for each five hun- 
dred (500) barrels, New York weights and samples. If dis- 
charged at yard, at buyer's expense, they shall be entitled to al- 
lowance from seller for what the coopering and weighing would 
have cost alongside ship. Demurrage after specified time shall be 
paid by buyers as per bill of lading, or charter-party. 

TAB. 

Rule 25. — Tar shall be sold as in shipping order, inspected and 
filled in yard ; and all transactions shall be governed, as far as ap- 
plicable, by the rules relating to Spirits Turpentine and Rosin. 

CONTRACTS FOB FUTURE DELIVEBY. 

Rule 26. — Contracts for future delivery of Naval Stores other 
than sales to arrive, or for specific dates, shall be understood to 
require five (5) days' notice, for delivery ; but in the absence of 
such notice or call from buyer, it shall be the duty of the seller, 
on maturity of the contract {i, ^., the last day specified therein), to 
tender the goods between the hours of 10 o'clock A. M. and 3 
o'clock P. M., whereupon he shall be entitled to payment in full 
therefor before the last-named hour. A proper tender will be the 
Weigher's or Inspector's return, together with an accepted order 
or a negotiable receipt for the goods, which need be surrendered 
only in exchange for cash or certified check ; provided^ however, 
in order to save unnecessary expense and delay, that for lots of 
over 500 barrels, Rosin may be estimated at 310 pounds gross 
weight per round barrel, and Spirits Turpentine at 43 gallons net, 
subject to adjustment on or before removal. 
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Rule 27. — All settlements of contracts shall be on the basis of 
310 pounds for a barrel of Kosin, and 43 gallons for a barrel of 
Spirits Turpentine. 

Rule 28. — Contracts for the delivery of Naval Stores may be 
assigned, and the assignee shall succeed to all the rights of the as- 
signor ; provided^ however, that neither of the original parties to 
a contract shall be released from their obligations to each other 
except by their mutual consent. 

Rule 29. — The insolvency of either party to a contract shall 
forthwith work its maturity, and settlement shall be made or dam- 
ages fixed at the prices current when the insolvency is declared. 

Rule 30. — The question of such insolvency shall be determined 
by the Board of Managers, from the voluntary statement of the 
insolvent party, or on complaint of alleged insolvency, due notice, 
as far as practicable, being given to all concerned. 

Rule 31. — Cash margins may be called when provided for in 
contracts, and shall be deposited in any good city bank, or a Trust 
Company, in the usual manner, payable to the joint order of the 
parties. The broker, or if so agreed, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Kaval Stores, hereinafter provided for, shall determine 
the title to such deposits ; and, in the event of any question aris- 
ing respecting margins, which cannot be arranged by the parties 
themselves or the broker, the same shall be determined by the 
chairman aforesaid. 

Rule 32. — A failure or refusal to put up a cash margin per 
terms of contract shall work the forfeiture thereof, and be treated 
as an act of insolvency. 

Rule 33. — The forms of contracts heretofore in use, marked A, 
B, C, D, for Wilmington or Charleston deliveries, are approved, 
and any disputes arising under such contracts shall be adjusted by 
these rules and New York customs.

Rule 34. — In all transactions where quantity is not specified, 
not less than twenty-five (25) barrels Spirits Turpentine, or one 
hundred (100) barrels Rosin or Tar, shall constitute a good de- 
livery. 
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Rule 35. — All sales are for prompt cash on delivery ; any de- 
viation from which shall be understood as merely of comi:esy. 

EuLE 36. — A better article, or of superior quality, shall always 
constitute a good delivery on a contract for inferior goods. 

Rule 37. — Goods to arrive shall be offered only : 

1. By vessel named. 

2. When Bill of Lading is in hand. 

3. On advices of actual shipment. 

Rule 38. — In case of sales to arrive by ship named, if it hap- 
pens that the seller has not on board the goods which he sold, it 
shall be his duty, on discovery thereof, to immediately notify the 
buyer, who shall thereupon have the option of cancelling the con- 
tract or requiring the delivery of like goods in yard on arrival of 
the vessel. 

Rule 39. — Goods publicly offered for sale may be accepted by 
any member, if not immediately taken by the person to whom 
they had been first offered. So, also, in case of public bids, they 
are open for acceptance by any one, if not immediately accepted 
by the person to whom they were first made. 

Rule 40. — Washed or fictitious sales are positively forbidden, 
and will render the parties concerned liable to suspension or ex- 
pulsion from the Produce Exchange. 

Rule 41. — Unless otherwise provided in Bills of Lading, all 
Naval Stores by sail vessels shall be landed at one of the regular 
Naval Store yards, when required by consignees, and free of ex- 
pense to them. 

Rule 42. — The consignee of the greatest number of barrels of 
Naval Stores, including Spirits Turpentine, on any vessel going 
to yard, shall have selection of the yard at which to discharge. 

Rule 43. — The Scale Beam manufactured by the " Journey- 
man Scale-Makers," or Fairbanks & Co., shall be used to test any 
disputed weights or tares ; provided^ however, that such Scale 
Beam must be tested at least once every six months at the shop 
of the manufacturers, or by the public authorities. 

Rule 44. — The Committee on Naval Stores may appoint (and 
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for proper cause, suspend or remove) Supervising Inspectors at 
New York, Wilmington, Charleston and Savannah, whose duty it 
shall be to examine and certify to the quantity, weights, gauges, 
and contents of such articles as may be sold subject to their su- 
pervision, and to superintend the proper stowage thereof onboard 
ship, subject always to these rules, and such regulations, not in 
conflict therewith, as may be adopted, from time to time, by the 
Committee aforesaid, who shall also fix the compensation to be 
paid the Inspectors by the parties employing them. 

RuLB 45. — Nothing herein shall be construed as interfering in 
any way with the right of members to make any special contracts 
or conditions they may wish. 

EuLB 46. — All the foregoing niles must be justly and liberally 
construed, and no property shall be rejected or condemned on a 
mere technicality.

SUPERVISING INSPECTORS 

ACTING AS BUYERS' AGENTS IN THE SHIPMENT OF NAVAL STORES AT THB 
PORTS OP NEW YORK, WILMINGTON, CHARLESTON AND SAVANNAH, 

ADOPTED BY 

THE COMMITTEE ON NAVAL STORES 

OP THE 

NEW YORK PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 
As Provided by Rule 44 op the Amended Rules. 



EtTLE 1. — One person (or firm) shall be appointed as Chief Su- 
pervising Inspector for the four ports above named, with power 
to appoint a sufficient number of deputies to meet the demands of 
trade, for whose acts he shall be responsible, and who, before en- 
tering on the discharge of their duties, must be approved by and 
receive a license from this Committee. 

Rule 2. — The compensation of said Inspectors shall be as fol- 
lows : 
On Rosin — 

For testing grades K, M & N on 100 per cent, of parcels ^.lOc. per bbl.

which shall cover all ordinary charges for inspection of weights, 
tares, and contents, as well as stowage. * 
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EuLE 3. — The Inspector and his deputies are forbidden to re- 
ceive from buyers or sellers extra compensation of any kind or 
nature for work done in the line of their duty, except such as may 
be awarded by the Inspection Committees of . Wilmington or 
Charleston for expenses properly incurred, or which may be au- 
thorized by this Committee. 

Rule 4. — Inspectors are forbidden to share or in any way inter- 
fere with the business of local inspection, confining themselves 
strictly to the examination of goods sold for delivery subject to 
their supervision, which must have been previously inspected by 
a local officer, 

Rule 5. — The Chief Supervising Inspector shall take his orders 
in writing from the buyer or his agent, a copy of which he shall 
furnish to seller before the delivery commences, after which he 
shall, in every possible way consistent with the proper discharge 
of his duty, consult the convenience of seller in delivering. 

Rule 6. — ^Disputes between sellers and inspectors shall be sub- 
mitted at New York to the Committee on Naval Stores ; at "Wil- 
mington, Charleston and Savannah to the Inspection Committee 
of the Produce Exchange. The decision of either of these Com- 
mittees shall be final when rendered in accordance with the rules 
of the New York Produce Exchange. 

Rule 7. — Inspectors, besides furnishing buyers with a certifi- 
cate in duplicate, showing inspection of goods and of stowage, 
shall also stamp on the returns in form as follows : " The mer- 
chandise described herein has been examined by me and found 
correct in all respects," which he shaU sign and promptly deliver 
to the seller or his agent free of charge. 

Rule 8. — In examining Naval Stores, Inspectors shall be gov- 
erned by the requirements of these rules, unless otherwise agreed 
to and directed by both parties to a contract. 

Rule 9.-^In the event of disability from any cause of the Su- 
pervising Inspector or his deputies to promptly and properly dis- 
charge their duties at Wilmington or Charleston, the Inspection 
Committees at these ports may appoint Inspectors y!?r the emer- 
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gency onl/y^ whose certificate shall be recognized and paid for by 
the buyer, as should be done if the appointment was made by this. 
Committee, and the same shall be valid and binding between all 
parties concerned. 

KuLE 10. — It shall be the duty of the Supervising Inspector to 
furnish this Committee with monthly statements showing in de- 
tail the exports of Naval Stores from the three ports, and particu- 
lars of what portion thereof was inspected by him or his depu- 
ties. 

KuLE 11. — Properly substantiated complaints against Inspectors 
or their deputies (made in writing) may be punished by a fine of 
from $5 to $20, or by removal, at the pleasure of the Committee ; 
and Deputy Inspectors may be suspended for gross misconduct by 
the Inspection Committees of Wilmington and Charleston, but not 
for a longer period than three days, unless the cause of offense is 
submitted to this Committee for adjudication.

EFFECT from AUGUST 1, 1879, AND AMENDED DECEMBER 14, 



Committee on Petroleum. 
KuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, or as soon as practicable thereafter, the President 
fihall (subject to the approval of the Board) appoint as a Com- 
mittee ON Petroleum five members of the New York Produce 
Exchange, who are known as members of the Petroleum Trade. 
This Committee shall remain in office until their successors are 
appointed, unless the Board shall otherwise direct, and its duty 
shall be to properly discharge the obligations imposed on them 
by these rules, and also to consider and decide all disputes arising 
between members dealing in Petroleum or its products which 
may be submitted to them. A majority of the Committee shall 
constitute a quorum, but the Committee may fill temporary 
vacancies, if requested by either of the disputants, with some 
person or persons representing the same interest as the absent 
member or members, and a decision of a majority of those pres- 
ent at a hearing of a case shall be final. They shall keep a 
record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars shall be 
paid to the Committee for each case heard by them, to be paid 
by the party adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise ordered 
by the Committee. Provided, however, that nothing herein 
fihall prevent settlement of questions of difference by private 
arbitration, or as provided for in the By-Laws. 
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EuLE 2. — It shall be the duty of the Committee on Petrolemn 
to appoint a Committee consisting of three persons, selected from 
the brokers in the Trade, who shall be members of the Produce 
Exchange, and such Committee shall be called the " Petroleum 
Quotation Committee," whose duty shall be confined to quoting 
the price of Petroleum and its merchantable products, on each 
business day of the year, for the records of the Produce Ex- 
change, in books provided for that purpose. From such records 
the market price of Petroleum and its products, on any given 
day, or during any given period, shall be the basis of the de- 
cisions of the Committee on Petroleum, as to the standard for 
the settlement of contracts, or the adjudication of cases in dis- 
pute. 

KuLE 3. — It shall be the duty of the Committee on Petroleum 
to approve and license, as Inspectors for the various branches of 
the Petroleum business, such persons, members of the New York 
Produce Exchange, as, upon examination, are found duly quali- 
fied. The Committee shall also have power to revoke such 
licenses for cause. 

Crude Petroleum. 

Rule 4. — Crude Petroleum shall be understood to be pure 
natural oil, neither steamed nor treated, free from water, sedi- 
ment, or any adulteration, of the gravity of 43° to 48° Beaum^. 

Eule 5. — When Crude Petroleum is sold in bulk, the quantity 
shall be ascertained by tank measurement, at the time of delivery. 

Eule 6. — Crude Petroleum in barrels shall be sold by weight, 
at the rate of six and one-half pounds net to the gallon. 

Eule Y. — In the absence of any stipulation. Crude Petroleum, 
when sold in barrels, shall be understood to mean, so far as re- 
gards packages, such packages as were originally Eefined Petro- 
leum barrels, whose last contents was Crude Petroleimi, Eefined 
Petroleum or Naphtha. 

Eule 8. — When contracts for Crude Petroleum call for second- 
hand Eefined Petroleum barrels {L e.^ barrels whose last contents 
has been Eefined Petroleum or Naphtha) the sellers shall have 
the privilege of substituting new barrels, but they shall be glued. 
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EtfLE 9. — The weighing and verification of Crude Petroleum 
shall be governed by the rules apphcable thereto under the head 
of Refined Petroleum. 

Refined Petboleum. 

Rule 10. — Refined Petroleum shall be Standard White or 
better, with a burning test of 110° Fahrenheit or upward, and of 
a specific gravity not below 44° Beaumfi, United States Dispen- 
satory Standard. 

Rule 11. — The burning test of Refined Petroleum shall be 
determined by the use of the Saybolt Electric Instrument, and 
shall be operated in arriving at a result as follows : In 110° and 
upwards, the flashing points, after the first flash (which will gen- 
erally occur between 90° and 95°) shall be taken at 95°, 100°, 
104°, 108°, 110°, 112° and 115°. 

In 120° and upwards, after first fla^h, at 100°, 105°, 110°, 
115°, 118°, 120°, 122° and 125°. 

In 130° and upwards, every five degrees until burning point is 
reached. 

Rule 12. — When Refined Petroleum is sold in bulk, the 
quantity shaU be ascertained by meafiurement on the decks of the 
tank boats. 

Rule 13. — Refined Petroleum shall be deUvered in blue, well- 
painted barrels, with white heads. Barrels shall be well glued 
and fiUed within one or two inches of the bung. 

Rule 14. — Refined Petroleum in barrels shall be sold by 
weight, at the rate of six and one-half pounds net to the gallon. 

Rule 15. — The tares of Refined Petroleum in barrels shall be 
weighed by half pounds and gross weight by pounds. 

Rule 16. — The gross weight of packages for Refined Petro- 
leum shall be not less than 360 lbs., nor more than 415 lbs., and 
the actual gross weight shaU be plainly marked thereon. 

Rule 17. — Barrels shall be made of weU-seasoned white oak tim- 
ber, and shaU be hooped not lighter than as follows : Either with 
six iron hoops, the head hoop If inches wide. No. 16 gauge 
English Standard, the quarter hoop 1^ inches wide. No. 17 
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gauge, and the bilge hoop 1| inches wide, No. 16 gauge ; or, 
with eight iron hoops, the head hoop If inches wide, No. 17 
gauge, the collar hoop 1 J inches wide. No. 17 gauge, the quarter 
hoop 1^ inches wide. No. 18 gauge, and the bilge hoop 1^ inches 
wide. No. 18 gauge. But all old barrels of which the gross 
weight is less than 395 lbs. may be hooped with six iron hoops 
1^ inches wide, excepting the chime hoop, which shall be If 
inches wide., 

Rule 18. — Buyers may test, at their own expense, the correct- 
ness of the gross weight or gauge of the whole or part of any lot 
delivered, and the average shortage found on a portion of not 
less than ten per cent, shall be taken as the average amount to be 
deducted from the lot. 

Rule 19. — The tare shall be plainly marked upon each barrel 
before it is filled. Buyers may test the accuracy of the tare so 
marked to the extent of five per cent, of the lot, and the average 
difference between the tare thus ascertained and the marked tare 
on the barrels tested shall be accepted as the average difference 
on the entire lot. Any excess of tare so discovered shall be 
allowed buyer. 

Naphtha. 

EuLE 20.-^Naphtha shall be Water White, and Sweet, and of 
gravity of from 68° to 73° Beaum^. 

KuLE 21. — When Naphtha is sold in bulk, the quantity shall 
be ascertained by measurement on the decks of the tank boats. 

KuLE 22. — Naphtha in barrels shall be sold by weight, at the 
rate of five and three-quarter pounds, net, to the gallon. 

KuLE 23. — Barrels containing Naphtha shall be painted blue 
with white heads, and be well glued. 

EuLE 24. — Naphtha shaU be weighed, and may be tested by 
the buyer, as provided in the foregoing rules relating to Befined 
Petroleum. 

Kesiduum. 
KuLE 26. — Kesiduum shall be understood to be the refuse from 
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the distillation of Crude Petroleum, free from coke and water, 
and from any foreign impurities, and of gravity from 16° to 21° 
Beaum^. 

Rule 26. — Eesiduum, when sold in barrels, shall be sold by 
weight at the rate of seven and one-half pounds net per gallon. 

KuLE 27. — Eesiduum shall be weighed, and may be tested by 
the buyer, as provided in the foregoing rules relating to Refined 
Petroleum. 

Empty Barrels. 

KuLE 28.— Unless otherwise stipulated, Empty Barrels shall be 
understood to have last contained either Refined Petroleum or 
Naphtha. 

Rule 29. — Barrels shall be classified according to the use for 
which they are fitted, as follows : — 

1st Clas^ shall include all Barrels, which, if properly coopered, 
would be fit to carry Refined Petroleum or Naphtha. 

2d Class shall include Barrels which are unfit for Refined 
Petroleum or Naphtha, but which would, if properly coopered, 
be fit for Crude Petroleum. 

3d Class shall include such Barrels as are unfit for either 
Crude, Refined Petroleum, or Naphtha, but which can be used 
for Residuum, if properly coopered. 

Rule 30. — When Barrels, which would otherwise be 1st Class, 
have been injured by sand, mould or water, they shall be placed 
in the 2d Class. 

Rule 31. — When Barrels are sold as they run, the term " as 
they run" shall be understood to refer to the condition as to 
cooperage only. 

Rule 32. — ^When Barrels have been filled with Crude Petro- 
leum, and steamed out after shipment to Europe, and used for 
Refined Oil, such packages shall be placed in the 2d Class. 

Rule 33. — All Empty Barrels must have six hoops, and be 
delivered in form, shooks or Staves not being a good delivery. 

Rule. 34. — On re-inspection of rejected Barrels, the buyer 
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must receive and pay for sucli rejections as of the class designated 
by the Inspector, and pay inspection on such as he decides were 
improperly rejected. 

Contracts and Deliveries. 

EuLE 35. — All deliveries and contracts for delivery of Petro- 
leum and its products, under these rules, shall be of the produc- 
tion of the United States, unless otherwise specified. 

Rule 36. — All settlements of contracts for Refined Petroleum 
and Naphtha shall be on the following basis : in barrels on 60 
gallons ; in bulk on 45 gallons. All settlements of contracts for 
Crude Petroleum shall be on the following basis : in barrels on 48 
gallons ; in bulk on 42 gallons. 

Rule 37. — All cooperage shall be in prime shipping order^ 
Tar and pitch barrels shall be excluded, except for Residuum. 

Rule 38. — Deliveries of Petroleum and its products, sold in 
bulk, shall be made in yard, refinery, or warehouse, free of 
expense to lighter, quality to be approved in the tank at the timet 
of delivery. 

Rule 39. — Deliveries of Petroleum and its products, in barrels^ 
shall be made in yard, at refinery or warehouse, where sea-going 
vessels can load, or, if not, sellers to pay lighterage to vessel. 

Rule 40. — The words " yard where sea-going vessels can load " 
shall be understood to mean a yard at which vessels of at least 
4,500 barrels capacity can complete loading. 

Rule 41. — The presentation of an invoice, "Weigher's or 
Ganger's return, a certificate of inspection of the oil, together 
with an accepted order on the warehouse, yard, or refinery, shall 
constitute a delivery. 

Rule 42. — No Weigher's or Gb.uger's return or Certificate of 
Inspection dated more than four secular days previous to the time, 
of delivery shall be valid ; and the said returns shall be verified 
on oath, or aflSrmation, when required. 

Rule 43. — Petroleum and its products shall be held for three, 
days from noon of the date of delivery order, free of storage and 
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insurance. The party issuing the delivery order shall keep the 
goods covered by insurance during the three days ; it being under- 
stood, however, that the responsibility of the said party shall only 
extend to due care in providing insurance, and not to any failure 
on the part of the underwriters to pay losses which may be 
sustained. 

KuLB 44. — Cargo contracts shall specify dates between which 
the vessel shall be ready for cargo, and also the number of lay 
days vessel will have to load ; and the term " suitable to vessel " 
is hereby declared to have no reference to the time when vessel 
shall be ready, but to imply that when ready sellers shall deliver 
and buyers receive in such quantities that the vessel may be 
loaded in the specified lay days. 

Rule 45. — If a vessel is not ready to receive her cargo on or 
within specified dates, a written notice to the buyers from the 
sellers on or before the latest-named date that they are prepared to 
deliver as per contract, shall be considered a delivery, so far as 
maintaining to the sellers all their rights in the contract, and the 
sellers may commence delivering any time thereafter on one day's 
notice, and may deliver until completed such approximate 
quantity per day as would serve to fill the vessel in the stipulated 
lay days. 

KuLE 46. — ^When goods are delivered to vessel by buyer's 
Orders, the acceptance of them by buyer's Inspector shall be an 
acknowledgment that the goods are in accordance with the con- 
tract. 

KuLE 47. — ^When Petroleum or its products are delivered to 
Vessel by buyer's directions, the seller's risk shall end upon 
delivering the goods to the ship's tackle, and the seller may 
require evidence from the buyer that the goods are actuallj 
covered by insurance until paid for. 

Rule 48. — When the capacity of the vessel exceeds or falls short 
of the amount specified in the contract, including the margin, 
then the specified amount shall be dehvered. In determining the 
capacity of the vessel, barrels of 50 net gallons capacity in case of 
Befined Petroleum and Naphtha, barrels of 48 net gallons capacity 
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in case of Crude Petroleum, and barrels of 45 net gallons capacity 
in case of Eesiduum, shall be the basis for settlement. 

Rule 49. — On option contracts, when not otherwise stipulated, 
it shall be understood that ten days' notice shall be given, five of 
which shall be within the delivery time specified. When the 
term " flat ^ is used, it shall be understood to mean without 
notice. 

Rule 50.— All dehveries shall be made before 5 o'clock P. M. 
Parties making original deliveries, from warehouse or refinery, 
shall do so before 4 o'clock P. M. 

Rule 51. — Each party to whom delivery is made on an option 
contract, and who intends to deliver the same out again on an 
option contract, shall note on the delivery order or memorandum 
attached thereto the time when received, and shall deliver the 
same out again within fifteen minutes. Parties having oil to 
receive, and which they intend to deliver out again on an option 
contract, but who are prevented from so doing by lack of time, 
shall make delivery by 10 A. M. of the next business day, and 
each party receiving on the extended delivery day shall note the 
time and deliver out as above specified. No delivery shall be 
allowed beyond 12 M. on the delivery day so extended. Parties 
holding delivery orders or memorandums over fifteen minutes, 
except for cause acceptable to the Committee on Petroleum, shall 
be liable to the party injured by such unjust detention to the 
extent of the damage. 

Rule 52. — Payments for all deliveries made before 3 o'clock 
P. M. shall be in legal tenders or certified checks. Parties mak- 
ing deliveries after 3 P. M. cannot demand legal tenders or cer- 
tified checks ; such deliveries, however, will be good if made in 
conformity with Rule 41, but without delivery order. Payments 
which are extended by reason of delivery after 3 P. M. shall be 
made as provided above before 12 M. of the next business day. 

Rule 53. — When calls are made on option contracts, the origi- 
nal call shall be made by 10 o'clock in the morning, and parties 
on whom the call is made shall note on the call the time it was 
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received ; and if they recall on account of it, they shall do so 
within thirty minutes. 

KuLE 54. — When contracts mature on a Sunday or legal holi- 
day, dehveries shall be made on the preceding business day. 

Rule 55. — Contracts for the delivery of Petroleum or its prod- 
ucts may be assigned, and the assignee shall succeed to all the 
rights of the assignor. 

EuLE 56. — All assignees of such contracts shall be bound by 
the obhgations of the original contracts. 

EuLE 57. — In case any party holding a contract for Petroleum 
or its products shall become insolvent, then all such contracts 
held by such party shall become due immediately, and shall be 
settled by the parties in interest (under rules 55, 56 and 58) at 
the market price of the day when such insolvency occurs, for the 
dehveries stipulated in the contracts, less the customary broker- 
age. All assignments of contracts made in contemplation of, or 
after, insolvency, shall be void. 

EuLE 58. — Nothing contained in these Eules shall be con- 
strued to prevent either of the original contracting parties from 
making delivery to or claiming delivery from the other party to 
the contract, but such delivery shall in no way otherwise invali- 
date the rights of any assignee of such contract. In case, how- 
ever, a contract has been assigned and either of the original con- 
tracting parties shall become insolvent, the other party to the 
contract may, at any time before the maturity of the contract, 
demand a sufficient margin from the assignee to make the con- 
tract good at the market price of the day for the delivery stipu- 
lated in the contract, and the party calling the margin shall put 
up an equal amount. Both margins shall be deposited in such 
Trust Company as shall be agreed upon, and such margins shall 
be kept good. If the demand for margin under this rule be not 
compKed with within twenty-four hours after said demand, it 
shall then or thereafter be at the option of the aforesaid party to 
the contract to cancel the same, and settlement shall be made at 
the market price of the day next following such demand, for the 
delivery stipulated in the contract, less the customary brokerage. 
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Inspection. 
Rule 59. — Buyers shall have the right of naming their Inspec- 
tor, but shall do so at least five days before the maturity of the 
contract; failing in which the sellers may employ, at buyer's 
expense, any regular Petroleum Inspector approved by the Com- 
mittee on Petroleum, and his certificate that the Oil is in con- 
formity with the contract shall be accepted. On a contract for 
prompt delivery, or where no notice is required, buyers shall 
name their Inspector when contract is executed ; otherwise sellers 
may appoint the Inspector at buyer's expense. 

Rule 60. — It shall be the duty of the Inspector to promptly 
inspect all goods tendered, and, in case of rejection, to notify the 
seller immediately, to the end that he may be able to fill his con- 
tract by replacing the rejected goods. 

EuLE 61. — In case of dispute between buyer's Inspector and 
the seller, in consequence of the rejection of goods, the seller 
shaU have the right to name an Inspector, and if the two cannot 
agree they shall name a third Inspector as umpire, and a major- 
ity of the three shaU decide the case, and render it incumbent 
upon the umpire to give a certificate in the regular form, with- 
out reference to the dispute. Inspectors to whom such dispute 
is referred shall have held uninterrupted license from the New 
York Produce Exchange for at least two years. 

KuLE 62. — Inspectors shall have the right to require barrels to 
be filled with Refined Petroleum at least twelve hours before the 
goods are tendered for inspection. 

General Rules. 
Rule 63. — The forms of contracts hereto annexed and num- 
bered 1 to 11, are hereby made part of these rules, and when not 
* otherwise stipulated, it will be understood that negotiations are 
based upon them. 

Rule 64. — ^Washed or fictitious sales are positively forbidden. 

Rule 65. — Any disputes arising on contracts for Petroleum 
and its products to be deHvered in Philadelphia or Baltimore 
shall be adjusted by these Rules. 
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Rule 66. — All transactions in Petroleum and its products 
among members of the New York Produce Exchange shall be 
governed by the above Eules ; but nothing therein contained shall 
be construed as interfering in any way with the rights of mem- 
bers to make such special contracts or conditions as they may de- 
sire.

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RULES 

EEGULATING TRANSACTIONS IN OILS 

(Other than Petroleum) 

AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 

New York Produce Exchange. 



Adopted Apeil 23 and May 3, 1877, and Amended September 11, 1877, 

November 7, 1877, April 4, 1878, April 25, 1878, September 5, 

1878, November 20, 1879, and April 8, 1880. 



EuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of 
the Board) appoint as a Committee on Oils (other than Petro- 
leum) five members of the New York Produce Exchange, who 
are known as members of the Oil Trade. It shall be the duty 
of this Committee to properly discharge the obligation imposed 
upon them by these Rules, and also to consider and decide all 
disputes arising between members dealing in Oils (other than 
Petroleum) which may be submitted to them. A majority of 
the Committee shall constitute a quorum, and a decision of a 
majority of those present at the meeting shall be final. They 
fihall keep a record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen 
dollars shall be paid to the Committee for each reference case 
heard by them, to be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee. Provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein shall prevent settlement of questions 
of difference by private arbitration, or as provided for in the 
By-Laws. 

KuLE 2. — Inspectors and Testers of Oils (other than Petro- 
leum) must be members of the New York Produce Exchange, 
and licensed by tlie Board of Managers, and must obligate them- 
selves not to buy or sell on their own account any article they 
are licensed to inspect or test, such license to be granted only 
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upon written appKcation, endorsed by not less than five members 
of the ExcJhange, who shall be regular manufacturers of or 
dealers in Oils. All Kcenses shall expire annually, or at such 
time as the Board of Managers may designate, and the Board 
may revoke such licenses at any time for cause. The cost of 
inspection shall be $2 for each inspection of ten per cent, of 100 
barrels or less, and shall be paid by the last receiver. 

Rule 3. — ^All Lard Oil and Cotton Seed Oil shall be tested by 
the following method : The oil to be tested shall be taken from 
at least one-quarter of the barrels sold or delivered, and, when 
well mixed together, shall be placed in a glass bottle such as is 
now used to test the specific gravity of Paraffine and other oils, 
and shall not be over four or under two inches in diameter, nor 
over ten or under six inches in height. The thermometer shall 
be placed in the oil, and when it indicates the degree to be tested 
at, it must not be allowed to go more than one degree below or 
one degree above that point. After remaining four hours, if the 
oil shows no evidence of congealing, it shall constitute a good 
delivery. 

Rule 4. — Tares shall be tested, if required by either buyer or 
seller, by emptying five barrels in each 100 barrels, to be taken 
indiscriminately from the lot. 

ANIMAL OILS. 

Rule 5. — Prime Lard Oil shall be bright and sweet, and shall 
have the flavor of good sound Lard. Whiteness with lack of 
flavor, or any indication of rancidity, shall not constitute Prime 
or contract Oil. All animal oils shall be sold by weight, at the 
rate of seven and one-half (7i) lbs. net to the gallon. 

Rule 6. — The Winter test of Lard Oils of all grades shall be 
43° F. or under. The Spring and Fall test of Lard Oils of all 
grades shall be 55° F. or under. The Summer test of Lard Oils . 
of all grades shall be 65° F. or under. 

Rule 7. — All contract Oil must be in good, soimd, iron-bound 
barrels, holding not less than forty-two or more than fifty gallons. 
In settling contracts without delivery the basis shall be forty-six 
gallons per barrel- 
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Rule 8. — ^When Oil is sold for future delivery not I^s tham 
fifty barrels shall be delivered at any time, unless agreed uponi 
between buyer and seller ; and the same must be specified in the 
contract. Two days' notice shall be given of intention to deliver. 
Deliveries on contract may be made below 42d Street, N. R., 
and on E. R. at or below Harlem on lighter. 

Vegetable Oils. 

Rule 9. — Crude Cotton Seed Oil to pass as prime must be 
made from decorticated seed, and must be sweet in flavor and 
odor and free from water and settlings. 

Rule 10. — Summer Yellow Cotton Seed Oil to pass as prima 
must be brilliant, free from water and settlings, sweet in flavor 
and odor, and of straw color, not reddish. 

Rule 11. — Winter Yellow Cotton Seed Oil must be brilliant, 
free from water and settlings, sweet in flavor and odor, of straw 
color, not reddish, and must stand limpid at a temperatme of 32°* 
F. for five hours. 

Rule 12. — Simimer White Cotton Seed Oil must be straw 
white to white in color and free from water and settlings. 

Rule 13. — Winter White Cotton Seed Oil must be straw white 
to white in color, free from water and settlings, and must stand 
limpid at a temperature of 32° F. for five hours. 

Rule 14. — Settlements of contracts for Cotton Seed Oil shall 
be made on the basis of forty-four gallons per barrel for Crude, 
and of forty-six gallons per barrel for Refined. 

Rule 15. — Settlement of contracts for Cotton Seed Oil shall 
be made at the mean between the closing prices bid and asked at 
the call on the day of settlement, it being understood, however,, 
that a settlement cannot be substituted for a performance of con- 
tract, except by mutual consent. 

Rule 16. — Deliveries of Cotton Seed Oil shall be made by~ 
weight at the rate of seven and one-haK (7^) pounds net to the^ 
gallon, and in lots of not less than one hundred barrels at one 
time, and of not less than fifty barrels at one place. 
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Rule 17. — Deliveries must be made in New York, south of 
33d street, or in Brooklyn at Wharf store, or wharf sonth of the 
Navy Yard. 

EuLE 18. — ^Packages mnst be good iron-bound barrels, unless 
otherwise agreed at time of sale, and must be delivered in good 
carting order, unless terms of sale specify shipping order, and 
fihall not be under forty gallons or over fifty gallons each in case 
of delivery. 

EuLE 19. — Cotton Seed Oil must be paid for on delivery of 
the goods. 

HINEBAL OILS. 

EuLE 20. — The quality of Paraffine Oil is in all cases to be 
subject to specific contracts as per sample or brands. 

EuLE 21. — The quality of West Va., Franklin, Natural and 
Eeduced Lubricating Oils shall be subject to specific contracts as 
per sample, and shall be sold by gauge or weight. Winter 
Natural Oil shall be of a temperature of 10° F., Winter Eeduced 
Oil 20° to 30° F. and Summer Eeduced Oil 35° to 40° F. The 
manner of testing shall be as follows : 

There shall be placed in a glass vessel four inches in depth and 
three inches in diameter the oil to be tested. The vessel to be 
put in an ice-chest, one thermometer to be placed in center of oil 
in glass vessel and another thermometer outside of said vessel, but 
in the ice-chest. When the two instruments reach the required 
point and indicate the same temperature, if the oil is still limpid, 
it diall be taken as a proper cold test. 

EuLB 22. — ParaflSne Oil, subjected to a temperature of 32° F., 
shall constitute a " Winter Oil." The manner of testing shall be 
die same as that provided for in Eule 21. 

EuLE 23. — All cooperage shall be in prime shipping order, and 
subject to inspection. 

Eule 24. — On option contracts, not otherwise stipulated, it 
shall be understood that ten days' notice shall be given, five of 
which shall be in the dehvery time specified, and all contracts 
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Bhall be settled upon a basis of forty-six (46) gallons per barrel. 
Deliveries on contract on lighter may be at Red Hook or Commu- 
nipaw. 

Rule 25. — Paraffine and Mineral Lubricating Oils are to be 
sold by weight, as per following table :

The actual tare of each barrel shall be indelibly marked upon 
it before filling. Buyers may test the accuracy of the tare so 
marked to the extent of five per cent, of the barrels composing 
the lot, and the average difference between the tares thus ascer- 
tained and the marked tare on the barrels tested shaU be 
accepted as the difference between the marked tare and the actual 
tare of each barrel in the entire lot. Any excess of actual tare 
over marked tare shall be allowed buyer. 

CALLS. 

EuLE 26. — There shall be a public call of oils each day, at 
such time and of such products as the Committee on Oils may 
from time to time, with the approval of the Floor Committee, 
direct. The call shall be conducted by a person selected by a 
majority of the members present. The months shall be caUed in 
their order. The first offer to buy or sell at a price shall be 
accepted before subsequent offers at same figures may be placed. 
Subsequent offers to sell at a lower or buy at a higher price shall 
vacate prior offers to sell at higher or buy at lower prices. A 
transaction shall vacate all previous bids and offers. All disputes 
as to offers, acceptances or withdrawals (whether in time or not) 
shall be decided on the spot by the person presiding at the time, 
subject to an appeal to the members present. The appeal must 
be promptly taken, and a majority of the members present and 
voting shall settle the disputed point finally. 

Rule 27. — The Call of Oils shall be subject to the following 
regulations : 
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1. Lots of one hundred barrels, Seller's option. 

2. Quality, Prime Contract Oil. 

3. Price named per gallon, and in fractions of not less than one- 
quarter of a cent. 

MABOINS. 

Rule 28. — ^Either party to a contract, prior to or upon signing 
the same, shall have the right to call an original margin of one 
dollar per barrel, and either party may call for margins to meet 
variations in the market of one cent per gallon, and all margins 
called before 12 M. must be deposited before 3 P. M. When an 
original margin has been called, no additional margin can be called 
until variations of the market exceed the original margin. ' 

All margins on contracts shall be deposited in one of such Trust 
Companies, Banks incorporated by the State, or National Banks, 
as may have been designated for this purpose by the Finance 
Committee of the New York Produce Exchange. In case of 
failure of any Bank or Trust Company in which such margins 
have been deposited, it shall be the loss of the party or parties 
to whom it may be found to be due, taking the average price of like 
deliveries on the day such Bank or Trust Company failed as a 
basis of settlement. 

When margins are called, original or for variations in the mar- 
ket, certified checks must be drawn to the order of the Bank or 
Trust Company in which they are to be deposited. Checks must 
be sent to the Superintendent of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, who shall deposit them and get a certificate of deposit, 
made payable on the order of tlie Superintendent of the New 
York Produce Exchange, and to the order of the buyer and seller. 
As soon as the Superintendent has received the certificate, he shall 
send it to the party making the deposit, and an abstract of the 
same to the party calling the margin. In settlement, the Super- 
intendent shall ascertain the amount due each of the parties at in- 
terest, and shall endorse the amount due each on the certificate 
over his own signature, as instructed by both parties. In case the 
two parties do not agree as to the amount due on a margin receipt, 
either of them ]nay refer the matter to the Committee on Oils for 
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decision, which shall be final. On the decision of said Commit- 
tee, the Superintendent of the Produce Exchange on being in- 
formed thereof, shall promptly endorse to each party the amount 
each shall be entitled to by such decision. 

In case of the absence of the Superintendent, the President of 
the New York Produce Exchange, or the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, shall act in his stead under this Kule. 

CONTRACTS. 

Rule 29. — The Committee on Oils shall estabUsh forms of con- 
tract for use by the trade, which, unless otherwise agreed upon at 
the time of sale, shall govern in all transactions between mem- 
bers. 

EuLE 30. — The following shall be the form of Contract for Oils 
sold for future delivery :

Rule 34. — ^When a seller fails to notify before 3 o'clock P. M., 
two days before the expiration of the month, of his intention to 
deliver, it shall be deemed a failure of delivery, and the buyer 
is privileged to buy to cover the contract at the market price on 
the day following, holding the seller for any difference. 

Rule 35. — When any dispute shall arise between buyer and 
seller as to the test, and they cannot agree upon a suitable person 
to test, the Committee on Oils shall, without charge, appoint a 
person who shall be paid five dollars for testing by the party in 
default, and his decision shall be binding on all the parties in- 
terested. 

Rule 36. — Fictitious sales, or false reports of sales, are posi- 
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tively forbidden, and will render the parties concerned liable to 
jfiuspension or expulsion from the Produce Exchange. 

Rule 37. — All transactions in Oils (other than Petroleum) 
among members of the New York Produce Exchange sliall be 
governed by the above rules; but nothing therein contained 
shall be construed as interfering in any way with the rights of 
members to make such special contracts or conditions as they 
may desire. 

Rule 38. — No change shall be made in these Rules by the 
Committee on Oils before submitting the same to a meeting of 
the Oil Trade, properly called, at which eight shall constitute a 
quorum.

REaULATING LiaHTERAGE 

AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 

New York Produce Exchange. 



Adopted Febbuast 4, 1875, and Amended Mat 17, 1882. 



EuLE 1. — ^At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Committee on Lighterage five members of 
the New York Produce Exchange. It shall be the duty of this 
•Committee to properly discharge the obligations imposed upon them 
by these rules, and also to consider and decide all disputes arising 
between members of the Produce Exchange with reference to 
lighterage, demurrage, towing, etc., which may be referred to 
them. A majority of the Committee shall constitute a quorum, 
and a decision of a majority of those present at any meeting shall 
be final. They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and a 
fee of fifteen dollars shall be paid to the Committee for each ref- 
erence case heard by them, to be paid by the party adjudged to 
be in fault, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee ; provided, 
however, that nothing herein shall prevent settlement of ques- 
tions of difference by private arbitration, or as provided for in 
the By-Laws. 

Rule 2. — Lightermen shall not be required to deliver freight 
at a distance of over one hundred feet from the gangway of their 
Lighter or Barge, and in no case shall they be required to tier or 
pile their freight on the docks, and in case of delay for want of 
room in which to deliver freight within the distance above men- 
tioned demurrage shall accrue the same as if the consignees or 
vessels were not ready to receive. 

EuLE 3. — On parcels of merchandise of one hundred and fifty 
tons and over, on any one Lighter or Barge, the day on which 
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the Lighter or Barge is ready to deliver and the two following 
working days (ending at 6 o'clock P. M. of the last day) without 
regard to weather, shall be deemed lay days without charge. Par- 
cels of merchandise under one hundred and fifty tons shall be 
allowed one day less. 

EuLE 4. — Demurrage at the rate of ten dollars per day maybe 
charged on parcels of merchandise of fifty tons and under, on any 
one Lighter or Barge ; fifteen dollars per day on parcels of over 
fifty tons and not exceeding one hundred tons, and twenty dollars, 
per day on parcels of over one hundred tons. 

EuLE 5. — All extra towing incurred by order of merchants or 
employers in making a change of destination, or in making more 
than one delivery, shall be at the expense of the party so order- 
ing. 

EuLE 6. — In all cases where demurrage is being incurred, it 
shall be the duty of the lighterman to give the employer notice 
by furnishing him with bill of demurrage not later than 12 o'clock 
M. on each day, in order that the employer in his turn may have 
an early opportunity of claiming from the ship's agents or others- 
who may be liable to him in the matter ; and in case of the neg- 
lect of this duty by the lighterman, whereby the employer shall 
have lost his claim for demurrage, then such amount of demur- 
rage so lost shall be borne by the lighterman. 

EuLE 7. — The foregoing rules shall not be considered as apply, 
ing in any manner to grain in bulk. 

EuLE 8. — Nothing herein shall be construed as interfering in 
any way with the right of members to make any special contracts 
or conditions they may wish.

REGULATING THE BUTTEE TRADE 



AMONG MEMBERS OF THE

Adopted Mabg? 24, 1881. 



EuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a CoMMmEE on Bdtteb, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of the 
Butter Trade, to consist of three (3) receivers and two (2) ex- 
porters. It shall be the duty of this Committee to properly dis- 
charge the obligations imposed upon them by these rules, and 
also to consider and decide all disputes arising between members 
dealing in butter, which may be submitted to them. A majority 
of the Committee shall constitute a quorum, but the Committee 
shall fill temporary vacancies, if requested by either party, by 
some person or persons representing the same interest as the absent 
member or members, and a decision of a majority of those present 
at any meeting shall be final. They shall keep a record of their 
proceedings, and a fee of fifteen (15) dollars shall be paid to the 
Committee for each reference case heard by them, to be paid by 
the party adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Committee ; provided, however, that nothing herein shall prevent 
a settlement of questions of difference by private arbitration, or 
as provided in the By-Laws. 

Rule 2. — The Board of Managers shall, on the recommendation 
of the Committee on Butter, license three Inspectors of Butter 
(who shall be members of the New York Produce Exchange), 
whose duty it shall be to pass judgment on any lot * or lots of 
Butter or Imitation Butter which may be referred to them, and

to brand with a Btencil the kind, date of inspection, number of 
packages, and the Inspector's name (also the grade of quality 
ivhen requested) on each lot or dairy inspected. 

All natural products of the dairy shall be known as " Butter " ; 
all others not the exclusive product of the dairy as " Imitation 
Butter " ; and Inspectors shall stencil and return certificates accord- 
ingly. 

Their decision, or that of a majority of them, shall be final, and 
their fees shall be established by the Committee on Butter. 
Their licenses shall expire annually, or at such time as the Board 
of Managers may designate, and the Board may revoke such 
licenses at any time for cause. 

EuLE 3. — The Board of Managers shall, on the recommendation 
of the Committee on Butter, license Official Weighers of Butter, 
who must be members of the Exchange, and whose fees shall be 
•established by the Committee on Butter. Their licenses shall be 
isubject to the same conditions as those of Inspectors in Rule 2. 

Rule 4. — On all sales of Butter the seller shall have the right 
to demand payment at the time of passing the title. If the buyer 
require it, seller must transfer the property to such vessel, ware- 
house or other place within the harbor of New York, or the cities 
•connected therewith, as the buyer may designate, and under liis 
direction, but the title shall remain vested in the seller until con- 
veyed by delivery of the proper documents. The buyer must 
liave reasonable time to examine the quality, condition, weights, 
etc., before or during the transfer, and must pay all cartages. 

Rule 5. — If sale is from depot or platform or " to arrive " the 
buyer shall assume the same relations toward the transportation 
line by which the Butter arrives as the seller previously held as 
regards its removal from the place of delivery within the time 
granted by such lines for that purpose. Buyer shall receive due 
notice of any urgency for removal at the time of purchase. 

Rule 6. — In the absence of special agreement, all Butter pur- 
chased " in store " shall be understood as being ready and designed 
for immediate delivery ; but the buyer shall not be liable for stor- 
age or insurance if removed within five days. 
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EuLE 7. — In all cases where Butter is sold " to arrive " or 
from depot, it must be accepted or rejected within twenty-four 
hours after notice of actual arrival to buyer, during that portion 
of the year commencing November 1st and ending April 30tli ; 
but from May Ist to October Slst it must be accepted or rejected 
by the buyer within six business hours after being notified of its 
actual arri\ml. Business hours shall be understood to be from i> 
A. M. to 6 P. M. 

EuLE 8. — In the absence of special agreement it is understood 
where Butter is shown for sale, that the sample inspected shall 
represent the bulk. It shall be the duty of the buyer to notify 
the seller promptly when a lot of Butter is found at variance 
with the sample, and the buyer shall not take delivery of any 
portion without the consent of the seller. 

EuLE 9. — In cases of special agreement in sales of Butter it 
shall be the duty of the seller to furnish the buyer with a mem- 
orandum of sale, in which shall be set forth the conditions of the 
same. 

EuLE 10. — In all sales of Cutter above "low grades" it shall 
be rulable to reject any package or packages varying widely in 
color or quality from the bulk of the lot. 

EuLE 11. — All Butter, to be considered as in shipping order, 
must be in tight and sound packages, with full number of hoops^ 
or to be put in such condition by the seller. 

EuLE 12. — ^When Butter is marked, scraped, bagged, resalted 
and repickled, it shall be done by the buyer, unless otherwise 
agreed. 

EuLE 13. — ^When any lot or dairy of Butter is sold " as are " 
the buyer must take the same with all faults. 

EuLE 14. — Seller and buyer may both be present at inspections 
and testings, and each or both may take separate tallies, but 
when done by either party alone said party shall furnish to tlie^ 
other a tally of separate weights when desired. 

EuLE 15. — Tares on packages are the weights of packages 
when dry. It shall be rulable to allow soakage to cover the 
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moisture absorbed by the package from its contents as follows : 
two (2) pounds on each tub or firkin weighing seventy (70) lbs. 
gross, or over, and one (1) pound on each tub or keg weighing 
under seventy (70) lbs. gross ; but if these are insufficient it shall 
be rulable to weigh the actual Butter. 

Rule 16. — In a lot of Butter of irregular-sized packages a fair 
proportion of each size shall be tested. 

EuLE 17. — The weights and tares of all Butter which cannot 
be settled satisfactorily between buyer and seller, shall be tested 
by a licensed Weigher of the Produce Exchange, and his certifi- 
cate shall accompany the invoice. 

Rule 18. — Unless otherwise agreed upon in testing weights of 
Butter, not less than five (5) packages nor more than five (5) per 
cent, of the whole lot shall be a test. All over and short weights 
shall be taken into the average on each particular lot or dairy ; 
but overweights on one lot or dairy shall not ofiset short weights 
on another lot or dairy. 

Rule 19. — The Weighei-'s fees for testing weights and tares 
shall be paid by the seller. 

Rule 20. — ^When a lot of Butter is very irregular in weight, 
either the buyer or the seller may require the whole to be re- 
weighed. 

Rule 21. — Packages of Butter which may be found largely at 
variance from original weights, if an apparent error, shall not 
enter into the average on the test, but their weight shall be sepa- 
rately ascertained and certified to by the Weigher. 

Rule 22. — Any person selling Imitation Butter shall impart to 
the buyer full information as to the character of the goods. Any 
omission to impart such information, or any misrepresentation on 
the part of the seller shall render such sales null and void. 

Rule 23. — When a lot of goods carry a reasonable doubt as to 
their genuineness or purity, such goods shall be inspected by the 
Inspectors of Butter licensed by this Exchange. 

Rule 24. — The Inspector's fees shall be paid by the party 
ordering the inspection, unless the goods inspected prove not to 
be as represented, in which case the seller shall pay the expense. 
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Rule 25. — All transactions in Butter or Imitation Butter of 
any description between members of the Produce Exchange shall 
he governed by the foregoing rules, but nothing therein shall be 
construed as interfering in any way with the rights of members 
to make such special contracts or conditions as they may desire.

Rule 1. — ^At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Commtttee on Cheese, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known as members of 
the Cheese Trade. It shall be the duty of this Committee to 
properly discharge the obligations imposed upon them by these 
rules, and also to consider and decide all disputes arising between 
members dealing in Cheese which may be submitted to them. A 
majority of the Committee shall constitute a quorum ; but the 
Committee shall fill temporary vacancies, if requested by either 
party, by some person or persons representing the same interest 
as the absent member or members, and a decision of a majority of 
those present at any meeting shall be final. They shall keep a 
record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars shall be 
paid to the Committee for each reference case heard by them, to 
be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Committee ; provided, however, that nothing herein 
shall prevent a settlement of questions of difference by private 
arbitration or as provided for in the By-Laws. 

Rule. 2. — All transactions in Cheese between members of the 
Produce Exchange shall be governed by the following rules, but 
nothing herein shall be construed as interfering in any way with 
the rights of members to make such special contracts or conditions 
as they may desire. 
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Rule 3. — On all sales of Cheese (when not otherwise agreed 
upon), the seller shall have the right to demand payment at the 
time of passing the title. If buyer require it seller must, when 
practicable, transfer the property to such vessel, warehouse, or 
other place within the harbor of New York, or the cities con- 
nected therewith, as the buy^r may designate, and under his di- 
rection ; but the title shall remain vested in the seller until con- 
veyed by delivery of the proper documents. The buyer must 
have ample opportunity to examine the quality, condition, weights, 
etc., before or during transfer, and must pay all cartages. 

Rule 4. — If sale is from dock or platform, or " to arrive," the 
buyer shall assume the same relations toward the transportation 
line by which the Cheese arrives as the seller previously held, as 
regards its removal from the place of delivery within the time 
granted by such lines for that purpose. 

Rule 5. — In the absence of special agreement, all Cheese pur- 
chased ^' in store " shall be understood as being ready and designed 
for immediate delivery, but the buyer shall have forty-eight hours 
in which to have such Cheese inspected and weights tested, and 
shall not be liable for storage or insurance if removed within five 
days. 

Rule 6. — The weights of all Cheese shall be tested by a regu- 
larly appointed city Weigher, who shall be a member of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, and his certificate shall accompany the document 
conveying the title to the property, said Weigher to be appointed 
by the Committee on Cheese. 

Rule 7. — The Weigher's fees i^hall be paid by the seller. 

Rule 8. — Unless otherwise agreed upon in testing weights of 
Cheese, not less than five boxes or more thanten per cent, of the 
whole lot shall be a test. 

Rule 9. — In testing weights, all overweights shall ofiset equal 
amounts of short weights on each particular factory or dairy, but 
overweights on one factory or dairy shall not oflEset short weights 
on another. 

Rule 10. — ^Where a lot of Cheese is very irregular in weight,

either the buyer or seller may require the entire parcel to be 
weighed. 

Rule 11. — Boxes of Cheese which may be found largely at 
variance from original weights shall not' enter into the average, 
but their weight shall be separately ascertained and certified to 
by flie Weigher. 

Rule 12. — A charge of two cents per box shall be borne by 
the buyer, which shall cover the cost of cooperage and inspec; 
tion to him. The extra charge of cooperage, which is one cent 
a box, and the cost of weighing, together with the expense of 
furnishing certificates of rejections, shall be borne by sellers, and 
be chargeable on all account sales of Cheese. 

• Rule 13. — The Committee on Cheese shall appoint a suitable 
person, who shall be a member of the New York Produce 
Exchange, to certify in any sales of Cheese, the number of boxes 
rejected, and, if sold, their price ; and the cost of said certificate 
shall follow the reclamation on all rejected Cheese. 

Rule 14. — ^When Cheese is sold to arrive, quality guaranteed, 
and buyer rejects the same, he shall state the reasons for rejec- 
tion; should the rejection be considered unfair, seller shall at 
once notify buyer that he declines to accept such rejection ; and 
he may call for a Committee, which shall be composed of three 
members of the Cheese Trade; the seller choosing one, the 
buyer one, and a third selected from the Cheese Trade by those 
two, or, they failing to agree, the third shall be appointed by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Cheese. Should either, party 
(seller or buyer) refuse or fail to co-operate in choosing their re- 
spective men, it shall then at the request of seller or buyer, be 
the duty of the Chairman of the Committee on Cheese to appoint 
from the Cheese Trade the second man, and likewise the third 
(should the two first be unable to agree thereon), thus complet- 
ing, the Examining Committee of three, all of whora shall be 
members of the Exchange. Such Examim'ng Committee shall 
at once inspect the lot of Cheese in dispute, sampling not less 
than five (5) per cent, of each mark or factory, and they shall 
immediately give their decision in writing to both parties. Said 
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decision shall be final. The fees for each examination shall be 
fifteen (15) dollars, to be paid by the party adjudged to be in 
fault. 

EuLE 15. — In all cases where Cheese is sold to arrive or from 
depot, said Cheese must be accepted or rejected within six busi- 
ness hours after notice of actual arrival to buyer. Business hours 
shall be understood to be from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. 

, EuLB 16. — In cases where due notice has been given to the 
buyer of the arrival of Cheese, and the buyer fails to examine 
the same within six business hours after notice of arrival, the 
seller shall have the right to call upon the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Cheese for the appointment of a Committee, to be 
composed of three members of the Cheese Trade, who shall ex; 
amine the goods and give their opinion in writing as to whether 
the said goods are a good delivery under the contract. The 
buyer shall be notified when such examination shall take place, 
and if the Committee should decide the Cheese is a proper 
tender, and the buyer then refuses to accept the same, the seller, 
without further notice, may sell the goods for the account of 
the buyer. 

The compensation to the Examining Committee shall be $15, 
and paid by the party adjudged to be in fault. 

EuLB 17. — In the absence of any special time named for de- 
livery of Cheese sold to arrive, the delivery shall be good up to 
Friday, 5 o'clock p. m., of the week in which it was intended to 
arrive ; should the Cheese not then have arrived, the trade shall 
be off. 

EuLE 18. — Any person selling imitation or adulterated Cheese, 
shall impart all information in his possession as to the character 
of the goods. Any omission to impart such information or any 
misrepresentation on the part of the seller shall render such sale 
null and void or render seller liable to the buyer for any loss he 
may sustain in the transaction, provided claims for such loss shall 
be made on the seller within sixty (60) days after the delivery of 
the goods at this Port. 
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EuLE 19. — ^When sales are made and the buyer finds damaged 
or sour Cheese in excess of 15 per cent., it shall be optional with 
liim to refuse to receive the remainder of the lot tendered with- 
out prejudice or penalty to the seller, but should the damaged or 
sour Cheese amount to 15 per cent, or less, the buyer shall be 
bound to receive those that are sound as fulfillment of the con- 
tract.

REGULATING THE HOP TRADE 

AMONd MEMBEBS OF THE 

New York Produce Exchange. 



ADOPTED MARCH 1st, 1883. 



EuLE 1. — At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, the President shall (subject to the approval of the 
Board) appoint as a Committee on Hops, five members of the 
New York Produce Exchange, who are known to be dealing 
in Hops, to consist of two brewers and three dealers. It shall be 
the duty of this Committee to properly discharge the obligations 
imposed upon them by these rules, and also to consider and de- 
cide all disputes arising between members dealing in, consuming, 
or exporting Hops, which may be submitted to them. 

A majority of the Committee shall constitute a quorum, but 
the Committee shall fill temporary vacancies, if requested by 
either party, by some member or members representing the same 
interest as the absent member or members, and a decision of a 
majority of those present at any meeting shall be final. They 
shall keep a record of their proceedings, and a fee of ($15.00) 
fifteen dollars shall be paid to the Committee for each reference 
case heard by them — to be paid by the party adjudged to be in 
fault, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee ; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein shall prevent a settlement of questions 
of difference by private arbitration, or as provided in the By-Laws. 

Rule 2. — All transactions in American Hops only between 
members of the Produce Exchange shall be governed by the 
following rules, but nothing herein shall be construed as interfer- 
ing in any way with the right of members to make such special 
contracts or conditions as they may desire. 
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EuLE 3. — All Hops fihall be deliverable in merchantable bales. 
When a certain number of pounds are sold, number of bales not 
specified, net weight shall be understood. 

EuLE 4. — When specific lots are sold by sample, or otherwise, 
and are ready for immediate delivery, any bale weighing not 
less than 170 pounds, nor more than 205 pounds, shall be consid- 
ered a good delivery. 

EuLE 5. — When Hops are sold for future delivery, and the 
weights of the bales have not been ascertained at the time of 
sale, a good delivery shall be a sufficient number of bales to effect 
a delivery of the number of bales sold, at an average of not less 
than 180 pounds, nor more than 190 pounds gross weight. 

EuLE 6. — On all Hops an allowance of seven pounds per bale 
shall be made as tare. 

EuLE 7. — In the absence of any specific agreement the seller 
shall have the right to demand payment at the time of passing the 
title. 

EuLE 8. — Whenever sales are made between members of the 
Produce Exchange through a broker who is not a member of the 
Exchange, a written memorandum of the transaction is to be ex- 
changed by the principals before the sale is binding. 

EuLE 9. — Hops sold for immediate delivery must be inspected 
on the day succeeding the sale. Hops sold for future delivery 
must be inspected on the day succeeding the notice of delivery. 

EuLE 10. — If upon inspection it shall be found that any lot, or 
part of a lot, of Hops sold shall not conform with the contract, 
the buyer shall take all which do conform to the contract ; and 
the seller shall replace the lot, or part of a lot, rejected with other 
Hops of as good quality, and for this purpose the seller shall 
have ten days to replace and tender Hops to fill the original con- 
tract ; but if a specific lot is sold by sample the buyer shall take 
all which are up to sample, and he shall have the privilege of 
taking the rejections at a reduction to be agreed upon between 
seller and buyer, or to be settled by arbitration. 

EuLE 11. — Hops shall be weighed (unless otherwise agreed 
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upon) by a city weigher, whose return shall be taken as the cor- 
rect weights of the bales. Weigher's fees to be divided by buyer 
and seller equally. 

EuLE 12. — ^AU Hops shall be removed at the buyer's expense 
within two days after receiving the invoice (weather permitting), 
and until then the seller is to hold the same fully covered by in- 
surance at invoice value. 

Rule 13. — When Hops are sold to arrive and to be inspected 
on dock, the buyer shall, after inspection and order for delivery 
being given, assume the same relations towards the transportation 
line by which the Hops arrived, as the seller previously held as 
regards their removal from the place of delivery within the time 
granted by such Knes for that purpose. 

Rule 14. — Rules 3, 4, 6 and 6 shall only apply to the crop of 
1883 and subsequent crops. 

Rule 15. — A car load of Hops shall be understood to contain 
not less than 10,000 or more than 13,000 pounds.

Rule 1. — ^At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after 
their election, or as soon as practicable thereafter, the President 
shall (subject to the approval of the Board) appoint as a Com- 
mittee on Maritime AflEairs five members of the New York Prod- 
uce Exchange, who are known as membera of the Maritime 
Trade. This Committee shall remain in office until their suc- 
cessors are appointed, unless the Board shall otherwise direct, 
and its duty shall be to properly discharge the obligations im- 
posed on them by these rules, and also to consider and decide 
all disputes arising between members engaged in Maritime 
affairs, which may be submitted to them. A majority of the 
Committee shall constitute a quorum, but the Committee may 
fill temporary vacancies, if requested by either of the disputants, 
with some person or persons representing the same interest as 
the absent member or members, and a decision of a majority of 
those present at a hearing of a case shall be final. They shall 
keep a record of their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen dollars 
shall be paid to the Committee for each case heard by them, to 
be paid by the party adjudged to be in fault, unless •otherwise 
ordered by the Committee. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall prevent settlement of questions of difference by 
private arbitration, or as provided for in the By-Laws. 

EuLE 2. — BetTveen the Ist of November and the 1st of April,

notice that the vessel is ready for cargo must be served on the 
shipper by 3 o'clock P. M., and between the Ist of April and the 
Ist of November by 4 o'clock P. M. In case of Grain charters 
'such notification must be accompanied by pass of Inspector, and 
the lay days will then commence with the day following the 
notification. K charterers serve orders to move to loading place, 
such orders must be served on the vessel's agents by 4 o'clock 
P. M. between the 1st of November and the 1st of April, and by 
6 o'clock P. M. between the 1st of April and the first of Novem- 
ber. In the event of such orders being given, and the vessel 
arriving i^t loading place by 7 o'clock A. M. following, between

In case of any portion of a day being used for loading 
after the expiration of lay days, such portion shall be charged for 
as a full day for demurrage, except when the lay days expire at 
noon, when the balance of the day shall be charged for as one- 
half of a day. 

BuLE 3. — In ciEuse the orders to move to loading place are not 
served in accordance with Kule 2, the vessel must, upon receipt 
by the shipper of notice of readiness, proceed to her loading berth 
as soon as tide and weather will permit. 

EuLE 4. — Under a Petroleum charter, to be ready for the com- 
mencement of lay days, the vessel must be in condition to receive 
cargo in accordance with the Eules of the Petroleum Trade of 
the Exchange. 

Rule 6. — ^The shippers shall be allowed the day after the com- 
pletion of loading in time to clear at the Custom House to clear 
their cargoes, and to prepare the necessary shipping documents. 

BvLB 6. — The Demurrage on sea-going sailing vessels shall be 
as follows : For vessels of 200 tons or under, 12c. per ton ; for 
vessels over 200 tons and not exceeding 600 tons, $24 for the 
first 200 tons, and 8c. per ton for each ton additional ; for vessels 
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over 500 tons and not exceeding 900 tons, $48 for the first 500 
tons, and 6c. per ton for each ton additional ; for vessek over 
900 tons, $72 for the first 900 tons, and 5c. per ton for each 
ton additional. 

EuLB 7. — ^When a vessel's name, nationality and class are cor- 
rectly stated, and the vessel is accepted, the charter shall be con- 
sidered closed, and subsequent insurance inquiries will have no 
efEect upon the transaction. 

EuLE 8. — The phrase " about," when applied to readiness to 
load or to sail, either in respect to a vessel in this or a foreign 
port, shall be understood to mean not to exceed five days for 
sailing vessels. 

EuLE 9. — The stipulation that a vessel is to proceed in ballast 
to commence upon her charter, will not admit of taking for bal- 
last coal, salt or otherwise than unmerchantable stuff, such as 
sand, stone or dirt. 

EuLE 10. — From the 1st of November to the 1st of March, 
from 8 o'clock A. M. to 5 o'clock P. M., and from the 1st of 
March to the 1st of November, from 7 o'clock A. M. to 6 o'clock 
P. M., shall be considered to be due diligence on the part of the 
ship in the loading of oil or other cargoes. 

EuLE 11. — Customary dispatch respecting salt, mineral ores, 
iron and brimstone, shall be considered to be vessel being dis- 
charged at the rate of 60 tons per running day, Sundays excepted, 
commencing with the time of ship's being entitled to general 
orders from the Custom House. 

EuLE 12. — ^When practicable and not injurious to the stowage 
of the vessel she shall, on demand of the charterers, employ two 
gangs for loading oil ; it being agreed that for each day during 
which two gangs are employed one day's wharfage shall be 
allowed the vessel by the party requiring such extra labor. 

EuLE 13. — All transactions in Maritime affairs among mem- 
bers of the New York Produce Exchange shall be governed by 
the above rules, but nothing therein contained shall be construed 
as interfering in any way with the rights of members to make 
such special contracts or conditions as they may desire.
